District 3’s ft Hotd SCCUSfid Of

O ther than such universal con¬ 
cerns as access to health care, af¬ 
fordable housing, and decent 
public transportation, the LGBT and 
Asian American 
communities of 
San Francisco 
share at least 
two other char¬ 
acteristics. 

For one, 
there’s the siz¬ 
able and poten¬ 
tially powerful 
population of 
queer men and 
women of Asian 
descent. 

For another, there is Lawrence 
Wong. 

As the only openly gay Asian 
American among 87 San Franciscans 
hoping to secure one of the 11 hotly- 
contested district seats on the Board 
of Supervisors this year, the former 
president of the Community College 
Board says he wants to serve as a 
bridge between the two communities 
he was born to, galvanizing the twin 
political powerhouses as supervisor 
from District 3. 

“The issues that many of the can¬ 
didates talk about are Balkanization 
and NIMBY-ism,” said Wong, speak¬ 
ing with the Bay Area Reporter last 
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I t’s cool and hip when Dennis Rodman 
goes around in drag, but when those who 
aren’t as famous don a dress at an upscale 
San Francisco hotel, it’s grounds for ex¬ 
pulsion. 

That was the hard-learned lesson for 
James Davis - otherwise known as Elaine 
Lancaster - when he attempted to check in at 
the Clift Hotel early last Sunday morning. 
Davis was in town to host the Exotic Erotic 
Ball last Saturday, October 21 with Rodman, 
an old friend from the nightclubbing days 
with RuPaul. Rodman had offered Davis the 
second room in his two-bedroom suite at the 
Clift, but when Rodman learned he only had 
one bedroom, Davis decided to get his own. 

That’s when a hotel employee stepped in 
to tell him, “‘Uh-uh’,” according to Davis. “He 
said, ‘Change your clothes and come back ... 
We’re not renting you a room like that. This 
is not that kind of hotel.” 

The employee also allegedly told Davis 
that “two girls with their butts hanging out 
just walked through here, and thteds--airttp“ 
scale hotel,” apparently referring to two 
women who entered with Rodman. 

Davis replied, “What does that have to do 
with me?” 

Nevertheless, Davis relented, and went to 
another friend’s room to shower and become 
a man again. From there, he called downstairs 
from his cell phone and spoke with a differ¬ 
ent staff member, who verified that rooms 
were available. 

“I asked the person if he wanted my cred¬ 
it card to reserve the room, and he said, ‘Oh 
no sir, we have plenty of rooms, just come 
in’,” said Davis.

But once downstairs, Davis encountered 
the same staff member who had denied him 
a room, and he was told that suddenly, there 
were no rooms available. 

Davis left with his pride and a verbal 
warning to the staff: 

“I said, ‘You can get away with this in 42 
other states, but not here,”’ referring to Cali¬ 
fornia’s transgender-inclusive non-discrimi¬ 
nation law. Davis immediately filed a com¬ 
plaint with the San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission, and is considering legal action. 

“You know, I wasn’t even a sleazy drag 
queen,” Davis told the Bay Area Reporter. “I 
put together a very elegant character.” 

Davis, who resides in Miami Beach, is a 


frequent guest of that city’s mayor and often 
appears on the cover of high society maga¬ 
zines. He is staying in San Francisco until this 
matter is resolved because he realizes he is in 
a position to fight for others who face similar 
discrimination. 

“It’s the principle. Transgenders - and that 
includes drag queens - are protected by law,” 
said Davis, who lives full time as a man. “As 
long as something comes out of this - even 
awareness -1 won’t let this rest.” 

A statement from Tim McEneny, general 
manager of the Clift Hotel, said the whole in¬ 
cident was a misunderstanding, and that 
Davis was not given a room because he did

October 23. He lambasted the 
Cases for attending a fundamen¬ 
talist church in McLean, Virginia, 
and for donations their founda¬ 
tion made to the church. He noted 
that former independent prosecu¬ 
tor Kenneth Starr and conserva¬ 
tive members of Congress attend 
the same church. 

Among the web of sins that 
Signorile wove were revelations 
that the Cases had contributed to 
the political campaigns of John 
McCain and George Bush, but no 
Democrats. He could not find 
record of personal or foundation 
contributions to gay organizations 
and he dismissed corporate spon¬ 
sorship of gay events as part of 
doing business. 

Other voices 

Deacon Maccubbin is founder 
and co-owner of Lambda Rising, 
which many consider to be the 
premier gay bookstore in the 
world. He also was midwife to the 
huge gay and lesbian community 
on AOL. 

He called the Cases’ donation 
“a damned foolish move to make 
because it sends a very inaccurate 
message. There is no way to inter¬ 
pret it as other than something 
that is harmful to the gay and les¬ 
bian community. It tarnishes their 
good name.” 

But “I never detected a homo- 
phobic bone in his body,” Mac¬ 
cubbin said of Steve Case. His ex¬ 
tensive series of contacts with 
Case dates from the late 1980s. 

Maccubbin said that whenever 
there was a problem and the gay 
community was upset with AOL, 
he would drive out and have 
lunch with Case. “Steve’s reaction 
was always, Tell me about it,’ and 
we would tell him about it. His re¬ 
sponse generally was, ‘You know, 
that makes sense.’ And within a 
week or two it was changed.” 

Signorile fumed that the Cases 
are “going to have to immediately 
and thoroughly explain their do¬ 
nations ... and demonstrate just 
how much they value the gay 
community as loyal customers.” 
He all but threatened that without 
it, Signorile and other gays would 
flee AOL, deserting their favorite

Web of controversy 
surrounds AOL donation

A OL chief donates $8 million 
to church that funds ex-gay 
ministry,” read the headline 
on an October 18 story by the on¬ 
line service Gay.com. Within days, 
TheAdvocate.com, the Human 
Rights Campaign, columnist 
Michelangelo Signorile, and oth¬ 
ers were piling on. 

The one thing that none of 
these players were disclosing were 
their own vested interests in stok¬ 
ing the controversy. 

The thread of this story began 
with an October 18 article in the 


Fort Lauderdale Sun-Sentinel that 
announced a gift of $8.35 million 
from Jean Case, wife of America 
Online Chairman Steve Case, to 
Westminster Academy. She had 
attended the private high school, 
graduating in 1978. The bulk of 
the money would go toward 
building a new high school cam¬ 
pus, while the remainder would 
fund a scholarship program. 

The abbreviated Gay.com arti¬ 
cle emphasized that Westminster 
was founded by the Reverend D. 
James Kennedy, pastor of the 
Coral Ridge Presbyterian Church, 
and is affiliated with the church. 
Kennedy is a leading anti-gay tele¬ 
vision preacher whose matrix of 
organizations supports “ex-gay” 
ministries and the controversial 
but ineffective “Truth in Love” ad¬ 
vertising campaign claiming that 
gays can change their sexual ori¬ 
entation through Jesus. The arti¬ 
cle insinuated that some of the 
money would be used to promote 
these activities. 

The following day, HRC sent a 
letter to AOL asking them to re¬ 
consider the donation. “We find it 
unfathomable how your family 
could reward a school inexorably 
linked to teachings that say gay 
and lesbian Americans are not 
worthy of dignity, respect, and full 
citizenship,” wrote Executive Di¬ 
rector Elizabeth Birch. 

Later that afternoon, Jean Case 
responded with a statement saying 
that the gift was “specifically di¬ 
rected to benefit children,” a cause 
the Cases regularly support. Steve 
Case earlier had given $10 million 
to the private high school that he 
attended while growing up in 
Hawaii. 

“The gift was not given to ben¬ 
efit Coral Ridge Presbyterian 
Church or its programs,” Jean 
Case insisted. “In no way was it in¬ 
tended to send a message of intol¬ 
erance. Steve and I strongly op¬ 
pose discrimination in any form.” 

But HRC would have none of 
it. Spokesman Wayne Besen said, 
“It is not a gift toward education, 
but one toward indoctrination.” 
He said the Cases were “funding 
an assembly line of bigots.”

This year, as always, costumed 
revelers will hit the town this 
Tuesday, October 31, with both 
venues, as well as private and less- 
crowded celebrations, promising a 
full evening of ghoulish delight. 

Castro partiers usually start 
crowding the neighborhood by 8 
p.m., although extra safety and se¬ 
curity officers will begin their shifts 
as much as two hours earlier. While 
“unofficial,” the city heavily plans 
for the annual party, and the streets 
between 18th and Castro will be 
closed, which means public trans¬ 
portation is a necessity. But don’t 
count on getting off at the Castro 


Street stops, as those tracks, too, 
will most likely be closed for safety 
reasons. Exit the streetcars at 
Church Street and walk up the hill 
to enjoy one of the craziest hap¬ 
penings the city sees all year. 

The free celebration came to¬ 
gether through “a real team effort” 
this year, according to Merchants 
of Upper Market and Castro Pres¬ 
ident Patrick Batt, who noted that 
through donations, the neighbor¬ 
hood’s festivities will have addi¬ 
tional amenities not previously 
enjoyed. 

The icing on the cake? Thirty 
four - count ’em - portable toilets 
for the public, courtesy of local 
businesses who shelled out the 
cash at $100 a potty. 

Twenty safety officers will be 
hired and assigned in pockets be¬ 
tween 19th and Market streets; 
there are still some shifts available 
and interested people should call 
(415) 679-1827. Additionally,

Bod fish neighbors want land

' ;he public park being 
planned on the East Bay 
H property of transgender 
murder victim Emmon Bodfish 
will likely be as little-known as the 
very reclusive Bodfish himself. 

Neighbors near Bodfish’s seven 
acre Orinda estate turned out for 
an October 3 City Council meet¬ 
ing to voice their opinions and 
questions about the property’s 
use. Many were concerned about 
the possibility of the estate being 
turned into a park that would at¬ 
tract a lot of visitors to the quiet 
neighborhood. Most said they 
would like to see the bulk of the 
land kept as open space. 

Bodfish willed his Orinda 
home to the city with the provi¬ 
sion it be turned into a public park 
or wildlife sanctuary. The rustic es¬ 
tate has been unoccupied since he 
was found beaten to death in his 
home on June 30,1999. 

Bodfish’s estate executor, Gar¬ 
rett Riegg, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he may work out an 
arrangement with the city to tem¬ 
porarily rent Bodfish’s house and 
use those proceeds to eventually 
tear down the house and commit 
the entire property, including the 
land the house sits on, into a park. 

Orinda city officials have also 
considered dedicating a public 
garden in Bodfish’s memory near 
the city’s new library. At the meet¬ 
ing, one of Bodfish’s friends, 
Stacey Weinberger, spoke out 


against that proposal. Weinberger 
said Bodfish’s memory would be 
better honored by keeping his 
property as open space so nature 
could be preserved. 

City officials said whatever 
they decide will be in keeping with 
Bodfish’s wishes. 

“The city is committed to 
making sure the Bodfish property 
is kept as open space or a public 
park,” Orinda City Manager Bill 
Lindsay told the B.A.R. this week. 

Bodfish left a total estate of 
$7.6 million, including money 
from the estate of his late mother 
which he controlled, according to 
Riegg. 

Bodfish left his money to a va¬ 
riety of charities and feminist or¬ 
ganizations. 

His favorite charity, the Hys¬ 
terectomy Educational Resources 
and Services Foundation, will get 
more than $1 million. 

Riegg said the Bodfish estate 
will pay $626,000 in federal in¬ 
come tax alone. The estate will 
also have to pay thousands of dol¬ 
lars in state taxes to California and 
to Arizona, where Bodfish owned 
a Pizza Hut franchise. 

Bodfish, 56, was born a woman 
but for the past 20 years had pre¬ 
sented himself to most outsiders 
as a man. 

Bodfish’s son, Max Wills, 33, 
committed suicide in a Santa 
Monica hotel room just hours 
after being told by phone that his 
mother was dead. Police say they 
don’t consider him a suspect be¬ 
cause there is no physical evidence

T he first speak-out on HIV 
and hepatitis C in prison, “A 
Standard of Care that is 
Killing Prisoners,” will be held on 
Thursday, November 2, at St.

Sponsored by the HIV in 
Prison Committee of California 
Prison Focus, the evening begins 
at 6:30 p.m. and will include testi¬ 
mony from former prisoners liv¬ 
ing with HIV and hepatitis C, and 
statements from prisoner advo¬ 
cates and community activists 


concerned about the spread of 
these two epidemics and lack of 
care provided to the affected pop¬ 
ulation.

Friday, October 20 when it si¬ 
lenced a Superior Court judge 
who had strongly ruled in his 
favor. 

“Basically, they told Judge 
Stoltz to cool her jets until [Gov¬ 
ernor] Davis decides this thing,” 
Assistant Secretary of the Youth 
and Adult Correctional Agency, 
Steve Green, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Davis has until this Saturday, 
October 28, to decide whether to 
block Rosenkrantz’s parole. 

Rosenkrantz’s lawyer, Rowan 
Klein, successfully got Los Ange¬ 
les County Superior Court Judge 
Kathryn Stoltz to order the Board 
of Prison Terms to give him an 
itemized list of all the informa¬ 
tion it submitted to Davis on the 
case. Friday’s ruling by the 2nd 
District Court of Appeals can¬ 
celed that order and forbid Stoltz 
from issuing any other orders in 
the case until Davis makes his de¬ 
cision. 

Green said Davis would likely 
make a decision before Saturday’s 
deadline. Few expect Davis to ap¬ 
prove parole, but if he simply does 
nothing, Rosenkrantz will be 
freed. 

Rosenkrantz was convicted of 
second-degree murder for shoot-

ing his former schoolmate, Steve 
Redman, in 1985. Redman, along 
with Rosenkrantz’s younger 
brother, burst into a high school 
graduation party hosted by 
Rosenkrantz yelling “faggots.” 
Redman broke Rosenkrantz’s nose 
with a flashlight and later outed 
him to his father. 

A week later, Rosenkrantz con¬ 
fronted Redman with an Uzi out¬ 
side Redman’s home. According to 
Rosenkrantz’s testimony, he 
threatened to shoot up Redman’s 
car and demanded Redman come 
with him to his parents’ house to 
take back his outing. The two ar¬ 
gued and Rosenkrantz opened 
fire, shooting Redman 10 times. 

Rosenkrantz’s parole fight has 
been tied up in the courts for two 
years. 

Judge Stoltz ordered him re¬ 
leased on September 14 but the 
2nd District Court of Appeals 
granted a temporary stay of re¬ 
lease the next day, just seconds be¬ 
fore Rosenkrantz would have 
walked out of prison. 

Stoltz previously ruled that the 
parole board was biased against 
Rosenkrantz and had unfairly de¬ 
nied him parole. The parole board 


challenged Stoltz ’s ruling but the 
Appeals Court strongly rebuked 
the board and affirmed the ruling. 
The California Supreme Court re¬ 
fused to hear the case and let 
Stoltz's ruling stand. 

Davis first blocked 
Rosenkrantz’s parole last year and 
he is under new pressure to block 
it again. 

Last Friday, Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Sheriff Lee Baca held a press 
conference to urge that Davis halt 
Rosenkrantz’s parole. The Doris 
Tate Crime Victims Bureau also 
recently launched a letter writing 
campaign to Davis urging that he 
keep Rosenkrantz locked up. 

Predictably, the group’s Web 
site makes no mention of the 
many mitigating factors the jury 
considered in deciding on a sec¬ 
ond-degree rather than a first-de¬ 
gree murder conviction. No men¬ 
tion is made of Redman’s physical 
attack on Rosenkrantz. 

The Web site also announced 
an October 27 Crime Victims 
Foundation conference in San 
Diego featuring a presentation on 
the Rosenkrantz case by Larry Di¬ 
amond, the prosecutor who tried 
the case in 1985. ▼ 


' Queerific' for Pride 2001

he general members of the 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, and 
Transgender Pride Celebra¬ 
tion Committee Inc. have chosen 
“Queerific” as the theme for next 
year’s San Francisco Pride celebra¬ 
tion. 

At their most recent meeting 
earlier this month, the members 
voted overwhelmingly in favor of 
a theme that sets a bold, contem¬ 
porary tone for the first Pride 
event of the new millennium, offi¬ 
cials said. 

“It’s fun, it’s festive!” said Pride 
President Cecilia Chung. “Our 
community is reclaiming the 
power to define who we are and 
who we love.” 

San Francisco has long been at 
the cutting edge of LGBT politics 
and culture and the theme, 
“Queerific,” is in that tradition. At 
the same time, the title of the 
event - San Francisco Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Pride 
Parade and Celebration - ac¬ 
knowledges the many compo¬ 
nents of the community and 
makes them visible in the official 
name of the event. “Queerific,” 
while undoubtedly a political 
message, is also a clarion call for 
celebration and typifies the new 
spirit of energy in the communi¬ 



ty, officials said. 

The last and only time the 
word “queer” was used in connec¬ 
tion with the theme was in 1993 
when the Pride theme was “Year of 
the Queer.” At that time, use of the 
word was controversial, Pride 
Committee Executive Director 
Teddy Witherington noted. Today, 
“queer” has become common par¬ 
lance within much of the LGBT 
community. 

Witherington said that accord¬ 
ing to the Pride Committee’s au¬ 
dience survey of 1,066 people con¬ 
ducted at this year’s event, most 
said that they were comfortable 
with its usage. When the question, 
“How do you feel about the word 
‘queer’ to describe our communi¬ 
ty?” was asked, the results were: 
very comfortable, 36.3 percent; 
comfortable, 24.7 percent; neutral, 
25.3 percent; uncomfortable, 9.6 
percent; and very uncomfortable, 
4.1 percent. 

Now that the theme has been 
selected, Witherington said that 
the board has announced a public 
competition for the 2001 event 
logo with a $500 prize for the win¬ 
ner. Anyone interested in entering 
the logo contest should contact 
the Pride office at (415) 864-0831 
or log onto the committee’s Web 
site at www.sfpride.org for details.

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Taxing times for treasurer

ity Treasurer Susan Leal 
wants property owners to 
- ;> know that if they have not yet 
received their property tax bill, they 
should call her office right away. 

At a City Hall news conference 
last Thursday, October 19, Leal 
said that problems with the Asses¬ 
sor’s office have resulted in some 
inaccurate property tax bills - or 
in some cases, perhaps no bills at 
all for city property owners. The 
first installment of property tax 
payments is due December 11. 

“Due to an assessor deed back¬ 
log and a new computer system in 
the Assessor’s office, some proper¬ 
ty owners may not receive bills - 
while others may find that their 
bills omit the tax-saving home¬ 
owner’s exemption,” Leal stated. 

More than 180,000 property 
tax bills were mailed out last week, 
she added. 

Leal emphasized that her office 
is obligated by state law to send 
the information on the tax rolls 
that are compiled by the Assessor’s 
office. As a result, she noted that if 
a property has recently changed 
ownership, the new owners may 
not have received the bill, because

it has not yet been entered in the 
Assessor’s office. Additionally, if 
someone has owned a home since 
January 1 and that is their princi¬ 
pal place of residence, they are el¬ 
igible to receive a reduction of up 
to $7,000 of that dwelling’s taxable 
value. Once you file a homeown¬ 
er’s exemption claim with the as¬ 
sessor and receive the exemption, 
it is not necessary to file each year 
as long as the person continues to 
own and occupy the residence on 
which the exemption is claimed. 

Because the Assessor’s office 
has launched a new computer sys¬ 
tem, Leal cautioned owners to 


check and see that their home¬ 
owner’s exemption has been in¬ 
cluded. 

“We want to be proactive,” Leal 
said at the news conference. “We 
don’t believe we created this prob¬ 
lem, but we want to be proactive. 
We’re working very hard with the 
mayor’s office and the Controller’s 
office is working with the Asses¬ 
sor’s office.” 

If property owners have not re¬ 
ceived a bill, people should call the 
Treasurer’s office at (415) 554- 
4400 or come to Room 140 of City 
Hall during business hours Mon¬ 
day through Friday for assistance 
in obtaining their bill. People can 
also use the city’s new online ser¬ 
vices. The Web site, http://cityser- 
vices.sfgov.org, allows customers 
to immediately access their prop¬ 
erty tax bills, and starting Novem¬ 
ber 1, to make payment over the 
Internet. 

Leal also reminded business 
taxpayers that their annual regis¬ 
tration fees are due by 5 p.m. this 
Tuesday, October 31 in order to 
renew business registration for 
2001. Business taxpayers can use 
the Internet site to renew. “We en¬ 
courage you to use the online reg¬ 
istration program - it is quick, 
easy, and secure,” Leal said. V

Proposition A Vote YES 

Branch Library Bonds 

This is an expensive issue, but something 
we think is doable. The branch libraries are 
in bad shape and many are actually unsafe; 
most should be seismically upgraded and 
should be brought up to date. The facilities 
are sadly lacking in modern amenities like 
computers and other research equipment. 
The bond issue does not address staffing or 
supply needs, but we are assured there is suf¬ 
ficient money in the budget for these mat¬ 
ters. The branch libraries are a great resource 
for neighborhood seniors and children, we 
must fix them up to make them more habit¬ 
able for all our citizens. Vote YES on Prop. A. 

Proposition B Vote YES 

District Aide 

The Board of Supervisors will be chosen 
by district elections this year and it makes 
good sense to retain the third aide. With the 
overwhelming amount of work it takes to 
run the City and County of San Francisco, it 
is necessary to keep the third aide in order to 
handle problems in the individual districts. 
The aide would be an invaluable help to each 
supervisor in managing their districts and 
the general business of the city.

Children’s Fund 

From all reports, the fund has worked 
well for the last 10 years, so renewing it for 
another 15 years makes sense. We do not 
agree with the increase in funding for it; but 
it’s too late to change the wording of the 
proposition. Vote YES on Prop. D. 

Proposition E Vote YES 

City Retiree Health Benefits 

Again, this is a fair measure for retired 
city employees. It would cover all of those 
not covered by memorandums of under¬ 
standing, bargained for by organized labor. 
Many retirees suffer from inadequate health 
care coverage. The plan also covers one de¬ 
pendent, either a spouse or domestic part¬ 
ner; in the case of the latter, only 50 percent 
of the cost is covered, the difference is paid 
by the retiree. In this time of economic 
prosperity, it is only fair to share the wealth. 
Vote Yes on Prop. E. 

Proposition F Vote NO 

Closure of JFK Drive 

Golden Gate Park is already closed on 
Sundays and other city holidays - this is 
enough. We must stop closing existing 
streets and parks to traffic so only a few can 
enjoy them. Vote NO on Prop. F. 

Proposition G Vote YES 

Closure of JFK Drive With Limits 

This is a more sensible approach to the 
street closure issue. It would not go into ef¬ 
fect until the underground parking facilities 
are completed. Thereafter, tests and trials 
will be held to determine if the additional 
day of closure would work. Vote YES on G. 

Proposition H no recommendation 
Landlord/Renters Costs 

Beware of this proposition. Rent control 


in San Francisco is already out of hand. This 
could even make matters worse. It really is a 
much more complicated proposition than 
it seems to be. It would also erode the power 
of the Rent Control Board. 

Proposition I Vote YES 

Business Tax Revision 

As it is, new businesses pay a tax on cor¬ 
porate gross earnings or payrolls, whichev¬ 
er is the higher figure. Most small business¬ 
es wind up paying payroll taxes. Large cor¬ 
porations usually pay taxes on gross earn¬ 
ings. This revision would raise the cap on 
payroll taxes from 1.5 percent to 1.7 percent 
and rescind the business tax. The revenue to 
the city would remain pretty much the 
same. Opponents say that wage earners will 
pay the tax; this is not true, as it will be busi¬ 
nesses only that pay the tax. Why is it on the 
ballot? Because attorneys for large corpora¬ 
tions are trying to find a loophole to collect 
back over $800 million they have already 
paid. Let everyone pay their fair share. Vote 
YES on Prop. I. 

Proposition J Vote YES 

City Contractor Contributions 

Your yes vote means that you want to 
ban city officials from accepting gifts or 
campaign contributions from a person or 
group to whom the official has already ap¬ 
proved granting a contract or special bene¬ 
fit. Vote YES on Prop. J. 

Proposition K Vote YES 

Office Development Controls 

Of the two competing initiatives on this 
ballot, Prop. K and Prop. L, this is the least 
restrictive one. We find the vast bans on 
building in certain areas of the city too re¬ 
strictive, as in areas like parts of the Mission, 
South of Market, and Russian Hill districts 
as defined in Prop. L. If we don’t build suf¬ 
ficient office or other small business spaces, 
we won’t have enough jobs for our citizens. 
As for affordable housing, that problem 
could be addressed by redefining the city 
rent control laws. No one wants to build 
housing and be forced into rent control 
units. High rises can’t be built since there are 
building height restrictions as well as limits 
on apartment sizes. Trying to remain a small 
town with small neighborhoods would 
work if we had unlimited growing room; we 
don’t. We claim to be a world-class city, but 
we smother that image with narrow-mind¬ 
ed, small-town thinking and bickering. Vote 
YES on K and NO on L. Let’s grow up.

Office development/ 

Live-Work Controls 

Proposition M Vote NO 

Taxicab Permits 

Don’t be fooled by this proposition; it’s 
the same old scam being played out by the 
big taxi companies of this city. This proposi¬ 
tion won’t put more cabs on the streets and 
it won’t grant permits to more individual 
drivers; it’s only going to put more money 
into the pockets of the big taxi companies. 
Cab drivers won’t have health and welfare 
benefits. Just look at the undersigned spon¬ 
sors of the pro-ballot arguments in favor of 
this proposition - it’s the big taxi companies. 
We urge you to read the paid anti-Proposi- 
tion M arguments by senior groups, neigh¬ 
borhood groups, and individual drivers. We 
strongly urge a NO vote on Prop. M. 

Proposition N Vote NO 

Controls on Rental Conversions 

The current method of conversion ex¬ 
pires on December 31, 2000. This new 
proposition would redefine the method of 
converting units. It would make it very dif¬ 
ficult for tenants in two- or four-unit build¬ 
ings to buy their units and own the build¬ 
ing. This is extremely bad news for gay cou¬ 
ples or other young married couples who 
have a chance to buy their own homes or 
properties. The current law may be extend¬ 
ed or even modified by the Board of Super¬ 
visors. Let’s not change a system that is 
working fine already. Only 200 units per 
year selected by lottery are allowed. The 
proponents of this new proposition have 


even added a caveat to this ordinance: if its 
exclusive occupancy is struck down by the 
courts, the annual cap on conversions 
would change from 200 to 0. Either way, 
they can’t lose. Vote NO on N. 

Proposition 0 Vote NO 

Public Campaign Finance 

We don’t believe that the time has come 
to publicly finance political races in this city. 
We also don’t like the addition to the mea¬ 
sure that says that any voter may file a law¬ 
suit to enforce the campaign law. Just what 
we don’t need, more lawsuits. Vote NO on 
Prop. O. 

Proposition P Vote YES 

Hunters Point Clean-up 

After many years of neglect, the Navy is 
getting ready to turn over their former base 
to the city. This proposition urges the mayor 
and the Board of Supervisors not to accept 
the property until it is basically free of all 
pollution and other toxic waste. The Navy is 
balking at this proposal but we think it’s 
only proper that they clean up their own 
mess. Vote YES on Prop. P. 

Proposition Q Vote YES 

Pedestrian Safety Fund 

It’s about time we try to help our poor 
pedestrians. There are more cars running 
red lights, more bicyclists on the road, and 
an increasing amount of accidents and traf¬ 
fic-related deaths. Vote YES on Prop. Q. 

Proposition R Vote NO 

Pier 45 

This is a nonbinding ballot proposition 
that might cost us more money in litigation 
fees than it is worth. The city already has a 
signed contract with a developer. Vote NO 
on Prop. R. 

STATE PROPOSITIONS 

Proposition 32 Vote YES 

Veterans Bond Act of 2000 

This is a $500,000 bond act to make 
loans to veterans to purchase homes and/or 
farms. The bonds and the debt interest they 
incur are paid back by the veterans as mort¬ 
gage payments. There is no cost to the tax¬ 
payers. Vote YES on Prop. 32. 

Proposition 33 Vote YES 

Legislation, Participation in 
Public Employees Retirement 
System (PERS) 

At this time, there would be no costs as¬ 
sociated with enrolling legislators in the 
PERS system. The fund is over-funded due 
to excellent management and a booming 
economy. Not all of our legislators are rich, 
and with term limits imposed, we think it’s 
only fair to allow them to join in the PERS 
program. Vote YES on Prop. 33. 

Proposition 34 Vote NO 

Campaign Spending 
Limits and Disclosures 

This initiative would practically require 
most legislators to begin campaigning as 
soon as they are elected. We feel that still 
more special interest groups and lobbyists 
will have the opportunity to gain even more 
control over state elected officials. We be¬ 
lieve that the current spending limits and 
disclosures are sufficient at this time. Either 
a more comprehensive system of campaign 
limits or public financing should be found. 

Proposition 35 Vote NO 
Public Works Projects, Use of 
Private Contractors for Architec¬ 
tural and Engineering Services 

This initiative was placed on the ballot by 
signatures gathered by various groups of cit¬ 
izens. We are concerned with the specific 
wording: “Contracts awarded by competitive 
selection, bidding not required.” While the 
current Caltrans system doesn’t always work 
and it seems years to get anything done, in 
emergencies like earthquakes or other disas¬ 
ters, Caltrans has come through; we cite the 
Loma Prieta and Southern California earth-

I want to add to your electoral coverage my im¬ 
pressions of Mark Leno, seen while I was a represen¬ 
tative gay family speaker during last spring’s campaign 
against the Knight initiative. Mark worked vigorous¬ 
ly organizing S.F.’s fight against that right wing, anti¬ 
gay marriage proposal - with a devotion unparalleled 
among other local gay and lesbian elected officials - 
and became a statewide leader in this fight. Very much 
of this work was lonely, none of it compensated, but 
a fight for which LGBT San Franciscans and our al¬ 
lies needed and demanded leadership. Mark stepped 
up to this often thankless job. 

As someone who worked hard for Tom Ammiano 
in the last election, and is supporting Tom’s candi¬ 
dates in other districts in this election, I resist seeing 
Mark Leno’s race as appropriately decided based on 
our feelings about the mayor.

Prop. N won’t stop evictions 

Unfortunately, Ms. Szymanski’s article leaves the 
impression that Proposition N will stop the rash of 
evictions [“Queers help pro-tenant Proposi¬ 
tions H and N,” October 12]. 

I It will not. It will force current San 
Francisco renters to always be San Fran¬ 
cisco renters. These people will never be 
able to own a home here without having 
tenancies-in-common as an option. 

If the current median price of a TIC 
is out of the reach of 90 percent of San 
Francisco renters, why is there a near 0 
vacancy rate in the city? And who are the thousands of 
renters paying $2,500 for a studio apartment? If a me¬ 
dian TIC of $382,000 is out of reach for most San 
Francisco renters, then who are these people willing¬ 
ly paying $2,500 per month for a studio apartment? A 
$382,000 apartment would cost less per month than 
many people are currently paying in rent. I know, I 
am a recent tenancy-in-common homeowner. 

Tenancies-in-common are occupied by owners 
who live in these apartments. These TICs are people’s 
homes, not speculations. A TIC cannot be converted 
into a condominium unless it has been owner-occu¬ 
pied for at least one year. A TIC is frequently used as 
a means for renters to be able to buy a San Francisco 
home. A real estate speculator cannot easily convert a 
TIC into a condominium. And, only a two-unit TIC 
can convert to a condominium after one year. How 
many large landlords will buy a two-unit property? 
Not many. How many current renters might be able to 
buy property as a TIC? A whole lot more than large 
landlords looking to speculate. 

People deserve to know that most TICs are owned 
by people who live in these properties, and that TICs 
must be owner-occupied before they can be convert¬ 
ed to condominiums.

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Greens to help elect 
Republican Bush?

‘ ith less than two weeks 
c until the November 7 
presidential election 
there is growing concern among 
Democratic Party campaign 
strategists that as Green Party 
nominee Ralph Nader’s popular 
votes rise so, too, does the likeli¬ 
hood that Republican George W. 
Bush could be elected the next 
president of the United States. 

Clearly, the votes that Nader 
receives in close tossup states like 
Oregon (7 electoral votes), Wash¬ 
ington (11), Minnesota (10), Wis¬ 
consin (11), Michigan (18) and 
Pennsylvania (23) means that 
Nader might win enough other¬ 
wise Democratic votes in those 
states to tip enough of the states 
into the Bush column and help 
elect the Republican nominee. 
Still, though all national polls 
show this presidential election 
close enough in the final days that 
a few hundred Nader votes in 
any of these pivotal states 
could put those states in 
the Bush electoral col¬ 
umn, Nader and his 
staunchest followers ap¬ 
pear willing to give 
Bush the White House 
for four years rather 
than to see Al 
Gore win. 

Most ana¬ 
lysts feel that 
Nader, though he will not win in 
any state, could very well cost De¬ 
mocrat Gore as many as 37 elec¬ 
toral votes in close key states, 
thereby throwing the electoral vote 
to Bush. Seeming to actually bask 
in the reality that his candidacy 
could now eventually elect Bush, 
Nader this week appeared to direct 
most of his campaign rhetoric at 
Gore, telling an Oakland audience 
that “I want to defeat him [Gore]; 
I want to take more votes than I 
can possibly dream of.” 

Indeed, fearing a Bush win on 
Election Day, a group of longtime 
Nader followers - now calling 
themselves “Nader’s Raiders for 
Gore,” urged the Green Party nom¬ 
inee to “reconsider his candidacy” 
for fear his votes would “very like¬ 
ly elect George W. Bush.” Nader, 
however, brushed aside his former 
supporters, claiming he intends “to 
build a third party” adding that 
“this is about building a party for 
another day.” Nader points out that 
if his party should somehow get 
the necessary 5 percent of the pop¬ 
ular vote nationwide - something 
experts say is highly unlikely - then 
the Green Party would be entitled 
to federal matching campaign 
funds for the year 2004. 

How much good those funds 
would do toward building a viable 
third party is certainly question¬ 
able - one only has to look to 
Patrick Buchanan and the Re¬ 
form Party to see how successful 
the $12.5 federal funds has been; 
the Reform Party, according to all 
polls, is pulling around 1 percent 
of the national vote. 

So, why is Nader seemingly 
working so hard to see that Gore 
doesn’t win in November? Some 
close to Nader are saying private¬ 
ly that he feels that Gore, knowing 
he had the most to lose by a Nader 
Green Party candidacy, was the 
one who insisted that he (Nader) 
be kept out of the presidential de¬ 
bates. In fact, it was the Commis¬ 
sion on Presidential Debates that 


set the rules for debate partici¬ 
pants, namely, that they had to be 
polling in the 15 percent range to 
be included. Nader, however, ap¬ 
parently feels it’s political 
payback time, and if 
four years of the Re¬ 
publicans is the re¬ 
sult, then so be it. In¬ 
deed, the line that 
Nader and his closest 
advisers are putting 
out goes like this: “Our 
campaign is a 
protest move¬ 
ment,” and as 
Nader himself 
says, “We’re actually trying to 
build a party; you don’t build it in 
a day. You go to a certain stage on 
November 7. We get millions of 
votes on this round [while never 
expecting to actually win any 
state] and that sends a message 
that you guys either shape up or 
you’re going to lose even more 
votes in the next election.” As for 
the result of possibly defeating the 
more liberal Gore and actually 
electing a conservative, anti-gay 
Republican? The answer from 
Nader and his followers: “If 
George Bush is elected, more peo¬ 
ple will then get active in the 
protest movement.” 

Talk about biting off your nose 
to spite your face! 

So, does Nader really hope that 
his candidacy has the direct result 
of defeating Democrat Gore and 
electing Bush? Sure sounds like it 
to me. Bottom line, a vote FOR 
Nader is clearly a vote FOR Bush. 
I know a couple of Nader’s local 
campaign people - longtime 
Green Party activists whom I re¬ 
spect. But if we wake up on No¬ 
vember 8 and find we have elected 
the conservative Bush-Cheney 
ticket because of Nader votes in 
particular swing states, we’ll know 
who to thank. Hey, Ross Mirkari- 
mi, are you reading this? Don’t, I 
repeat, do not give your vote to 
Bush on November 7 by voting for 
Nader.

You likely won’t often see them 
side by side, but look for the coun¬ 
try’s top campaigner, President 
Bill Clinton, to hit the campaign 
trail almost daily from now until 
November 7. Sure, the guy has po¬ 
litical baggage - plenty of it - but 
Clinton is tremendously popular 
with African Americans and other 
minorities and Al Gore needs his 
campaign help badly. 

Incidentally, even Republican 
strategists are said to be privately 
admitting it’s all over but the 


shouting in New York state with 
Hillary Rodham Clinton headed 
for a big win there. 

It doesn’t get any better for a 
candidate than this: In its en¬ 
dorsement of supervisorial candi¬ 
dates Sunday, the San Francisco 
Examiner called District 8 incum¬ 
bent Supe Mark Leno “the most 
effective supervisor on the board” 
and urged his re-election Novem¬ 
ber 7. 

Incidentally, the Schiff-Rogan 
race, one of the country’s hardest- 
fought, has raised and spent a 
combined $9.5 million, far more 
than the U.S. Senate contest be¬ 
tween Democrat Dianne Fein- 
stein and her GOP challenger, 
Representative Tom Campbell. 

In addition the San Diego 
mayoral race, where two Republi¬ 
cans - a conservative and a mod¬ 
erate - are fighting it out, Novem¬ 
ber 7 also means a new mayor will 
be elected in Sacramento and gay 
and lesbian activists there are re¬ 
portedly split between City Coun- 
cilmembers Heather Fargo and 
Rob Kerth. 

A huge crowd at Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden’s 

fundraiser/reception in San Fran¬ 
cisco last Thursday. Migden, a sure 
thing for re-election next month, 
uses the funds she raises to help 
other Democratic legislative can¬ 
didates across the state; and, yes, 
there was plenty of Carole for 
mayor talk at the overflow gather¬ 
ing. 

Milton Marks III is running 
for a community college board 
seat next month and look for that 
respected political name to work 
its magic; a big win for the young 
Marks makes him a sure thing for 
higher office. 

The San Jose Mercury News en¬ 
dorsed longtime activist Ken 
Yeager for City Council in that 
city’s 6th District, and most think 
Yeager will become San Jose’s first 
openly gay councilmember next 
month. 

Finally, my “Quote of the 
Week” (from one of my favorite 
political columnists, Robert 
Scheer of the Los Angeles Times): 
“On Election Day, Al Gore, for all 
his faults, still deserves the votes of 
those who care about the fright¬ 
ening damage that a Republican 
sweep of the White House and 
Congress portends for this coun¬ 
try. Behind that smug Bush smile 
lies the calculations of Trent Lott 
and the heart of Jesse Helms. 
There might even be room for the 
ghost of Newt Gingrich in a Bush 
cabinet. It’s Halloween time.”

|H recent forum in New York 
City showcased the experi- 
JFtl ences of queer people who 
have benefited from the U.S. wel¬ 
fare system. The event was part of 
a national progressive campaign 
to lobby for changes to the feder¬ 
al welfare law of 1996, which will 
be coming up for reautho¬ 
rization by Congress early 
next year and which conserv¬ 
ative politicians will try to 
gut. The many stories of gay 
people affected by welfare 
help dispel a frustratingly 
common mispercep¬ 
tion among lesbians 
and gay men - that 
welfare isn’t a 
“gay issue.” 

The poor, 
in fact, make 
up a significant sector of queer 
people. You wouldn’t know this if 
your only information about les¬ 
bians and gay men came from the 
media and popular culture. After 
all, the most visible and vocal 
members of our community, the 
ones who make it into magazines 
and onto television and the Inter¬ 
net, whose stories appear in books 
and movies, tend to be middle 
class or upper-middle class and 
educated. 

But across the country there 
are poor lesbians struggling to 
support children; gay men dis¬ 
abled by AIDS; transsexuals fired 
from their jobs and unable to find 
other work; lesbian and gay se¬ 
niors without fat pensions or off¬ 


spring to take them in; and queer 
teenagers who either were thrown 
out by their rejecting families or 
ran away. ABC News estimates 
that at least one-third of all home¬ 
less people in Los Angeles are les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, or transgender 
youth. According to the Hetrick- 
Martin Institute, a queer youth 
service organization, the figure in 
New York City approaches a 
sobering 50 percent. 

The welfare panel in 
New York City was orga¬ 
nized by a newly formed 
group, the Queer Economic 
Justice Network. Formerly 
poor lesbians, gay men, bi¬ 
sexuals, and transgender 
people of many races and 
ethnicities testified to how 
welfare 
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turned their 
lives around - 
that is, wel¬ 
fare as we used to know it. Their 
stories were both heartbreaking 
and inspirational. 

One speaker was a lesbian who 
was sexually abused as a teenager 
and got pregnant. Because it was 
still possible in the early 1990s to 
receive welfare benefits as part of a 
college work-study program - no 
longer an option under the 1996 
law - she was able to get a college 
degree and escape poverty. Anoth¬ 
er participant in the forum, a 
transsexual woman, talked of 
being homeless and unable to find 
a job while she was in transition. 
She had to rely on welfare to see 
her through. 

How, then, can anyone think 
that welfare is not a “gay issue”? 
Although it’s true that welfare isn’t 
gay-specific, like same-sex mar¬ 
riage or “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” 
neither are other issues widely ac¬ 
cepted as part of the queer politi¬ 
cal agenda. AIDS, for example, 
isn’t a gay disease (we’ve fought 
hard against the perception that it 
is), and it only affects a portion of 
our community. Still, it tops our 
list of concerns, with many gay 
AIDS activists now expanding 
their work to Africa and other re¬ 
gions where the disease primarily 
attacks heterosexuals. The issue of 
hate crimes, too, cuts across sexu¬ 
al orientations and communities. 

I suspect that many in the les¬ 
bian and gay community have 
trouble accepting welfare as a 
bona fide “gay issue” because of 
the stigma that poverty still carries 
in this society - very much like 


being queer does.. Prevailing 
stereotypes of welfare recipients 
include shiftless good-for-noth¬ 
ings and lazy “unwed mothers,” 
who don’t even try to better them¬ 
selves. When government helps 
the “undeserving” poor, many 
people believe it simply becomes 
big and bloated at the expense of 
hard-working taxpayers. 

That kind of outlook gave us 
the 1996 welfare law, probably the 
most hideous piece of legislation 
to come out of the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration. Under this punitive 
law, poverty is a vicious circle. In 
order to receive, on average, 
$8,000 a year, welfare recipients 
have to work in dead end jobs that 
involve no training, like picking 
up trash in public parks. There are 
no provisions for education, even 
though a college degree offers a 
proven path out of poverty. There 
is no allowance for child care, 
leaving single mothers scrambling 
to finance it out of their meager 
earnings. And there are limits on 
how long anyone can receive ben¬ 
efits in a lifetime (in some states, 
it’s a mere 18 months), with no 
recognition that some people take 
longer than others to establish 
themselves. 

This law promotes the contin¬ 
ued stigmatization of the poor for 
taking a “handout.” But let’s con¬ 
sider other forms of government 
subsidy, which many middle-class 
lesbians and gay men benefit 
from. For example, did you go to 
public school? Did you help fi¬ 
nance your college education with 
low-interest student loans? Have 
you taken a tax deduction for your 
mortgage? Did you ever receive a 
capital-gains tax break? Have you 
claimed a business loss? Unlike 
welfare, though, these “handouts” 
are viewed as legitimate, and 
there’s no shame incurred when 
they’re accepted. 

The queer community needs 
to increase consciousness about 
this issue and to place poverty 
firmly on the list of social prob¬ 
lems that deeply affect us. And we 
need to work with non-gay com¬ 
munities for a better, more hu¬ 
mane welfare law. ▼

Saturday night chat rooms. 

Maccubbin does not believe it. 
He says that AOL has “weathered 
busy signals, hardware outages, 
and attempted boycotts, including 
gay ones.” And still the giant con¬ 
tinues to grow, now passing 25 
million subscribers. 

“Frankly, the chat rooms on 
AOL are superior to the chat 
rooms anywhere else on the Web,” 
Maccubbin says. “And the gay 
community just kind of gravitates 
to those chat rooms.” He sees no 
reason why a boycott would suc¬ 
ceed this time; most gay men are 
more driven by hormones than by 
politics. 

An online industry analyst, 
who requested anonymity, said 
there really is a financial incentive 
for Gay.com to trash AOL. The gay 
site is struggling to attract users to 
reach a critical mass attractive to 
advertisers. Controversy alone will 
help generate that traffic, and 
would be even better if some of 


AOL’s gay and lesbian subscribers 
became disenchanted and left the 
service. 

In addition, the collapse of 
dot-com initial public offerings on 
Wall Street has closed that method 
of financing the red ink that most 
online operations continue to he¬ 
morrhage. The Darwinian strug¬ 
gle to survive is becoming more 
intense. 

HRC surely believes its criti¬ 
cism of Case. But it also launched 
its own “HRC FamilyNet” earlier 
this month. A boycott of AOL 
might help drive more LGBT Web 
surfers to HRC’s new site. Plus, 
both Gay.com and PlanetOut.com 
are corporate sponsors of HRC. 

PlanetOut, the other large con¬ 
tent provider targeting the LGBT 
community, has been silent on the 
controversy. Only its recently pur¬ 
chased subsidiary TheAdvocate. 
com, which is accessible through 
the PlanetOut home page, carried 
a tepid account of the controver¬ 
sy. Is that simply a matter of edi¬ 
torial judgment? Or does it reflect 
the significant minority share of 
PlanetOut held by AOL? T 
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Who was Divine? 


were mixed, the attention con¬ 
vinced Divine that without a 
doubt, he was a film star. 

Film star or not, movie roles did 
not come easily, and Divine strug¬ 
gled to earn a living in the late 
1970s and early 1980s. His business 
manager knew that his client pre¬ 
ferred acting, but he encouraged 
Divine to develop a nightclub act 
to pay pressing bills. The resulting 
show consisted of Divine hurling 
insults at his audience, always in¬ 
cluding the trademark phrase, 
“Fuck you. Fuck you very much.” 
Fans went wild when he uttered it. 

At his manager’s suggestion, 
Divine added disco songs to his 
act and recorded “Born to Be 
Cheap” in 1979. The song ratch¬ 
eted up United States and Euro¬ 
pean charts and led to tours in 
England, Australia, and Europe. 
Divine’s show still featured its 
trademark insults, but the addi¬ 
tion of a musical performance 
made it more popular than ever. 

Touring was interrupted in 
1981 when John Waters asked Di¬ 
vine to play the lead in Polyester. 
The film was toned down enough 
to earn an R rating, but it was still 
calculated to shock. Divine played 
the wife of a philandering smut 
kingpin, a woman so unhappy 
that even her dog committed sui¬ 
cide. Waters and Divine followed 
in 1988 with Hairspray , Waters’s 
first PG movie. In the film, Edna 
Turnblad (Divine) supported her- 
daughter Tracy’s (Ricki Lake) ef¬ 
forts to racially integrate The 
Cornie Collins Show, a television 
dance show, and an amusement 
park. The film ended happily with 
Tracy’s success. 

With its PG rating and its 
cheerful plot, Hairspray became 
the biggest hit of Waters’s career to 
date, and the most lucrative work 
Divine was ever offered. But Di¬ 
vine did not live to enjoy the audi¬ 
ence’s enthusiasm. Doctors had 
warned for years that his weight 
would kill him and on the night of 
March 6, 1988, it did. An autopsy 
showed that the star died of a heart 
attack, the result of heart damage 
caused by chronic obesity. ▼

Divine

October 19,1945 (55 years ago 
this month): Divine, star of Pink 
Flamingos, Polyester, and Hair¬ 
spray, is born. 

F ew are shocked today when 
female impersonator RuPaul 
hosts a talk show or a TV spe¬ 
cial, or even when basketball play¬ 
er Dennis Rodman poses in a 
bridal gown. But in the late 1960s, 
when John Waters featured over¬ 
weight drag queen Divine in his 
experimental 8-millimeter films, 
the reaction was very different. 
The Divine character was so out¬ 
rageous that she created a sensa¬ 
tion among underground film afi¬ 
cionados - and launched the ca¬ 
reer of one of the most outrageous 
celebrities of the 1970s and 1980s. 

Nothing in Divine’s childhood 
hinted at his future as the Queen 
of Bad Taste. He was born Harris 
Glenn Milstead on October 19, 
1945, in Baltimore, Maryland, the 
only son of affluent parents. As an 
adult, he remembered that his 
parents coddled him at home, and 


described himself as a “spoilt 
brat.” But life at school was hard. 
Milstead was an effeminate, obese 
boy who suffered taunts and occa¬ 
sional beatings that made him feel 
like a social outcast. 

At 15, Milstead found the sense 
of belonging he was missing. He 
met John Waters, another 
teenager about his age, and 
fell in with a group of 
friends who called them¬ 
selves the Dreamlanders. 

The Dreamlanders per¬ 
formed in short films Waters 
shot with a home-movie 
camera that celebrat¬ 
ed the group’s out¬ 
sider status. Waters 
was fascinated with 
the bizarre, and in the mid-1960s 
he collaborated with Milstead to 
create the most outrageous char¬ 
acter so far. Wearing a tight dress, 
a wig, and thick makeup, Milstead 
played Divine for the first time in 
Roman Candles in 1966. Milstead 
enjoyed the role, and he loved 
being an actor. 

During his early collaborations 
with Waters, Milstead supported 
himself as a hairdresser, but at 23 


he left Baltimore for Province- 
town, Massachusetts. There, he 
opened “Divine Trash,” a “nostal¬ 
gia” store. From then on, Milstead 
called himself Divine (“Divi” to 
close friends) and remained Glenn 
only to his parents. Though Divine 
was the name of a female charac¬ 
ter, the actor identified as a gay 
man and preferred to be ad¬ 
dressed as “he” when he was 
not in costume. 

His collaborations with 
Waters continued, and 
1969 brought Mondo 
Trasho, the first Waters 
movie picked up by 
New Line Cinema. 
Multiple Maniacs, in 
which Divine was 
raped by a giant lobster, followed 
the next year, but real notoriety 
came with the 1972 release of Pink 
Flamingos. Divine starred as Babs 
Johnson, the “filthiest person 
alive,” and proved it when she ate 
real poodle feces on camera. The 
$12,000 movie had no promotion¬ 
al budget, so even though it em¬ 
barrassed him, Divine agreed to 
the stunt to garner free publicity 
for the film. The scene succeeded 
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in attracting moviegoers, but the 
press largely ignored the film. 

In the aftermath of Pink 
Flamingos, Divine won several 
stage roles in San Francisco, New 
York, and London, and in 1974 he 
starred in Waters’s Female Trouble. 
The film was rated X, but it scored 
several reviews in mainstream 
newspapers. Though the reviews

He is on the ballot in close to 40 states and recently 
won the nomination of the country's largest and most 
inclusionary third party, the Independence Party of New York, 
with nearly 200,000 members. 

John and his running mate Nat Goldhaber, a California- 
based Internet entrepreneur, are both strongly and unequivocally 
pro-gay. Most importantly, they believe that the independent 
movement must open its doors to lesbians and gays. Their brand 
of independent populism is inclusionary, and they are working 
hard to promote social unity, not just in words, but in action. 

Unfortunately, Ralph Nader has failed to reach out to build 
bridges between constituencies and within the independent 
movement. He refused to participate in an independent debate 
hosted by Gov. Jesse Ventura, projecting that he was too much of 
a "big shot" to join other significant independents on the stage. 
He did appear on Meet the Press with Pat Buchanan, but did not 
utter a word to challenge him - either on Buchanan's positions or 
his destructive actions in independent politics. 

The last thing the gay, lesbian, bisexual and transgender 
communities need is more big shotism. We've seen plenty of that 
in gay politics already. For independent politics to be successful, 
it's got to be a movement that's inclusive of all Americans! John 
Hagelin and Nat Goldhaber are the presidential and vice 
presidential candidates of that grassroots movement. 

Join me in voting Hagelin/Goldhaber on 
Tuesday, November 7.

Candidates run in the Richmond

D istrict 1 includes the Rich¬ 
mond, and is currently rep¬ 
resented by Supervisor 
Michael Yaki, who is seeking re- 
election and faces four chal¬ 
lengers. Three of the candidates 
Teturned the Bay Area Reporter 
questionnaire. 

Jason Jungreis 

A past De¬ 
mocrat and 
current inde¬ 
pendent, at¬ 
torney Jason 
Jungreis said 
he has “done 
nothing spe¬ 
cific” to com¬ 
bat homopho¬ 
bia. In his district, Jungreis said 
that the two most pressing issues 
are transportation and fiscal re¬ 
sponsibility and housing. Specifi¬ 
cally, the city should be promot¬ 
ing a master plan development 
scheme with downtown high-rise 
apartments and use of taxes, 
rather than expensive bonds. 

In terms of solutions to ease the 
city’s housing crunch, Jungreis reit¬ 
erated the need for high-rise apart¬ 
ments, along with “recognition that 
not everyone can have everything,” 
and “inducements to encourage the 
jelderly to leave the city.” 

Jungreis said that in terms of 



working with business groups to 
keep the city’s robust economy 
going, he would encourage high- 
tech industry and develop a mas¬ 
ter plan that encourages develop¬ 
ment in under-utilized areas of 
the city, such as the Bayview. 

What’s the one thing Jungreis 
wants the LGBT community to 
know about him? “I am indepen¬ 
dent and not beholden to any spe¬ 
cial interests.” 

Jake McGoldrick 

College 
English 
teacher Jake 
McGoldrick 
said that he 
has always ad¬ 
vocated for 
the rights of 
LGBT individ¬ 
uals in organi¬ 
zations in which he has been a 
member, as well as to his ESL stu¬ 
dents at City College and at the 
University of San Francisco. Addi¬ 
tionally, he supervised the Rich¬ 
mond field operation in Roberta 
Achtenberg’s bid for mayor and 
worked to elect Tom Ammiano as 
mayor of the city last year. 

A longtime registered Democ¬ 
rat, McGoldrick said that the 
Richmond is faced with two very 
significant issues: the decreasing 
stock of affordable housing; and 
an inadequate transportation in¬ 
frastructure. “An underlying cause 
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of both these problems is the 
breakdown of our city’s planning 
process,” he said. 

A co-author of San Francisco’s 
Proposition L on next month’s bal¬ 
lot, McGoldrick said that if it pass¬ 
es, it will bring sanity back to the 
planning process. He also favors 
building more and denser afford¬ 
able housing along transit corridors. 

Addressing the red-hot econo¬ 
my McGoldrick said that “unless 
some planning is done during an 
upswing, it inevitably leads to a 
downturn as the overheated econ¬ 
omy creates imbalance and dis¬ 
placement of necessary business¬ 
es and services. This is what we are 
beginning to see now.” He added 
that the city must develop a 
streamlined system whereby an 
entrepreneur can go to one agency 
and complete all the tasks neces¬ 
sary to open legally. 

What’s the one thing Mc¬ 
Goldrick wants the LGBT com¬ 
munity to know about him? “I 
give you my word that I will never 
scapegoat the LGBT community 
in any way as did Supervisor 
Michael Yaki when he blamed the 
domestic partners ordinance for a 
totally unrelated crash of a police 
helicopter. Such clumsy appeals to 
homophobes must be condemned 
when they happen, and I would 
hope that the LGBT community 
would remember such actions 
and withhold their support from 
such individuals.” 

Michael Yaki 

During his 
years on the 
board, Super¬ 
visor Michael 
Yaki said he 
voted to ex¬ 
pand the De¬ 
partment of 
Public 

Health’s out¬ 
reach and treatment for 
HIV/AIDS patients, supported the 
use of city funds for queer youth 
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programs such as LYRIC and a 
shelter program for young 
LGBTQ adults in Eureka Valley. 
Additionally, Yaki was a co-spon¬ 
sor of the landmark equal benefits 
ordinance and has participated in 
every domestic partner ceremony 
at City Hall. 

Yaki, who describes himself as 
a progressive Democrat, used to 
serve as chief of staff to Congress- 
woman Nancy Pelosi. He said that 
two key issues in the Richmond 
District are pedestrian safety and 
transportation. “I have been suc¬ 
cessfully promoting traffic safety 
devices,” Yaki said. 

As chair of the Transportation 
Authority, Yaki said he has worked 
to meet transportation needs not 
only in the Richmond, but 
throughout the city. “I co-au¬ 
thored Proposition E, which put 
Muni under professional manage¬ 
ment and created an independent 
- not political - agency for its op¬ 
erations,” he pointed out. 

Regarding affordable housing, 
Yaki said he is working to support 
higher density housing develop¬ 
ment along major transit corri¬ 
dors. “I am working to expand 
and liberalize our zoning laws to 
encourage new housing and to re¬ 
quire new levels of affordable 


housing in San Francisco in ex¬ 
change for ‘density’ bonuses in 
parcels,” Yaki stated. 

Promoting a strong economy is 
one of the highest priorities for Yaki 
as a supervisor, and he said that he 
is proud of his work with members 
of the business community to pro¬ 
mote job growth, particularly in the 
high technology field. 

In the Richmond District, Yaki 
said that additional programs for 
teen youth are needed, as the issue 
was the top response of a district 
survey that he helped initiate. 

In terms of HIV prevention ef¬ 
forts, Yaki said he supports pro¬ 
grams that will tailor outreach ef¬ 
forts to non-English speaking popu¬ 
lations, as well as improved outreach 
within the LGBT community. 

What does Yaki want the LGBT 
community to know about him? 
“As a Richmond District resident 
for over 12 years, I understand the 
concerns of the district, as well as 
San Francisco's many diverse 
communities such as the GLBTQ 
community. As an Asian Ameri¬ 
can, I understand and empathize 
with the feelings of racism, op¬ 
pression, and bigotry, and have 
made a commitment to civil 
rights one of the hallmarks of my 
public service.” T

Bob Coleman 

While 

public interest 
attorney Bob 
Coleman is 
heterosexual, 
he said he has 
campaigned 
to bring the 
city’s diverse 
communities 
together. He also has some under¬ 
standing of the transgender com¬ 
munity, as he has a transgender 
brother. 

A longtime Democrat, the two 
most pressing issues in the race for 
Coleman are housing/land use 
planning/neighborhood preserva¬ 
tion, and achieving the voters’ in¬ 
tentions for district elections 
through genuine limits on exces¬ 
sive campaign spending. 

“I seem to be the only candi¬ 
date seriously interested in the 
growth control measures on the 
ballot,” Coleman said, adding that 
he supports Proposition L on next 
month’s ballot; he opposes Propo¬ 
sition K, which is backed by the 
mayor. 

Regarding campaign reform, 



Coleman said he’s the only candi¬ 
date to support tighter ethics reg¬ 
ulations and campaign finance re¬ 
form during the hearings before 
the Ethics Commission. He is free 
of the soft money endorsement 
machinery. 

“Opponents of rent control 
wrongly suggest that it disrupts 
supply-demand equilibrium and 
unfairly shifts costs to smaller 
numbers of vacant units,” he said. 
“My opinion is that San Francis¬ 
co’s a special case, wherein supply- 
demand equilibrium cannot be 
supported with destroying neigh¬ 
borhood livability with inappro¬ 
priate density.” 

His solutions include making 
sure that the city has better plan¬ 
ning overall for zoned density 
only where it is adjacent to transit 
and ending loopholes that remove 
large numbers of units from the 
available housing stock. Coleman 
said he supports Proposition N as 
a way of closing the TIC loophole 
to the condo conversion law. 

In terms of working with busi¬ 
ness groups, Coleman said, “With 
proper planning in housing, 
neighborhood preservation, 
transportation, and health policy, 
we can balance our need to fund 
city services with the need to re¬ 
tain our economic vitality. ... 
Neighborhood-based small busi¬ 
nesses shouldn’t be lost through a 
failure to get our planning priori¬ 
ties. Large businesses will also 
benefit from improvements in city 
services and housing.” 

Needed city services in the dis¬ 
trict include improvements in 
health services, public schools and 
libraries, the transit system, and 
parks. 

City departments should be 
streamlined, Coleman said.“Prob-

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MANY GAY & LESBIAN PEOPLE MAY 
SOON BE BARRED FROM BUYING OR 
SELLING THEIR HOMES 


An initiative that will harm many gay and lesbian homeowners, and would-be homeowners, has been placed on the 
upcoming ballot by extremists. Those of us who have been fortunate enough to become homeowners, as tenants-in- 
common, will be prohibited from selling our homes if Proposition N passes. The CRIMINAL PENALTY for doing so 
will be 6 months imprisonment, with civil penalties of $10,000. 

And, gay and lesbian renters, who want a place at the table and who aspire to becoming homeowners, will be denied that 
opportunity. Tenancy-in-common is the most affordable form of home ownership in San Francisco, but if Proposition N 
passes, any tenant who attempts to purchase a tenancy-in-common unit will be subject to 6 months in jail. 

For years, gay and lesbian people have fought an uphill battle to achieve equality. In many parts of the country, and in 
the military, gay and lesbian people are considered criminals and can be imprisoned for exercising their constitutional 
rights. But in San Francisco? Because we want to be homeowners like everyone else? 

Many parts of the Nation are hostile to our community, and many of us have come to enjoy the feeling of equality in 
San Francisco. Many of us have put down roots here, have a stake in our City, and have become homeowners enjoying 
almost the same rights and privileges as heterosexual couples. Proposition N reminds us that those rights can be 
easily taken away. 

Who would believe that, in San Francisco, extremists would push a measure that would IMPRISON gay and lesbian 
people for attempting to purchase or sell our homes? Well, believe it, and if you don’t, get a copy of Proposition N. You 
might be going to jail. 

THE FACTS ARE: 

Tenancy-in-common has been a standard form of property ownership for hundreds of years, and predates 
the founding of the United States; 

Many, if not most, gay and lesbian couples hold title as tenants-in-common; 

Many, if not most, TIC owners are gay men or lesbians; 

Many, if not most, TIC buyers are gay men or lesbians; 

Heterosexual couples are permitted to hold title to their property in more ways than are gay and lesbian 
couples (they can avail themselves of community property rights - we are denied those rights); 

If gay and lesbian couples are not allowed to hold title as tenants-in-common, we will be denied the 
opportunity to bequeath our property to our heirs. The right to will our property to our family and loved 
ones will be stripped if Proposition N becomes law. 

The extremists who put Proposition N on the ballot don’t care about the injustice it perpetrates on our community. 
Extremists, whether from the right or the left of the political spectrum, are insensitive to the unique ways in which we 
define family. And, they don’t care that we are often FORCED to hold title as tenants-in-common as there is no other 
option. They, apparently, care only about exercising MUSCLE. And, their political ideology is one that includes muscling 
US out of our homes, and denying US the same rights and opportunities that they enjoy. 

When our community has attained full equality, including the right to hold title as community property (as the extremists 
can and do), perhaps we can talk about giving up some of our hard fought-for rights. Till then, send the extremists a 
message. Fight back!

up for the rights of minorities, 
and would continue to do so if 
elected. He has spent many years 
working with city officials, neigh¬ 
borhood leaders, business leaders, 
and residents on issues essential to 
the future of San Francisco such 
as mass transit and accessible 
health care. “I am also very open 
minded and willing to engage all 
voters in a discussion of how to 
forge solutions for our city,” he 
said.

San Francisco’s housing crunch 
and create more affordable hous¬ 
ing, Hsieh said he supported the 
$100 million bond for affordable 
housing. “The key to have more 
market rate housing is to create 
more investment incentive,” the 
candidate said. “The city should 
be helpful to developers in the 
areas of zoning and the building 
permit application process. Land¬ 
lords should not be treated like 
public enemy number one, but 
treated with the fairness of all 
other business entities.” 

Hsieh said that over-regulation 
of housing controls has led to re¬ 
duced housing supply and no in¬ 
centive to improve properties. 
And he hit upon one way to cre¬ 
ate more affordable rental units. 
“The city’s illegal in-law unit or¬ 
dinance is totally outdated and 
should be revisited to free thou-

Rob Anderson 

Rob Anderson, a Green Party 
supe candidate in District 5, de¬ 
clined to state his sexual orienta¬ 
tion because he believes it is not 
relevant. On his experience com¬ 
bating LGBT-phobia, Anderson 
said, “I conduct myself like a civi¬ 
lized person. An individual’s sex¬ 
ual orientation should not dimin¬ 
ish his/her right to be treated with 
respect.” 

Anderson, a self-described 
“leftist” since 1962, said the two 
biggest issues facing his district are 
homelessness and the need for a 
third, more progressive party. To 
combat the housing crisis, he em¬ 
phasized the need to retain rent 
control and an immediate end to 
condo and tenancy-in-common 
conversions. 

“The people getting hurt the 
most - the homeless and the 
renters - should get the most po¬ 
litical attention,” said Anderson, 
“not those who can afford to buy 


condos.” 

He also believes that in order 
to continue the economic up¬ 
swing, the city needs to start at the 
bottom of the income pool. 

To preserve neighborhood 
character, Anderson praises dis¬ 
trict elections as a means to em¬ 
powerment, especially when faced 
with the Planning Commission’s 
allegiance to City Hall. 

“Mayor Brown’s recent purge 
of the Planning Commission is 
how not to go about protecting 
the neighborhoods,” said Ander¬ 
son, referring to the recent firing 
of a planning commissioner due 
to his refusal to support the 
mayor’s development initiative. 

Anderson said that his district 
already has many of the services 
needed to function, but “a few 
areas - like parts of Western Addi¬ 
tion - need more attention from 
the police.” 

Muni, he said, also needs to 
improve, “including a phase-out 
of the use of toxic diesel fuel. 
Muni now uses more than 6 mil¬ 
lion gallons a year.” 

He wants the LGBT communi¬ 
ty to know that “the issues my 
campaign is based on transcend 
sexual preference, ethnic identity, 
and gender perspectives.” 

“A united, compassionate city 
has an obligation to do something 
serious about homelessness,” said 
Anderson. “And we need a big- 
tent progressive party to call our 
own.”

sands of units for tenant usage 
and tax revenue.” 

In terms of working with busi¬ 
nesses, Hsieh pointed out that San 
Francisco is the regional center of 
business, culture, communica¬ 
tion, and recreation. While enjoy¬ 
ing the best of economic times, 
the city continues to face chal¬ 
lenges that impact all successful 
big cities: crime, expensive hous¬ 
ing, substandard schools, home¬ 
lessness, and non-responsive pub¬ 
lic service. 

“Specifically, we can embrace 
the digital revolution and wel¬ 
come new technology businesses 
to thrive in our city,” he added.

ing them to be more effective and 
shutting down those that dupli¬ 
cate what is already offered. 

Other issues facing his district 
are traffic safety - he supports 
slowing traffic down, but opposes 
banning right turns on red lights - 
and housing, where he proposes 
“density bonuses” for projects that 
provide affordable units, a revi¬ 
sion of the height and bulk limits 
of certain development, and a re¬ 
view of rent control. 

He also proposes community 
policing, more street cleaning, and 
a “face-lift” for the lower Haight 
and upper Divisadero. 

Barrett declined to answer 
questions relating to sexual orien¬ 
tation, but delivered the message 
to the LGBT community that he 
supports increased funding for 
HIV prevention, and values the 
diversity of his district. 

“I bring to the table energy and 
tenacity,” said Barrett, “and a vi¬ 
sion of what I believe San Francis¬ 
co can become.” 

Jay Bagi 

When local - 
politics heavi¬ 
ly favor one 
party, even the 
Democrats 
can get cor¬ 
rupt. It was 
for this reason 
that District 5 
supervisor 
candidate Jay Bagi recently 
dropped out of the donkey club 
and went Green. 

But Bagi, a 37-year-old openly 
gay man who has lived in the dis¬ 
trict for 13 years, doesn’t sound like 
your typical Nader-touting citizen; 
in fact the candidate describes 
himself as a social liberal with re¬ 
gard to the gay, labor, and women’s 
movements, but as a moderate-to- 
conservative on “law and order is¬ 
sues, particularly violent crime.” 

When asked about easing the 
housing shortage, Bagi favors a 
moratorium on commercial de¬ 
velopment in order to emphasize 
residential development, at all 
economic levels. 

“That means more shelters, 
SROs, and transitional housing,

Quite a mix of candidates running in South of Market

H ere is [sic] my FUCKING 
answers to your GAY RAG 
Paper,” began one District 6 
candidate, apparently displeased 
with the Bay Area Reporters cov¬ 
erage of his criminal past. 

Fortunately, most of the 11 
candidates of the 17 running in 
the diverse district that includes 
the Tenderloin, part of Hayes Val¬ 
ley, South of Market, the northern 
Mission, and Treasure Island and 
who responded to the Bay Area 
Reporter's questionnaire were not 
so pugnacious. 

Gilbert F. Criswell 

But none 
were more en¬ 
lightening 
than Gilbert F. 

Criswell - the 
candidate 
quoted above. 

Asked what 
he has done 
personally or 
politically to combat homophobia 
and/or transphobia in the city, 
Criswell noted that he has been 
“any [sic] OUT of the Closet Gay 
Man that has lived my life practic¬ 
ing my homosexuality.” 

To his credit, Criswell, who is 
also now out as a convicted felon - 
courtesy of the B.A.R. - for em¬ 
bezzling funds from the Easter 
Seals Society, responded to other 
key questions of interest to the 
LGBT communities. 

He would pass “legislation that 
keeps the Planning Commission 
process and Redevelopment Com¬ 
mission in check and abide by the 
current laws that the voters ap¬ 
proved.” He would create “loan ef¬ 
ficient mortgages” to “allow a vari¬ 
ety of families who would not cur¬ 
rently qualify for a loan to obtain a 
mortgage,” create “more jobs for 
the people that live here,” and give 
“the business [sic] a tax break.” 

“Give me a fucking break,” 
Criswell begged, asked how he 
would direct the Department of 
Public Health to be more aggres¬ 
sive in its HIV prevention efforts. 
Evidently the question made as¬ 
sumptions the candidate did not 
agree with. “Get real. Ladies or 


should say Dykes take your strap- 
on off and get real.” 

But what Criswell really wants 
the LGBT community to know 
about him is his anger directed to¬ 
ward a number of individuals and 
groups, including this newspaper. 

Though difficult to decipher, 
his explanation of the events that 
led to his embezzlement convic¬ 
tion and lawsuit against the City 
and County of San Francisco and 
the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment notably fails to address the 
actual charges he was eventually 
convicted on. 

It was during the infamous 
Castro Sweep on the evening of 
October 6,1989 when Criswell al¬ 
leges that he was “walking on the 
sidewalk” on Castro Street when a 
police officer still employed by 
SFPD and “to this day unknown 
to Mr. Criswell” assaulted him, 
striking him on the arm with a 
billy club, pushed him down on 
the sidewalk, threatened to hit 
him on the head, called him a 
“fag,” and told him to go home. 

Criswell sustained a broken, 
arm in the attack, he said, and 
added that even with a bleeding 
head wound “not one person” as¬ 
sisted him in walking to Davies 
Medical Center for treatment. He 
claims that he sustained “injury to 
his body and shock and injury to 
his nervous system and person, 
causing and continuing to cause 
great physical, mental, and ner¬ 
vous pain and suffering.” 

Then-Police Chief Frank Jor¬ 
dan and “the unknown SFPD offi¬ 
cer denied any claim against Mr. 
Criswell,” he stated, and on No¬ 
vember 16, 1989, he was thrown 
in jail by Jordan “for a 1986 theft 
from a nonprofit for embezzling 
money as an accountant.” 

Denise D Anne 

One of two 
openly trans¬ 
gender per¬ 
sons running 
in District 6 
this year, and 
an active 
member of 
the Harvey 
Milk LGBT 
Democratic Club, Denise D’Anne 
has worked on many campaigns 


to combat homophobia and 
transphobia in San Francisco, in¬ 
cluding the successful United Air¬ 
lines boycott for domestic part¬ 
nership coverage and the cam¬ 
paign against Laura Schlessinger’s 
homophobic talk show. 

But the most pressing issues 
facing District 6, D’Anne believes, 
are “lack of affordable housing, 
homelessness, drugs, prostitution, 
safety, and clean streets.” 

To create more housing, the 
candidate would “plug the loop¬ 
hole that now allows corporations 
to lease rent controlled apartments 
to be used for hotels for visiting 
corporate managers,” tap into state 
and federal funds, and spend 
“bond money set aside for hous¬ 
ing that we already have.” The city 
should “keep our rent control laws 
and even enhance them,” “build 
more co-op housing units both for 
sale and rental, and pass Proposi¬ 
tion L, which she said would re¬ 
strain “out-of-control growth.” 

To deal with homelessness, 
D’Anne would “build dormitory 
style housing with in-house ser¬ 
vices, such as education, job train¬ 
ing, and treatment on demand, 
and teach confidence-building 
skills,” perhaps in a high-rise 
building on Treasure Island. 

“We do not allow stray animals 
on our streets and we should not 
treat human beings any different¬ 
ly,” D’Anne stated. 

D’Anne noted that she is “in 
favor of small businesses,” but said 
that the “present economic up¬ 
swing is more like a speculation 
bubble than a true upswing since 
it is depriving many residents of 
their ability to live near where they 
work. And increasing the tax bur¬ 
den on those who survive.” 

The would-be supervisor op¬ 
poses plans for the Mission Bay 
Project. 

“Businesses are not paying for 
the infrastructure needs such as 
emergency services, transporta¬ 
tion, sewer, etc.,” she said. “This 
[Mission Bay] biotech project will 
create 30,000 jobs but only pro¬ 
vide for 10,000 housing units. 
This is like trying to get 240 peo¬ 
ple to live in a house that accom¬ 
modates four people.” 

“I would prefer an incremental 
upswing rather than the wrench¬ 


ing one we are currently endur¬ 
ing,” she commented. 

Recently retired from her job at 
the Department of Human Ser¬ 
vices, D’Anne would expand to all 
city agencies a program she devel¬ 
oped at DHS known as the “re¬ 
source recovery program.” She 
would also make local govern¬ 
ment more efficient by conduct¬ 
ing an annual audit of each de¬ 
partment, looking for waste and 
inefficiencies. 

“Some departments are top- 
heavy with administration,” 
D’Anne charged. “This needs to 
be examined and such adminis¬ 
trative staffing reduced. Other de¬ 
partments are understaffed with 
people who do the day-to-day 
work, such as in the Department 
of Public Health.” 

To curtail HIV infections, DPH 
needs more money “to do its job in 
HIV prevention and other services,” 
and needs to “do more outreach and 
education,” “work with nonprofits 
that are providing HIV services,” 
and “implement a mentoring pro¬ 
gram as part of its educational out¬ 
reach to potential HIV victims.” 

What would D’Anne like the 
LGBT community to know about 
her? 

“I have spent over 30 years 
working on issues that either af¬ 
fect this community directly or in¬ 
directly,” she noted. “I have 
worked on health care, housing, 
discrimination, transportation, 
women, senior, and youth issues. 
I will aggressively work to end dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation but most especially on 
gender identity discrimination.” 

Chris Dittenhafer 

“As a 
branch man¬ 
ager for Wells 
Fargo,” wrote 
Chris Ditten¬ 
hafer, Mayor 
Willie 
Brown’s 
choice for in¬ 
cumbent-less 
District 6, “I have worked to en¬ 
courage and support the bank’s 
commitment to gay, lesbian, trans¬ 
gender, and bisexual organizations 
and causes such as the AIDS Walk 
and San Francisco’s Pride Parade. 
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Hrwn 1168 San Luis Obispo Avenue, Hayward 
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My activities with the Council of 
District Merchants and other 
groups are an opportunity for me 
to bring together gay and straight 
business owners in effective col¬ 
laborations and coalitions to im¬ 
prove our community and our 
city.” 

For Dittenhafer, the two most 
pressing issues facing the district he 
called “an extremely neglected part 
of San Francisco,” are “growth and 
homelessness. Growth is a multi¬ 
faceted issue that must be ad¬ 
dressed in various planned 
processes. I would look to improve 
our city’s response to homelessness 
by better coordination of services.” 

To further deal with the lack of 
affordable housing in San Francis¬ 
co, the candidate said that the city 
needs “policies that provide a bal¬ 
anced approach to growth with¬ 
out slowing the economic boom 
we currently enjoy. I support 
planned growth in housing along 
transit hubs and in underdevel¬ 
oped areas of the city. I will work 
to ensure that all working families 
have a place to live.” 

“My support of planned 
growth absolutely includes an in¬ 
crease in affordable housing. I am 
currently supporting both Propo¬ 
sitions H and N.” 

Dittenhafer would continue 
the current economic upswing, he 
wrote, by continuing to work with 
the Council of District Merchants, 
where he has served as president 
for the last seven years, “and all 
businesses to create effective poli¬ 
cies, which encourage and main¬ 
tain economic growth.” 

“Once elected, I will commit 
my experience within city govern¬ 
ment to streamline issues facing 
the district,” offered Dittenhafer, 
asked how he would make the 
workings of government more ef¬ 
ficient. While he declined to point 
to any department that he 
thought was most unresponsive to 
the public and in need of reform, 
he said he would “commit to in¬ 
creased accountability in all de¬ 
partments of the city on a regular 
basis and make recommendations 
of performance standards.” 

Dittenhafer said that “as the lat¬ 
est statistics have shown an in¬ 
crease in HIV transmission, the 
current outreach programs must 
be improved to become more ef¬ 
fective. I will support and work 
with the Department of Public 
Health to enhance and improve ac¬ 
cess to information and will mon¬ 
itor these programs on a regular 
basis to determine effectiveness.” 

“My commitment to the gay, 
lesbian, transgender, bisexual com¬ 
munity will always be a priority 
both personally and professional¬ 
ly,” the openly gay Dittenhafer said. 
“Having been the victim of bigotry 
and violence growing up in rural 
Pennsylvania, I understand first¬ 
hand what our community has ac¬ 
complished and what we will ac¬ 
complish in the future.”

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, read the leaflet each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the 
place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when 
you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor's care 
when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of 
HIV drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral 
load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or 
d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should 
take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and adolescents 
have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1 . Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN unless 
your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from 
the very start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take "drug 
holidays”. 

If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions about 
when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what schedule 
works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose immediately. 
Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as §kjm or non-fat milk, 
juice, coffee, or tea. 

5 Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour before or 
two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples of light meals include: 
dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 
com flakes with skjm or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods 
can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6 . It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) throughout 
the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough fluids in your body 
should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider 
if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AID S? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although 
CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including 
death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXI VAN reduce t he risk of pa ssing H IV to oth er s? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Who should no t ta ke CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its components. 



Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know how 
CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins”. 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including non-prescription medicines, 
herbal products including St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), or dietary supplements. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with other medications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

ORAP® (pimozide) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems (such as 
irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with the following: Rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®,or RIMACTANE®. 

It is not recommended to take CRIXIVAN with the cholesterol-lowering drugs MEVACOR* (lovastatin) or 
ZOCOR* (simvastatin) because of possible drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between CRIXIVAN and LIPITOR® (atorvastatin) and BAYCOL® (cerivastatin); talk to your doctor before you 
take any of these cholesterol-reducing drugs with CRIXIVAN. 

Taking CRIXIVAN with St. John’s wort (Hypericumperforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, 
or products containing St. John’s wort is not recommended. Taking St. John’s wort has been shown to decrease 
CRIXIVAN levels and may lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to CRIXIVAN or cross resistance 
to other antiretroviral drugs. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) EPIVIR™ (lamivudine, 3TC) 

ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) isoniazid (INH) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) 

BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) ORTHO-NOVUM 1/35® (oral contraceptive) 

TAGAMET® (cimetidine) Methadone 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least one hour apart. 
MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor may adjust both the 
dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) — If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
fRESCRIPTOR®(delavirdine)—If you take CRIXIVAN with RESCRIPTOR 4 ? your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SPORANOX® (itraconazole)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SPORANOX®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SUSTIVA™ (efavirenz)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SUSTIVA™, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are t he p ossible si de e ffects of CRIX IVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on 
this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list 
of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients this led to 
more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at 
least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of 
forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic anemia) which 
in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some patients 
had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 
Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors. In some 
of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some 
patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments 
to their diabetes medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including CRIXIVAN, 
together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins.” Call your doctor if you develop 
severe muscle pain or weakness. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease inhibitors. These changes may include 
increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss 
of fat from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these conditions 
are not known at this time. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 10% of 
patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a 
person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, low red 
blood cell count, flank pain, painful urination, feeling unwell, nausea, upset stomach, diarrhea, vomiting, 
acid regurgitation, increased or decreased appetite, back pain, headache, dizziness, taste changes, rash, itchy 
skin, yellowing of the skin and/or eyes, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed include: allergic reactions; severe skin 
reactions; yellowing of the skin and/or eyes; heart problems including heart attack; abdominal swelling; 
indigestion; inflammation of the kidneys; inflammation of the pancreas; joint pain; depression; itching; 
hives; change in skin color; hair loss; ingrown toenails with or without infection; crystals in the urine; 
painful urination; and numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual symptoms. If the condition persists or worsens, 
seek medical attention. 

Ho w should I store CRIXIVAN capsules? 

a Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at room temperature (59°- 86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant 
“pillow” in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed. 


This medication was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep CRIXIVAN and all medicines out of the 
reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately.

Davy Jones 

New to 
politics, Davy 
Jones did not 
indicate his 
sexual orienta¬ 
tion on his re¬ 
sponse, but 
said that he 
has spoken “at 
community 
[events] about zero tolerance for 
hate crime offenders.” 

The candidate said he would 
ease San Francisco’s housing crisis 
by “changing the rules and allow¬ 
ing developers to build 50-story 
apartment high-rises on 10,000 
square feet as proposed by Super¬ 
visor Mark Leno.” 

With 10 years experience in the 
business arena, Jones said he sup¬ 
ports small businesses, will oppose 
any tax increase on local business¬ 
es, and “will meet with business 
owners every two months to find 
innovative ways to maintain the 
current economic upswing.” 

The Department of Public 
Health is the least efficient of all city 
departments, said Jones, adding 
that“[DPH director] Dr. [Mitchell] 
Katz must be held accountable for 
the funding problems facing San 
Francisco General.” 

Jones wants the LGBT com¬ 
munity to know that he has “been 
a member of the community for 
10 years. As president of a cancer 
nonprofit organization, I promot¬ 
ed prostate cancer awareness in 
our community. I was recognized 
for my efforts to save lives by [the] 
governor of California, members 
Congress, and community lead¬ 
ers. I am a former union member 
of Local 1100. Give me the oppor¬ 
tunity to work for you. Give your¬ 
self the opportunity to experience 
positive change.” 

Beryl Magilavy 

Board of 
Supervisors 
President Tom 
Ammiano’s 
pick for super¬ 
visor, hetero¬ 
sexual Beryl 
Magilavy “is 
supporting 
LGBT rights, 

[though] I have not been politi¬ 
cally active in this area.” 

Magilavy wrote that she is 
most concerned with the “ratio¬ 
nalizing of land use decisions” and 
public safety issues in District 6. 

“We must preserve and expand 
affordable housing in a way that 
retains neighborhood character 
and we must ensure that 
unchecked dot-com development 
doesn’t destroy the fabric of exist¬ 
ing uses,” she said. 

Strongly in favor of maintain¬ 
ing rent control while increasing 
housing density “to as high a den¬ 
sity as can be accommodated in 
appropriate areas while respecting 
neighborhood character,” Mag¬ 
ilavy said that “if we want effective 
schools and day-to-day services 
such as mail delivery, transit, 
building maintenance, and every¬ 
thing else that makes city life 
workable, then it must be possible 
for the people that provide those 
services to find affordable housing 
here in the city.” 

And to deal with public safety 
issues: “I will work closely with the 
Police Department and the com¬ 
munity to actively promote the 
economic revitalization and phys¬ 




ical beautification of the district 
and the city, to discourage crime 
and attract more legitimate street 
activity.” 

To continue the current eco¬ 
nomic upswing, Magilavy said 
that “having run a 17-employee 
nonprofit recycling center, I un¬ 
derstand the challenges of operat¬ 
ing a business and the particular 
obstacles faced by small business 
owners in San Francisco.” 

Jim Reid 

Openly gay 
Jim Reid, who 
last year ran 
unsuccessfully 
for mayor, 
said that he 
has fought ho¬ 
mophobia by 
being public 
about being 
gay “all of my adult life.” 

The most pressing issues on 
Reid’s agenda for District 6 are 
homelessness and housing, he 
wrote, and to deal with the prob¬ 
lems, he would “build 100,000 
housing units that all San Francis¬ 
cans can afford ... redefine afford¬ 
able housing down from $230,000, 
allocate all public land to build 
only affordable housing and office 
space ... build smaller units [with] 
100 square feet minimum (see 
habitatforthehomeless.org), sell 
50,000 rental units to the tenants 
who now live in them.” 

Reid would work to streamline 
the city government and counter 
its inefficiencies, he said, by 
amending the City Charter to cre¬ 
ate a “Department of Homeless 
Services,” moving all staff and ser¬ 
vices from other agencies to the 
new department to “develop a 
model for service and care for 
homeless people for the nation to 
copy. ” 

Reid wants LGBT people to 
know “that I treasure the fact that 
I am gay. I see it as a gift and I 
share it.” 

Joan Roughgarden 

“Although 
I ‘pass’ accept¬ 
ably, I am not 
stealth,” said 
Joan Rough- 
garden. “I rep¬ 
resent trans- 
gendered peo¬ 
ple, and feel 
proud and re¬ 
sponsible to do so.” 

Since she transitioned just two 
years ago, male-to-female trans¬ 
gender Roughgarden has worked 
to combat homophobia and 
transphobia in the Bay Area as a 
member of the board of directors 
of OASIS, the Episcopal Church of 
San Francisco’s ministry to gay, 
lesbian, and transgendered peo¬ 
ple, and on the board of directors 
of the student center for LGBT 
people at Stanford University, 
where she is a teacher and a scien¬ 
tist specializing in the environ¬ 
ment. 

As a member of the Board of 
Supervisors, Roughgarden wants 
to tackle District 6’s biggest prob¬ 
lems, which she says are displace¬ 
ment, crime and public hygiene, 
and the need to strengthen com¬ 
munity facilities. 

“I would resolve displacement- 
by passing Proposition L so that 
growth in housing can catch up 
with the growth in jobs,” she 
wrote. “I would resolve crime and 
public hygiene issues - in the Ten¬ 
derloin and 6th Street corridor es¬ 
pecially- by supporting the police 
efforts there (which I feel are sur¬ 
prisingly good) and by introduc¬ 
ing civil engineering systems prin¬ 
ciples to waste management ef¬ 
forts [at] the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health. 

Rare among the candidates for 
supervisor, Roughgarden ac¬ 




knowledged that she “doesn’t see 
a quick fix” for the housing 
crunch in San Francisco, though 
she does have some proposals to 
shift the current displacement 
trend, in addition to the passage of 
Proposition L. The candidate 
would expand housing “along the 
Third Street line in the direction 
of Bayview, urge more dense 
housing than presently planned in 
Mission Bay, revise the height lim¬ 
its in the Tenderloin, and direct 
the RFP [request for proposals] of 
the upcoming Treasure Island re¬ 
development to contain substan¬ 
tial housing.” 

Roughgarden is also a rarity 
among candidates for her far¬ 
sighted commitment “to value 
and appreciate what the much- 
maligned dot-coms are bringing 
to the city.” To encourage and con¬ 
tinue the current economic good 
times, she would also “facilitate 
introducing telecommunications 
to the city. I also will work to fos¬ 
ter the commercial contacts our 
businesses already have around 
the Pacific Rim. I will strengthen 
the transportation system that our 
industry depends on, support ed¬ 
ucation of the work force, and en¬ 
sure a supply of labor by encour¬ 
aging housing in all price ranges.” 

Roughgarden would direct 
DPH to be more aggressive in its 
HIV prevention efforts “by work¬ 
ing against the corporate culture 
among medical personnel that 
precludes involving the public in 
public health policy-setting.” 

And what does the much-over- 
looked candidate for District 6 
want the LGBT community to 
know about her? 

“I am proud to be a member of 
the queer community,” she wrote. 
“I, too, have been alone and terri¬ 
fied. Yet we are alive. I have the 
skill to advance our interests. Let’s 
aim high!” 

Marc Salomon 

Out queer- 
bi-fag candi¬ 
date Marc Sa¬ 
lomon has 
fought homo¬ 
phobia, he 
noted, as a 
member of an 
earlier genera¬ 
tion of ACT 
UP/San Francisco, challenging the 
Reverend Lou Sheldon’s Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition in the early 
1990s. 

Corruption and the lack of ad¬ 
equate, affordable housing are the 
big issues facing District 6, Sa¬ 
lomon said. 

“Housing is critical, but we 
must clean house before we are 
able to address other issues,” he 
stated. “I will call a campaign fi¬ 
nance reform summit to craft bal¬ 
lot measures that will put [City 
Attorney] Louise Renne to work 
breaking new ground to weaken 
downtown [Mayor] Willie 
Brown’s corporate coup.” 

As far as maintaining the eco¬ 
nomic boom in the Bay Area, the 
candidate remarked, “Don’t con¬ 
fuse $150,000,000,000 in venture 
capital flooding the Bay Area with 
an economic upswing. It’s not sus¬ 
tainable if my dot-com is any in¬ 
dication ... I will challenge 
Brown’s policy that rolls out the 
red carpet for big business and red 
tape for small.” 

“I will convene a citywide con¬ 
stituent assembly to propose a de¬ 
mocratic replacement to the au¬ 
thoritarian [city] charter,” he said, 
“[thereby] providing meaningful 
participation by average citizens 
in the decision-making that effects 
our lives. 

He wants the Department of 
Public Health “to carefully oversee 
their affiliates so that our tax dol¬ 
lars are not wasted on prevention 
next page ► 
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lems remain most glaring at Plan¬ 
ning, Health, Parking and Traffic, 
Muni, Rec and Park, and the 
Port,” he added. “City government 
is bloated by ‘special assistants’ to 
the mayor, consultants, and poor¬ 
ly prepared appointees.” 

What’s the one thing Coleman 
wants the LGBT community to 
know about him? “In my 20 years 
as a public interest lawyer and ed¬ 
ucator, I’ve never stopped battling 
the anti-pride forces that oppose 
better health care, housing, and 
other critical services.” 

Rose Chung 

Republi¬ 
can Rose 
Chung said 
that she has 
always lived 
her life treat¬ 
ing everyone 
on an equal 
basis regard¬ 
less of ethnici¬ 
ty, sexual orientation, age, or dis¬ 
ability. She opposed Proposition 
22 and had her letter opposing the 
anti-gay ballot measure published 
in the San Francisco Chronicle. 

Chung believes that the gov¬ 
ernment should practice fiscal re¬ 
sponsibility. “The proper role of 
government is to provide only 
those critical functions that cannot 
be performed by individuals or 
private organizations,” she stated. 

According to Chung, the most 
pressing issue in District 3 is the 
preservation of the quality of life 
and the unique character of the 


neighborhoods. 

“It will be important for me to 
meet with my fellow citizens, new 
and established neighborhood 
groups on a regular basis to set 
and carry out the priorities for 
maintaining the unique character 
of our neighborhoods,” she said. 

In terms of developing afford¬ 
able housing, Chung said San 
Francisco has the land. What is 
needed is for the city’s Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency to allocate land for 
creating affordable housing. 

On San Francisco’s economy, 
Chung said that she would work 
with business groups to survey 
needs of businesses to better place 
them in functional areas where 
the city government, community, 
and businesses can all benefit. 

To prevent HIV transmission, 
Chung said that the Department 
of Public Health should provide 
for ongoing and updated advertis¬ 
ing and education. “We also need 
to continue to provide for more 
outreach efforts such as needle ex¬ 
change,” Chung added. 

What’s the one thing Chung 
wants the community to know 
about her? “I want the LGBT com- 
prunity to know that I am a fair 
and consistent leader and manag¬ 
er who will listen to all sides.” 

Mike DeNunzio 

Candidate 
Mike DeNun¬ 
zio said he 
will “balance 
the board” if 
elected super¬ 
visor. “I am 
independent 
of the political 
machine and 


special interests and have sound 
fiscal judgment; I have a career 
guiding multi-million dollar pro¬ 
jects. I will also devote 100 percent 
of my time to the job.” 

As the former president of 
Community Counseling Services, 
DeNunzio said he has brought 
community leaders together on 
major nonprofit projects for 
health care, education, social, cul¬ 
tural, and religious causes. 

As he sees it, this election is 
about the future. “San Francisco 
must have a strong, diverse econ¬ 
omy to provide jobs and fund the 
services in our county budget,” 
DeNunzio said. “I will work to 
protect small neighborhood busi¬ 
nesses. And, I will work to revise 
land use policies and integrate 
with care into our local economy 
the new dot-com, biotech, and 
multimedia industries.” 

DeNunzio said that the issues 
of District 3 are the issues of the 
city. “My legislative agenda will 
address both.” 

DeNunzio also said he would 
promote the four-corridor trans¬ 
portation plan and improve infra¬ 
structure to increase public trans¬ 
portation and reduce traffic con¬ 
gestion. 

“I am determined to reform 
general assistance and reduce 
homelessness through humane 
interventions, effective therapies, 
and more transitional housing,” 
the candidate said. 

DeNunzio added that he and 
his wife, Annette, have lived in the 
district for 20 years. He is a mem¬ 
ber of numerous local organiza¬ 
tions, including San Francisco 
Planning and Urban Research, 
and the Telegraph Hill Dwellers.T 
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programs that don’t work. I would 
ensure that we had a scientifically 
consistent message coming out of 
the department. There is no scien¬ 
tific crime in being wrong, but 
there must be an open and honest 
accounting to folks at risk when 
things change. Nonoxynol-9, for 
instance, might cause more HIV 
than it prevents, but we don’t see 
this being publicized. ... Open¬ 
ness and honesty are the best viri- 
cides; manipulation decreases 
confidence.” 

Salomon wants readers to 
know that he is “bigger than Dis¬ 
trict 6.” 

“I am ashamed of the corpo¬ 
rate sellout of the Pride Parade 
and propose creating a communi¬ 
ty-based, participatory Mardi 
Gras/Carnival season on the 
weekend evenings surrounding 
the Folsom and Castro street 
fairs.” 

Carol Ruth Silver 

She may be 
heterosexual, 
but don’t hold 
that against 
her. Former 
Supervisor 
Carol Ruth 
Silver, who is 
“Democrat, 
liberal, and 
proud” noted that her long histo¬ 
ry of fighting homophobia in San 
Francisco “starts with supporting 
the first gay parades as counsel to 
the sheriff. I wrote with Harvey 
Milk the first anti-discrimination 
laws to protect gays and lesbians, 
and I have continued to support 
gay issues.” 

The most urgent problems for 
District 6 are the “homeless men¬ 
tally ill and horusing for the mid¬ 
dle class,” both issues requiring ex¬ 
pansion of existing services and 
housing facilities. 

To solve the problem of home¬ 


lessness, she would “start with al¬ 
lowing tenants to purchase their 
own units, make regional planning 
a necessity, and make denser build¬ 
ing a possibility.” She would also le¬ 
galize in-law apartment units. 

The candidate would direct the 
Department of Public Health to 
be more aggressive in HIV pre¬ 
vention efforts “carefully, because 
such direction would be illegal. 
But I would use the influence of 
the board to the same effect.” She 
did not offer specifics. 

Silver want readers to know 
about “my long record of support 
for LGBT issues, as well as for the 
fight against discrimination and 
prejudice wherever it has ap¬ 
peared.” 

Hank Wilson 

Hank Wil¬ 
son is openly 
gay, adding 
that he started 
his campaign 
against ho¬ 
mophobia 
when he 
joined the Bay 
Area Gay Lib¬ 
eration and co-founded the Gay 
Teachers Coalition in 1975, and 
has continued his career as a 
grassroots activist in San Francis¬ 
co fighting for LGBT people 
through to the present day with a 
multitude of largely successful 
projects. 

Former manager of a Tender¬ 
loin residential hotel providing 
housing and services to people 
challenged with disabilities and 
substance use problems, Wilson ad¬ 
vocates a wide range of initiatives 
to tackle the city’s deepening hous¬ 
ing shortage and homelessness cri¬ 
sis, beginning with “strengthening 
renter protections for everyone 
who is already housed.” He sup¬ 
ports Proposition H “which would 
limit capital improvement pass¬ 
throughs,” Proposition N “which 
would limit condo conversions,” 
“repeal of the Ellis Act” through the 
state initiative process if necessary, 


passage of an ordinance that would 
prevent second homeowners from 
evicting their tenants “for a sec¬ 
ondary home or office,” enforce¬ 
ment of residential zoning laws, 
fund nonprofit acquisition of hous¬ 
ing stock, support an affordable 
housing bond measure, and sup¬ 
port revisions to the building code 
to allow more economical housing 
construction. 

The candidate supports the 
Proposition L slow-growth mea¬ 
sure, and would “begin a dialogue 
to find and explore common 
ground between those who want 
development and those who want 
to slow it,” and “begin a dialog 
about the importance of the late 
night [entertainment] industry 
and the arts community.” 

Asked how he would make city 
government more efficient, Wil¬ 
son said he supports zero-based 
budgeting throughout city gov¬ 
ernment, and would require 
monthly progress reports from 
the police, Muni, and fire depart¬ 
ments on their continuing prob¬ 
lems with overtime. 

But he called the Department 
of Public Health one of the most 
inefficient departments. “Patient 
care should not be compromised,” 
all vacancies at San Francisco 
General Hospital should be filled, 
and the hospital’s pharmacy 
should be retained “with better 
management,” Wilson said. 

He would direct DPH to tack¬ 
le rising HIV infection rates by 
first directing targeted resources 
toward substance abuse treat¬ 
ment, expanding harm reductions 
programs, including the Stonewall 
Project “to support gay men cop¬ 
ing with their speed use, giving re¬ 
newed attention to the use of 
speed and poppers because both 
turn up as risk factors for sero¬ 
conversion.” 

“I feel a responsibility to queer 
and parentless youth,” wrote Wil¬ 
son.

Harold Hoogasian 

Republican 
candidate 
Harold 

Hoogasian has 
run a Lom¬ 
bard Street 
flower store 
for more than 
20 years. Dur¬ 
ing that time, 
he has employed a number of gay 
florists and office workers. “Sexu¬ 
al orientation, in my book, is ir¬ 
relevant as a factor in employ¬ 
ment, and people should be 
judged on their merits,” the het¬ 
erosexual Hoogasian said. 

The most pressing issue in Dis¬ 
trict 7, Hoogasian said, is traffic 
congestion. 

Concerning traffic, Hoogasian 
noted that with the partial closure 
of the Central Freeway in 1989, 
19th Avenue which traverses Dis¬ 
tricts 4 and 7 and is a state high¬ 
way, has been jammed with traffic 
daily. Noting that the Department 
of Parking and Traffic recently re¬ 
leased a report proposing con¬ 
struction of an underground free¬ 
way beneath 19th Avenue, 
Hoogasian said he would take it a 


step further. “That we make three 
bores ... one for light rail (either 
BART or Muni), and two for traf¬ 
fic.” Once the construction is fin¬ 
ished, 19th Avenue could be beau¬ 
tified and made into a four lane 
boulevard with a grassy median 
and bike lanes. 

Regarding housing, Hoogasian 
said that the city needs to signifi¬ 
cantly increase the supply of 
housing for all incomes and fam¬ 
ily size. “The housing needs to be 
a mix of rental units, condomini¬ 
ums, townhouses, and homes,” he 
explained. 

“This can only be done if the 
no-growth policies of the 1970s 
and 1980s are reversed and San 
Franciscans reject that mentality 
by voting no on Proposition L,” he 
said. 

To streamline city depart¬ 
ments, Hoogasian would increase 
city funding of management au¬ 
dits of city departments so that 
they all could be audited in the 
next six years. 

Addressing HIV prevention, 
Hoogasian said that “We need to 
recreate and disseminate the hor¬ 
rific images of the early 1980s of 
people currently in the terminal 
phases of AIDS ... so that young 
gay males and those who have for¬ 
gotten how it was, remember, and 
recognize that the resurgent epi¬ 
demic of unsafe sex currently hap¬ 
pening in the city... will inevitably 
lead to an increased number of 
AIDS diagnoses and deaths.” 

What does Hoogasian want the 
community to know about him? “I 
feel passionately about issues and 
am outspoken, and will work dili¬ 
gently with voters of my district, 


the general public, ... my col¬ 
leagues on the board, the mayor, 
and city officials to reach consen¬ 
sus and develop legislation which 
will improve the lives of people in 
district and citywide.” 

Rennie O’Brien 

Health 

care practi¬ 
tioner Dr. 

Rennie 

O’Brien said 
he has done 
nothing either 
personally or 
politically to 
combat ho¬ 
mophobia or transphobia. A lib¬ 
eral Democrat, O’Brien has been 
endorsed by the San Francisco 
Tenants’ Union. 

He listed affordable housing 
and transportation as the two 
most pressing issues facing Dis¬ 
trict 7. His solutions to ease the 
city’s housing crunch include rent 
control and to build more units 
along transit corridors. To create 
more immediate affordable hous¬ 
ing, O’Brien favors changing the 
law regarding in-law units. 

O’Brien proposed creating his¬ 
toric districts in order to work 
with neighborhood groups and 
residents to help maintain the 
city’s unique neighborhoods. 

O’Brien also proposed a 
wholesale replacement of the 
Planning Commission. 

Regarding HIV prevention ef¬ 
forts, O’Brien said more access 
and funding are needed. 

What’s O’Brien want the LGBT 
community to know about him? 
“I’m open and willing to listen.” T

Castro candidates fight to the finish

istrict 8 includes the Castro 
and Noe Valley, as well as 
Glen Park, Twin Peaks, Dia¬ 
mond Heights, Dolores Heights, 
Eureka Valley, and Duboce Trian¬ 
gle. Incumbent Supervisor Mark 
Leno faces a stiff challenge from 
five candidates. Four of the candi¬ 
dates returned the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter questionnaire. 

Eileen Hansen 

Making a 
living outside 
of government 
often means 
that a person 
does not al¬ 
ways get credit 
for work ac¬ 
complished, 
but supporters 
of Eileen Hansen know that the 
District 8 candidate for supervisor 
has been on the front lines to bat¬ 
tle everything from unfair 
HIV/AIDS policy to LGBT equal¬ 
ity. 

The former policy director at 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel fought 
anti-gay rhetoric from the Anita 
Bryant days, was a delegate to the 
LIFE Lobby that later led to her 
co-founding the California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equality, was 
behind efforts to add “transgen¬ 
der” to the Harvey Milk Democ¬ 
ratic Club’s name, co-founded the 


African American/Queer Dia¬ 
logue Group, and was awarded the 
“Harry Britt Lifetime Achieve¬ 
ment Award” in 1993. 

The lefty Democrat said that 
the biggest issues facing her dis¬ 
trict are housing and neighbor¬ 
hood character, and wants to 
focus on persevering rent control, 
expanding affordable housing, 
maintaining height limits, and 
creating a neighborhood planning 
council to counteract the city 
Planning Department’s allegiance 
to big developers. 

Hansen herself will soon be 
looking for a new apartment, as 
her rental residence of 12 years 
has recently been placed on the 
market, and she joined with other 
renters to help create the new Cas¬ 
tro Tenants’ Union. Hansen wants 
to extend this work to confront il¬ 
legal evictions and redefine what 
“affordable” housing means, not¬ 
ing that the Bay Area’s high in¬ 
comes for a few offset the median 
price that most people can rea¬ 
sonably handle. She would also 
like to see live-work lofts pay their 
fair share of taxes, and wants all 
loopholes closed that currently 
allow for continued displacement 
at a rapid rate. 

To continue the city’s econom¬ 
ic upswing, Hansen would like to 
explore commercial rent control 
for small businesses, and intro¬ 
duce legislation that protects 
community service organizations, 
noting that without these vital in¬ 
stitutions the booming economy 


is hardly beneficial. 

Other issues Hansen would 
tackle for District 8 include a 
compassionate solution for the 
homeless situation that includes 
neighborhood input, a reasonable 
compromise for the off-l^ash dog 
wars, addressing the changing de¬ 
mographics of children and se¬ 
niors within the district, and cre¬ 
ating services specifically aimed at 
new arrivals looking for LGBTQQ 
support. The budget, she said, 
should prioritize essential services 
and call on big businesses to pay 
their fair share. 

On HIV/AIDS prevention, 
Hansen knows from her 14 years 
experience as an AIDS advocate 
that things need to change. 

“I would use my lobbying ex¬ 
perience to secure more dollars for 
the health department. And I will 
demand that the health depart¬ 
ment continue community educa¬ 
tion, hold regular community 
meetings, and work with commu¬ 
nity-based organizations to target 
at-risk populations,” she said. 

The one thing Hansen would 
like the LGBT community to 
know about her is that “For 30 
years I have been at the forefront 
of progressive struggles, providing 
leadership within our many var¬ 
ied communities. My record and 
experience, along with my proven 
ability to bring diverse popula¬ 
tions together, indicate clearly the 
positions I will continue to take 
on behalf of us all.”

Tom Ammiano is heavily favored in the Mission

D istrict 9 is viewed by many as 
ground zero for the city’s re¬ 
cent displacement woes. En¬ 
compassing the Mission District 
and Bernal Heights, many artists 
have been forced out of the area 
by dot-coms and the area is home 
to several development projects 
that have seen vocal demonstra¬ 
tions in front of City Hall and at 
Planning Commission meetings. 
Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano is a solid favorite 
to win re-election. He is being 
challenged by four candidates. 
Two candidates returned the Bay 
Area Reporter questionnaire. 

Tom Ammiano 

The name 
alone has be¬ 
come synony¬ 
mous with 
“enough said” 
when talking 
about LGBT, 
housing, and 
health care 
rights. But 
Tom Ammiano, the incumbent 
supervisor in District 9, has a lot 
to express when it comes to the is¬ 
sues his district and city are fac¬ 
ing. 

A longtime champion of pro¬ 
gressive causes, Ammiano pushed 
to end discrimination against 
LGBT teachers when California 
faced the now-infamous ballot 
measure that would have banned 
queers from the classroom. He 
fought alongside the late Harvey 
Milk for gay and lesbian represen¬ 
tation in local government. And as 
supervisor, he authored the city’s 
landmark domestic partnership 
ordinance and added HIV/AIDS 
status to many non-discrimina¬ 
tion clauses. 

The lifelong Democrat says the 
most pressing issues faced by his 


district are housing and office 
space development, resulting in 
Ellis Act evictions and the dis¬ 
placement of working class resi¬ 
dents. To address these issues, he 
said that he will work to maintain 
and strengthen the existing rent 
control ordinance and “vigorous¬ 
ly advocate that low-income and 
affordable housing is prioritized.” 
The candidate supports Proposi¬ 
tion L as a way to curb displace¬ 
ments and he also wants live-work 
lofts to pay their fair share of 
taxes. With so many nonprofits 
and local businesses forced out 
due to the dot-com influx, Ammi¬ 
ano blames “poor planning” and 
said Proposition L will help to ad¬ 
dress this issue as well. He wants 
developers to either provide a per¬ 
centage of affordable housing or 
give a cash contribution to an af¬ 
fordable housing fund, and favors 
giving building contracts to non¬ 
profit developers. He also advo¬ 
cates that the Planning Commis¬ 
sion adopt clear guidelines on 
how neighborhood input will be 
used in the decision process for 
further development. 

To ensure that the economic 
upswing continues, Ammiano 
wants to make sure that small 
businesses are not left behind by 
working with merchants’ associa¬ 
tions and securing more loans for 
storefront improvements. The ser¬ 
vices most needed by District 9, he 
said, are funds for small business¬ 
es, a diversion of bus lines to ease 
the congested Mission Street, and 
parks and open space. The city’s 
boom means it has the money for 
such improvements, but “city de¬ 
partments have no incentive to 
save money. All city departments 
should be subject to zero-based 
and performance-based budget¬ 
ing,” said Ammiano. 

On HIV prevention, Ammiano 
noted that DPH has taken a “reac¬ 
tive” rather than proactive ap¬ 
proach, instilling prevention ef¬ 
forts only when a particular pop¬ 


ulation is already found to have a 
greater rate of infection. 

“I believe DPH must identify 
all target populations, including 
the LGBT community, communi¬ 
ties of color, youth, women, and 
other at-risk groups,” said Ammi¬ 
ano. 

The one thing he would like 
the LGBT community to know 
about him is “Throughout my 
years in office, I have encountered 
virtually every issue affecting San 
Franciscans. While issues such as 
housing, public transportation, 
the living wage, or labor may not 
seem to be LGBT issues, I have al¬ 
ways considered them critical to 
our quality of life. 

“Because the LGBT communi¬ 
ty will always remain dear to my 
heart,” said Ammiano, “I hope it 
always feels I’ve looked out for its 
best interest, no matter what the 
issue.” 

Ron Norlin 

Ron Nor¬ 
lin said he is a 
Republican 
who by San 
Francisco 
standards is a 
moderate. 

“But in any 
other city,” he 
noted, “I 
would be a far-left liberal.” 

Norlin, an openly gay man 
who has lived with his partner in 
the Mission since 1967, counts 
campaign contributions to gay 
and gay-friendly officials on his 


District5 
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moderate-to-conservative on “law 
and order issues, particularly vio¬ 
lent crime.” 

When asked about easing the 
housing shortage, Bagi favors a 
moratorium on commercial de¬ 
velopment in order to emphasize 
residential development, at all 
economic levels. 

“That means more shelters, 
SROs, and transitional housing, 
more rental stock, and more 
home ownership opportunities 
for real middle income earners.” 

Bagi wants to rewrite the ten- 
ancies-in-common ordinance to 
favor current tenants and also 
wants to create more co-ops. He 
also noted that under the current 
administration, only $1 million of 
the city’s $15 million designated 


list of anti-homo/transphobia ef¬ 
forts. When he owned his own 
business, he also donated free ser¬ 
vices over the years to groups like 
the AIDS Emergency Fund and 
the Names Project. 

While the Mission is one of the 
most heavily targeted neighbor¬ 
hoods for redevelopment, Norlin 
welcomes the change and said the 
biggest issues facing his district are 
dirty streets and sidewalk drug 
dealing and street prostitution. 

“Our neighborhood has long 
been neglected by City Hall,” said 
Norlin, who proposes some Giu- 
liani-style surveillance for prob¬ 
lem blocks. “I can get the side¬ 
walks and streets cleaned, and 
with a little high-tech help get 
Web cams set up on Capp Street 
and other areas known to be 
drug-dealing areas.” 

Norlin acknowledged that the 
Mission’s rapid development has 
resulted in too much displacement, 
and said “controlled growth,” and 
“fast-tracking Mission Bay devel¬ 
opment” are a couple of solutions. 
He also proposes more housing de¬ 
velopment on the “under-built” 
Mission Street as well as Third, 
Geary, Judah, and Taraval. He rec¬ 
ognizes that large housing struc¬ 
tures are often met with “not in my 
backyard” attitudes and said “de¬ 
velopments will need to be neigh¬ 
borhood specific and blend in with 
existing construction.” 

Norlin really enjoys the current 
economic upswing and laments 
that “San Francisco is getting to be 
known as dot-com-unfriendly.” 


toward minority ownership op¬ 
portunities has been spent. 

The biggest issues facing Dis¬ 
trict 5, he says, mirror the rest of 
the city’s issues, but there is a par¬ 
ticular problem with street drugs, 
in part due to a myriad of avail¬ 
able services without clear proto¬ 
cols. 

“The perception of many resi¬ 
dents,” said Bagi, “is that there is 
an over-concentration of services, 
coupled with lax law enforcement 
which is acting as a magnet for 
substance abusers.” 

Bagi supports treatment on de¬ 
mand, “so long as it is not used as 
a means of evading criminal pros¬ 
ecution,” and wants homeless and 
drug treatment programs to have 
distinct mission statements and 
objectives so that they can be eval¬ 
uated. 

Bagi’s contribution to LGBT 
rights includes the financial sup- 
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“It is the Internet explosion 
that has fueled our economy, and 
we need to work with the forces of 
the new economy as well as with 
the more traditional ones to lead 
and create emerging 21st century 
economic paradigm. Business 
needs to contribute its fair share 
to city services, and San Francisco 
needs to deliver those services in 
the best possible manner.” 

He believes that the Mission is 
the city’s most unique neighbor¬ 
hood and that “we can accommo¬ 
date change and still retain that 
‘Mission essence’ that has made it 
such a choice destination on the 
first place.” 

The Planning Department, he 
said, needs an overhaul, and 
“needs to be reminded that they 
must serve the specific needs of 
our unique neighborhoods.” 

Transportation's another one 
of Norlin’s issues, and he propos¬ 
es an express BART line down 
Folsom or Bryant streets, and new 
uniforms for Muni drivers so that 
employees don’t feel “like second- 
class citizens.” 

On HIV prevention, Norlin 
said that DPH “needs to emphasize 
continuing education and a cam¬ 
paign of reminders. A partnership 
with some of the community- 
based AIDS organizations would 
make a winning combination.” 

Norlin is proud to be a mem¬ 
ber of the LGBT community and 
would like the community to 
know that he and his partner cel¬ 
ebrated their 33rd anniversary last 
month. ▼ 


port of both the nationally- 
known Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation and San 
Francisco’s Community United 
Against Violence. He also helped 
to create company non-discrimi¬ 
nation policies as a manger at Ara¬ 
mark. 

On HIV/AIDS Bagi remarked, 
“We must look at the full implica¬ 
tions of what it means to live with 
HIV/AIDS on an individual level 
and on a social level. We need to 
be realistic about human sexual 
behavior and the shortcomings of 
the safer sex message. We need to 
have dialogue groups that are cul¬ 
turally specific. Funding should be 
proportionate to risk groups espe¬ 
cially as it pertains to communi¬ 
ties of color. We also need to ex¬ 
plore IV drug use among gay men 
to find out why the prevention 
message isn’t reaching them the 
same way it is reaching straight IV 
drug users.” 

As someone who has been out 
of the closet since he was a sopho¬ 
more in high school, Bagi believes 
that “today our greatest obstacle is 
not prejudice but the narrowness 
of our vision and shallowness of 
our motives.” 

“I have believed for some time 
that the next step in our quest for 
civil rights is to convey to our cit¬ 
izens just what it is we want our 
rights for. It goes beyond the de¬ 
sire for the picket fence existence 
and pursuit of profit. We, who 
have had our basic rights denied 
us for so long, have something to 
teach the rest of the country about 
the rights so many take for grant¬ 
ed.”

Bayview waits for economic boom to hit

D istrict 10 includes the 
Bayview-Hunters Point, 
Potrero Hill, silver Terrace, 
Portola, and Visitacion Valley 
parts of the city. While much of 
San Francisco has seen benefits of 
the strong economy, residents in 
this district are waiting for the 
good times to come to them. 
There is no incumbent in District 
10, which has 12 candidates run¬ 
ning for supervisor. Five of them 
returned the Bay Area Reporter 
questionnaire. 

Dwayne Jusino 

Dwayne 
Jusino, who is 
openly hetero¬ 
sexual, is one 
candidate 
running to 
represent the 
area. 

“On a per¬ 
sonal level, I 
learned early on, from both my 
immediate family members and 
friends who are gay, that it is im¬ 
perative that all persons be re¬ 
spected, regardless of their sexual 
identity,” offered Jusino, asked for 
his contributions to fighting ho¬ 
mophobia. “On a professional 
level I have labored, often in the 
face of ignorance and bigotry, to 
ensure that employees in my 
charge were treated with the dig¬ 
nity and fairness to which they 
[are] deserved by both my man¬ 
agerial peers and other employ¬ 
ees.” 

As an example of his pragmat¬ 
ic approach, Jusino offers a two¬ 
pronged approach to resolving 
the city’s housing problems: pre¬ 
serving existing housing, and ex¬ 
panding housing stock. To ac¬ 
complish the latter, he would 
adapt an approach taken in 
Brooklyn, New York, where the 
“community leadership raised 
funds for a revolving, interest-free 
construction fund, and in turn 
the city subsidized each house 
with a loan, repayable upon re¬ 
sale, and also deferred property 
taxes for a reasonable period.” 

The candidate also wants to 
revitalize his district’s neighbor¬ 
hoods by revitalizing its commer¬ 
cial zones, “the key to a renais¬ 
sance of the blighted areas,” Jusi¬ 
no said, calling for “redevelop¬ 
ment emphasizing ‘capital im¬ 
provement’ programs targeted at 
shoring up our existing small 
businesses. 

“By infusing the needed fund¬ 
ing for their structural renewal, 
we shall entice into those areas 
strong anchor businesses (suit¬ 
able to the neighborhood), that 
will serve as magnets to draw in a 
healthy customer flow,” which, 
“by extension, [will] lead to pros¬ 
perity for our community at 
large.” 

Jusino has a long list of griev¬ 
ances with city departments and 
agencies, and their historic ne¬ 
glect for underserved District 10. 

Jusino said that he would pres¬ 
sure the Department of Public 
Health, legislatively if need be, “to 
further outreach to the high risk 
segments of our community, par¬ 
ticularly African American and 
Hispanic communities who have 
historically been underserved.” 

Queer people should know, 
Jusino wrote, that he will press for 
“equal protection and opportuni¬ 
ty for the LGBT community.” 



J.R. Manuel 

“Decline to state,” said District 
10’s J.R. Manuel, asked his sexual 
orientation. 

Nevertheless, running as “a 
unifying supervisor for a progres¬ 
sively diverse district,” Manuel has 
fought homophobia and/or 
transphobia in the city, he said, by 
attending fundraisers sponsored 
by the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian and 
Gay Democratic Club.” 

The supervisorial hopeful and 
self-described nonpartisan is con¬ 
cerned about “development” - a 
term he defines very broadly for 
his district. 

“Whether it’s economic, job, 
small business, residential, leader¬ 
ship, human resource, or wetland 
development, or over-develop¬ 
ment in Potrero Hill, or under¬ 
development in Bayview or on 
Third Street, development is one 
of the most significant issues fac¬ 
ing District 10 and one that af¬ 
fects all residents,” said Manuel, 
who calls himself “the only candi¬ 
date in District 10 with a back¬ 
ground in business, development, 
and government finance.” 

The candidate is in favor of 
supporting tenants who need 
help becoming homeowners 
“through available and unusual 
government and private financing 
programs, including converting 
subsidized housing payments into 
mortgage payments or working 
with landowners to sell individual 
units to the tenants.” 

Like many candidates running 
in District 10, Manuel is angry 
about the inadequate level city 
services available to the area’s res¬ 
idents, including public trans¬ 
portation, park improvement and 
maintenance, and health care ser¬ 
vices. 

All city departments need to 
be held accountable immediately 
to monitor waste and inefficien¬ 
cies, Manuel stated, through “a 
checks and balance system,” and 
departments or programs that are 
not up to snuff “shall either be 
improved or terminated.” 

Manuel singles out the Police 
Department for its lack of effi¬ 
ciency, a condition he attributes 
to its “lack of leadership,” a prob¬ 
lem he says exists in many other 
city departments and programs as 
well. 

Manuel said he wants the 
community to know that “I have 
fought for civil rights all my life 
and those civil rights have never 
been exclusively for myself or my 
race - they are for all people.” 



Linda Richardson 

Former 
Planning 
Commission¬ 
er Linda 
Richardson is- 
Mayor Willie 
Brown’s pick 
to represent 
District 10. 

“As a resi¬ 
dent of the district for over a 
decade, I have established a long 
record of environmental ac¬ 
tivism,” she said, including stop¬ 
ping a proposed power plant and 
co-founding the Southeast Al¬ 
liance for Environmental Justice. 

The candidate is also con¬ 
cerned with access to health care, 
focusing on people with asthma, 
cancer, and HIV/AIDS. 

“I have worked closely with 
Representative Nancy Pelosi (D- 
San Francisco) to develop federal 
legislation that will help commu¬ 
nities with chronic health chal¬ 


lenges, such as asthma, cancer, 
and AIDS, receive added attention 
and resources from the National 
Institutes of Health, the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency, and 
other federal resources.” 

In addition to the Planning 
Commission, Richardson cites 
her experience on the Commis¬ 
sion on the Environment “build¬ 
ing bridges between neighbor¬ 
hood groups and business coali¬ 
tions,” as evidence that she will be 
an asset to maintaining econom¬ 
ic growth while protecting neigh¬ 
borhood character and improv¬ 
ing city services in the blighted 
areas of District 10, such as 
Bayview-Hunters Point and Visi¬ 
tation Valley. 

The candidate wants to direct 
sufficient funding to the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health to conduct 
“thorough outreach” to the 
African-American and non-Eng¬ 
lish speaking populations of San 
Francisco, to help the quell the 
spread of HIV in these dispropor¬ 
tionately affected groups. 


Jim Rodriguez 

“Through¬ 
out the years,” 
wrote openly 
gay Jim Ro¬ 
driguez, asked 
what he has 
done to fight 
homophobia 
and transpho¬ 
bia, “I have 
been associated with the gay 
community in one way or anoth- 



The two most pressing issues 
in District 10, which is “woefully 
lacking in all kinds of services,” 
Rodriguez said, are public health 
and gentrification. 

“The Department of Public 
Health is woefully lacking in 
funding. Government alone can¬ 
not support the DPH. We must 
rely on the business community 
to supplement funding,” asserted 
Rodriguez. “One in four San 
Franciscans carry no health in¬ 
surance whatsoever. The living 
wage ordinance recently enacted 
will give us a unique opportunity 
to incrementally begin the 
process of insuring all of San 
Francisco.” 

And to tackle gentrification, 
the self-described fiscally left-of- 
center and socially progressive 
candidate believes the city needs 
to “obtain affordable housing for 
low- and middle-income fami¬ 
lies,” “create more well-paying 
blue collar jobs for working fam¬ 
ilies to complement the white col¬ 
lar work that already exists, “ and 
“support Proposition L which, 
contrary to rhetoric that is being 
espoused, does not stop develop¬ 
ment, but rather, puts a restraint 
on it until we begin to manage it 
better.” 

As with many supervisorial 
candidate responding to the 
B.A.R .’s survey, Rodriguez singled 
out the Department of Public 
Health as being “among the top of 
the list” of those that are “ineffi¬ 
cient and/or unresponsive.” 

“The DPH does not appear to 
know how to prioritize its ser¬ 
vices, or even how to administrate 
them. There needs to be greater 
accountability for actions taken 
by DPH, which tends to make de¬ 
cisions without consent, or ap¬ 
proval by the community.” 

Rodriguez wants to “bring 
back the baths to San Francisco. 
Steamworks in Berkeley and the 
Watergarden in San Jose are fre¬ 


quented by a very large number 
of San Francisco residents. Why 
not reopen the baths here? There 
is no statistical evidence to sug¬ 
gest that HIV rates are propor¬ 
tionately higher in those cities 
than they are here. ... We should 
not legislate the sexual behaviors 
of consenting adults, but we can 
tax risk, and in turn, use that 
money to increase funding for 
HIV prevention efforts.” 



Larry Shockey 

“In my 
first 100 days 
as a supervi¬ 
sor,” wrote 
openly gay at¬ 
torney Larry 
Shockey, I 
will introduce 
legislation to 
stop the 
Golden Gate National Recreation 
Area from closing public lands; 
introduce legislation to create $20 
million in new money for youth 
programs; introduce legislation 
for funding of a police substation 
in Visitacion Valley; hold public 
hearings on improving Muni ser¬ 
vice in the district; introduce a 
charter amendment to change the 
makeup of the Planning, Recre¬ 
ation and Park, and Police com¬ 
missions, increasing them to 11 
commissioners each, with one 
commissioner to be appointed 
from each district; and put the 
issue of commercial rent control 
for small businesses on the table.” 

An attorney with Prentice & 
Scott, L.L.P., Shockey worked as 
an investigator with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints, the civilian investigative 


agency of the Police Commission, 
for 13 years beginning in 1982. He 
touts several high-profile cases he 
worked on there, including a few 
gay related cases. 

“I investigated complaints 
about police sweeps of transgen- 
dered prostitutes, of indiscrimi¬ 
nate police photography of per¬ 
sons standing outside of gay bars 
in the Polk Street area,” and other 
cases. 

The candidate has tagged as 
top priorities for his district and 
the city “managed growth, avoid¬ 
ance of gentrification, clean-up of 
the Shipyard to residential stan¬ 
dards, increased Muni service, 
and general access.” 

“Access for all” is the credo for 
Shockey’s campaign, noting that 
although 54 percent of the dis¬ 
tricts residents are homeowners, 
“we have one of the lowest em¬ 
ployment rates, the next to lowest 
median household income, and 
one of the highest crime rates in 
the city.” 

Shockey wants a comprehen¬ 
sive housing plan for the city - 
one that would re-examine “con¬ 
dominium conversion caps, live- 
work lofts, Ellis Act conversions, 
HUD programs, and San Francis¬ 
co Redevelopment Agency first- 
time home buyer programs.” 

To improve access to services, 
Shockey wants more the public 
assistance programs for his dis¬ 
trict. He also wants to make the 
district “merchant friendly by 
making our merchant corridors 
attractive to consumers.” 

He wants city departments to 
“manage by objective. Reward, 
through the budget process, those 
departments that are effective.” T

Candidates try to unseat incumbent

T he 11th District includes the 
Excelsior, Cayuga Terrace, 
the Outer Mission, Crocker- 
Amazon, and New Mission Ter¬ 
race neighborhoods, and three 
other residential areas on the west¬ 
ern side of Interstate 280 known as 
the “OMI”: Oceanview, Merced 
Heights, and Ingleside. Nine resi¬ 
dents, including incumbent Su¬ 
pervisor Reverend Amos Brown, 
the candidate Mayor Willie Brown 
is supporting for mayor, are on the 
ballot; three responded to the Bay 
Area Reporter questionnaire. 

Steven R. Currier 

The only 
openly gay 
candidate run¬ 
ning for su¬ 
pervisor from 
District 11, 

Steven R. Cur¬ 
rier co-found- 
ed the Outer 
Missions Resi¬ 
dents Association a few years ago 
and has served since as its presi¬ 
dent. He is also chairperson of the 
Crocker Amazon Park Advisory 
Council, along with several other 
community advisory groups. 

But Currier is most interested 
in fighting battles that affect all 
residents of the district, and the 
city at large, he said. 


He proposes “housing in tran¬ 
sit-congested areas, such as the 
Balboa Park BART station. I start¬ 
ed proposing this issue in June of 
1998. I believe, that within five 
years, we will see plans for a tran¬ 
sit village at this site. 

“I would like to see nonprofit 
agencies who get funding from 
the city provide more in the way 
of educating, housing, feeding, 
and finding jobs for persons or 
families that are homeless,” he 
said. 

Currier wants a moratorium 
on building, he said, particularly 
commercial office spaces in the 
Mission, Bayview-Hunters Point, 
and in industrial protection zones. 
“At this time, building is happen¬ 
ing too fast and the public, espe¬ 
cially in neighborhoods not well 
served by public transit, is not 
being heard. The Planning De¬ 
partment, Planning Commission, 
and the mayor’s office, along with 
the Board of Supervisors, should 
step back and take a look at what 
is going on with the make-up of 
San Francisco.” 

A homeowner, Currier said he 
“will work with any and all people 
to make this district and this city a 
better place to live.” 

“San Francisco should address 
the problem by boosting up the 
housing stock and look into a uni¬ 
versal health plan for its citizens,” 
Currier said, adding that he does 
not support the mayor’s record on 
dealing with homeless problem in 


the city. 

Carlos Petroni 

Self-identi¬ 
fied as 

“straight,” 
candidate 
Carlos Petroni 
supports “full 
legislation 
protecting 
LGBT rights” 
and has 

fought transphobia and homo¬ 
phobia as part of a campaign “for 
the right of LGBT artists to show¬ 
case their work without being ha¬ 
rassed.” 

Refreshingly, Petroni is one of 
the few leftists in San Francisco 
who is out about being a socialist. 

A member of the National 
Committee of Socialist Alterna¬ 
tives, Petroni said the two main is¬ 
sues facing his district are “politi¬ 
cal representation,” and “[Super¬ 
visor] Amos Brown.” 

To deal within the first 
quandary, he wants an elected 
neighborhood council in District 
10 with “power over budget, zon¬ 
ing, and economic development.” 

As for Brown, “the homopho¬ 
bic, mean-spirited, anti-poor, 
anti-tenant, incumbent member 
of [Mayor] Willie Brown’s politi¬ 
cal machine,” Petroni asserted that 
the “solution” to the “problem” 
has already been achieved. 

“He already lost his re-election 
bid,” he wrote. 


To solve the city’s entrenched 
housing problems, he would rede¬ 
fine affordable housing “as the 
housing that allows low-income, 
people of color, and working fam¬ 
ilies to live in the city,” massive 
identification of land to build af¬ 
fordable housing,” “investment in 
a massive housing plan” with 
money provided by progressive 
taxation “over downtown big 
businesses,” and “protect and en¬ 
hance rent control,” and “declare a 
housing emergency to allow the 
city to circumvent state laws such 
as the Ellis Act,” and, finally, “pass 
legislation for commercial rent 
control.”

Silverberg, who says she is re¬ 
tiring on her 55th birthday this 
January “to serve as a full-time su¬ 
pervisor,” said that the “economic 
decline of the Geneva, Mission, 


Ocean commercial corridor if the 
single issue that affects all of Dis¬ 
trict 11. It lowers our property 
values, turns our neighborhoods 
into eyesores, is a fertile ground 
for crime, especially drug-dealing, 
forces us to shop in nearby Daly 
City, thus taking tax revenue out 
of our city and adding to traffic 
congestion, and generally leads to 
depression of our surrounding 
neighborhoods.” 

To help businesses, the candi¬ 
date would fund each commercial 
area with “about $5,000 a year for 
a neighborhood newspaper,” 
among other proposals. 

Silverberg as been an activist 
on housing issues and said that 
she supports Supervisor Mark 
Leno’s proposals for increased 
housing density along transit cor¬ 
ridors. 

“1 don’t know of any‘immedi¬ 
ate’ solutions for affordable hous¬ 
ing unless it be the Presidio or 
Treasure Island,” she said. “How¬ 
ever, 1 would prefer to preserve 
these two highly desirable settings 
for use by the public.” 

She said that she would link 
approval of the budgets for the 
Department of Public Health “to 
their HIV prevention efforts be¬ 
cause their current non-aggressive 
efforts are partly to blame for their 
higher operating expenses. They 
need to do more community out¬ 
reach, too. HIV is a city-wide 
problem, not just a Castro Street 
issue.” T

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On the issue of combating 
homo/trans phobia, Gaffney 
replied, “I have many gay friends 
and I love them and seek their 
guidance in learning about the is¬ 
sues.” Gaffney also attends Glide 
Memorial Church. 

His political beliefs emphasize 
“less ... not more” government, so 
questions like “How would you 
create more immediate affordable 
housing in San Francisco?” are an¬ 
swered with “I’m not sure you can.” 

Gaffney also said that as long 
as “the free market continues to 
create jobs,” the. city’s economic 
upswing should take care of itself. 
But he does want to support 
grassroots groups with “time and 
money” to encourage neighbor¬ 
hood character preservation. 

The services most needed in 
District 5, he says, are police, traf¬ 
fic enforcement, and “basically 
everything.” 

“The city is a mess,” stated 
Gaffney, who wants an indepen¬ 
dent audit of public services so 
that residents can get their tax 
dollars’worth. 

Gaffney doesn’t know how he 
would address the health depart¬ 
ment’s HIV prevention efforts, 
but he wants the LGBT communi¬ 
ty to know that “I believe all San 
Franciscans should be treated 
with love and respect.” 


Matt Gonzalez 



status quo. The surprise force to 
be reckoned with hasn’t given up 
on change, which is why many gay 
voters still stand behind the open¬ 
ly heterosexual Matt Gonzalez, 
who recently moved into District 
5 after being evicted from his res¬ 
idence in the ever-gentrifying 
Mission. 

Gonzalez, 35, has been a pub¬ 
lic defender in San Francisco since 
1991, and is known for his tireless 
work on behalf of clients who 
normally would not get a fair trial 
due to their backgrounds or eco¬ 
nomic situations. He is a lifelong 
Democrat who has been active in 
the Harvey Milk LGBT Democra¬ 
tic Club and served on the board 
of Intersection for the Arts, and 
his campaign boasts several LGBT 
activists in leadership roles. 

The candidate said the most 
pressing issues in District 5 are 
low-cost housing and healthcare, 
and he supports full funding of 
San Francisco General Hospital, 
believing that cutting psychiatric 
beds at the facility is “short-sight¬ 
ed.” 


“Cutting the budget looks 
good on paper, but will not make 
the mentally ill vanish; it will only 
move them to jails and street cor¬ 
ners,” said Gonzalez, who recog¬ 
nizes that his district has more so¬ 
cial services than any other district 
and that many residents have re¬ 
cently opposed anything further. 
But he emphasized that the ser¬ 
vices that do work deserve sup¬ 
port, and a standard procedure of 
accountability is needed to “mea¬ 
sure the impact social services 
have on the community.” 

On the housing issue, Gonzalez 
said he supports “smart growth” 
among major transit corridors. He 
also advocates for stronger renter 
protections and the development 
of co-ops to increase home own¬ 
ership for tenants. 

“There is no magic formula 


that will create a significant 
amount of affordable housing im¬ 
mediately,” said Gonzalez. Public 
housing sites, he said, are drasti¬ 
cally under-used, and the city’s 
sole reliance on HUD funding for 
these developments is one prob¬ 
lem he will address. 

To continue the economic up¬ 
swing while maintaining the char¬ 
acter of neighborhoods, Gonzalez 
proposes better planning, through 
district planning councils instead of 
City Hall. He also supports Propo¬ 
sition L, which would curtail large 
developments in targeted areas. 

On HIV prevention efforts, 
Gonzalez’s first priority is asking 
for “an accounting of the $ 16 mil¬ 
lion spent each year on prevention 
in San Francisco.” 

“I would insist that the money 
be spent where the rise in inci¬ 
dence is occurring,” he said. “Sec¬ 
ond, I would insist on perfor¬ 
mance audits of all contracts for 
prevention.” 

Gonzalez would like the LGBT 
community to know that he has 
“an abiding conviction in the 
rights of the underprivileged and 
marginalized communities. Being 
of Mexican American descent in 
McAllen, Texas, taught me well 
how to the deal with the political 
realities that prevail.” 

“I am proud,” he said, “that I 
spent so many years serving to 
protect some of the most needy 
individuals in society.” 



Agar Jaicks 

Agar Jaicks 
is not your 
run-of-the- 
mill hetero¬ 
sexual. The 
left-leaning 
Democrat has 
been involved 
in the fight 
against ho¬ 
mophobia and transphobia for 
decades, and even served on the 
LGBT committee of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Human Rights Commission. 

The most pressing issues facing 
District 5, said Jaicks, are housing 
and homelessness, and these 
problems need state and federal 
funding as well as programs with 
a system of accountability. He 
would like to have a working 
Homeless Commission to help 
distribute the city’s funds and 
monitor how they are used. He 
would also like to change building 
codes along transit corridors to 
add two stories to existing com¬ 
mercial structures, and increase 
developers’ affordable housing 
fees. And, like many people fed up 
with the city’s utter disregard for 
community concerns, Jaicks be¬ 
lieves that “the Planning Depart¬ 
ment needs to be overhauled.” 

Jaicks said the district is in dire 
need of a bank on upper and 
lower Haight Street, busses that 
end in the Western Addition, bike 
lanes from Baker to Scott streets, 
public toilets, and secure drop- 
offs for household toxic waste. 

To continue the city’s econom¬ 
ic upswing, Jaicks would like to 
add protections to small business¬ 
es against chain stores and simply 
educate small business owners 
about the tax credits available to 
them. He would also push the idea 
that banks should bid for city 
business, which could add up to 
millions of dollars saved for city 
neighborhoods. 

Other issues he woula address 
are healthcare funding and the 
“transit first” policy so that it 
“works as it names indicates.” 

“Restoring funds for both 
health care and transit are high on 
my list of priorities,” said Jaicks. 

On HIV prevention, Jaicks 
would of course like to know what 
is happening to DPH’s $850 mil¬ 
lion annual budget, and proposes 
prevention through neighbor- 


hood-specific associations. 

Jaicks, with his long history in 
public service and equally long 
endorsement list, says he wants 
the LGBT community to know' 
that “I have been a partner in the 
LGBT community for 35 years in 
their struggle against oppression 
and for equality.” 

“I have been a friend to labor, 
minority communities, and those 
most in need during my years of 
community service.” 

Juanita Owens

stranger to 
politics, San 
Francisco 
school board 
member 
Juanita 

Owens counts 
reviving and 
revamping the 
city’s queer youth protections as 
one of her achievements for LGBT 
people while in public service. In¬ 
cluding marginalized populations 
within any platform is an histori¬ 
cal theme of hers, as she did for 
lesbians and bisexuals at the Com¬ 
mission on the Status of Women, 
as well as for women and lesbians 
when she served on the Police 
Commission. 

But the openly lesbian Owens, 
54, thinks her district faces broad¬ 
er problems, and counts trans¬ 
portation, homelessness, and 
housing as the three issues most 
important to District 5. 

“Crowded buses heading to 
downtown ... arrive in District 5 
already full of commuters,” said 
Owens, who proposes more bus 
lines in the district that originate 
nearer to the center of town. 

On the housing issue, Owens 
proposes increased funding for pro¬ 
grams that help people out of 
homelessness, such as detox, men¬ 
tal health counseling, and child care. 

“The mark of how well we as a 
city are doing in these times of 
economic prosperity should be 
measured by how well we take 
care of those who most need our 
help,” she said. Owens also em¬ 
phasized the need for long-term 
planning to ease the renter’s crisis, 
by harnessing the economic boom 
to “make the cash-rich companies 
that want to locate here, ante up 
for housing.” 

“If new businesses are creating 
jobs,” she said, “then they need to 
help develop new housing.” 

Owens also proposes legisla¬ 
tion to reward good business 
practices, and wants to see an in¬ 
centive program for small, strug¬ 
gling, and local businesses. She 
promises to “fight the placement 
of inappropriate chain stores in 
any neighborhood.” She said she 
believes in community input and 
will hold monthly meetings in her 
district to hear all concerns. 

A priority of hers as a govern¬ 
ment official will be public health, 
she said. 

“I won’t say that our health de¬ 
partment is doing a bad job,” she 
said. “But I do think they face 
some real challenges in delivering 
health care to those most in need.” 

Owens wants to encourage 
nonprofit hospitals to give more 
free and low-cost care. 

On HIV/AIDS prevention, 
Owens embraces a plan to en¬ 
courage communication among 
sero-discordant couples. She also 
wants to confront crystal meth use 
in the community and examine 
how drugs play a role in increased 
risk-taking. 

Owens said she wants the LGBT 
community to know that “I work 
hard, I get things done, and I don’t 
make decisions in a vacuum.” 

“As a supervisor I will continue 
to be an advocate for our commu¬ 
nity, our issues, and for the entire 
city.” ▼

not have proper identification or 
a credit card. 

“That’s a lie,” countered Davis. 
“They didn’t even let me get that 
far.” 

An official with Rubenstein As¬ 
sociates, the Clift’s publicity firm, 
also noted that “members of the 
same party ... were dressed inap¬ 
propriately,” and that staff in¬ 
structions to change clothes were 
directed toward the women who 
entered with Rodman. But Davis 
and others said those women 
weren’t even around when the 
drag-specific criticism flew. 

“The hotel representative said 


if he left and came back dressed as 
a man he could have a room,” said 
Chris Hibbard, a friend who was 
with Davis as he attempted to 
check in. “I told him that was dis¬ 
crimination, and he said ‘I’m 
aware of that, but that’s my deci¬ 
sion.’” 

“It was quite shocking,” Keri 
Windsor, co-host of Rodman TV, 
told the B.A.R. Windsor said that 
it wasn’t until she actually re¬ 
trieved Davis’s wallet and identifi¬ 
cation from upstairs that the staff 
decided there were no more 
rooms. “The one guy was all set to 
give him the room once I got him 
his wallet, but the guy who previ¬ 
ously said no stepped in to say 
there were no longer rooms avail¬ 
able.” 


“I was embarrassed for Elaine,” 
added Windsor, “for this to hap¬ 
pen, of all places, in San Francis¬ 
co.” 

What’s most angering to Davis, 
he said, is that some of the Clift 
employees who denied him a 
room were themselves gay men. 
The Clift - which is managed by 
Ian Schrager Hotels, as in the Ian 
Schrager who created the gay 
mecca Studio 54 in New York - is 
indeed known for having a large 
gay staff. 

“It saddens me,” said Davis. 
“The gay community is always 
asking to be accepted but they 
aren’t willing to bend and accept 
others. It’s like they pass on the 
hate to give them some sense of 
belonging.” ▼

Friday, October 20. “As a matter 
of fact, I’m the only gay Asian that 
is active in fighting for both the 
gay and Asian communities.” 

Wong, 51, was born and raised 
in Chinatown and moved to the 
Castro as an adult openly gay 
man. 

“And then, once I got my feet 
wet, I went back to the Chinese 
American community,” returning 
to his familial roots, he said, 
where he is running for supervi¬ 
sor from the district that includes 
Chinatown, North Beach, Tele¬ 
graph Hill, Russian Hill, Fisher¬ 
man’s Wharf, and the commercial 
area. 

“I never thought of myself as 
someone who would run for of¬ 
fice,” Wong said, recalling his un¬ 
planned launch into the world of 
electoral politics in the early 
1990s. “It took me by surprise.” 

As an appointed member of 
former Mayor Frank Jordan’s 
Human Rights Commission in 
1993, it was an offhand remark 
from a fellow commissioner, the 
Reverend Eugene Lumpkin, that 
did the trick. 

After Lumpkin suggested in an 
open hearing that he agreed with 
an Old Testament sentiment that 
queers should be stoned to death, 
Wong was the only commissioner 
to call for the homophobic Lump¬ 
kin’s resignation, and was ousted 
from the commission by Jordan 
for publicly taking on the mayor, 
who was busy defending the rev¬ 
erend’s rights to “free speech.” 

Overnight, Wong was literally 
thrust onto center stage, speaking 
at rallies on the steps of City Hall 
and elsewhere. 

By the time the dust settled, 
Jordan ended up firing Lumpkin 
from the commission as well, and 


Wong’s new life in politics had 
begun. 

“People said, ‘we need you, 
you’re a great advocate,’” Wong 
said. 

Straddling two cultures 

As a member of numerous 
boards, political clubs, and com¬ 
missions in San Francisco since 
the late 1980s, Wong has always 
managed to maintain his dual 
roles representing both Asians and 
gays, holding title to a number of 
“firsts” for both communities. 

“I see myself as a human rights 
activist first and foremost,” said 
Wong, who was on the steering 
committee for all three domestic 
partner campaigns in the early 
1990s. 

Currently employed by the 
105-year-old Chinese American 
Citizens Alliance, he has served as 
the national group’s first openly 
gay executive director since 1996. 

And when he was first elected 
to the Community College Board 
six years ago, Wong noted, he also 
became the first openly gay Asian 
American elected official in the 
United States. He won re-election 
in 1998 with 102,000 votes city¬ 
wide, the third-highest vote-getter 
among all candidates. 

On the community college 
board, he successfully fought 
against cuts to the college’s gay 
and lesbian studies program, the 
only formal academic program of 
its kind in the country, as well as 
cuts to the colleges HIV counsel¬ 
ing and testing program. He is 
also former member of the board 
of directors of the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund. 

District 3 is 54 percent Chinese 
American. It is not known how 
many of the residents are gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, or transgender, 
though the district also includes 
Polk Street, Wong noted. 

Wong, who has been endorsed 


by the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian and 
Gay Democratic Club as part of 
its “lavender wave,” is frustrated 
that he was not endorsed by the 
Milk Club, suggesting that the 
club that named him Communi¬ 
ty Activist of the Year in 1992 has 
missed an opportunity to create a 
political link to the Chinese com¬ 
munity. 

Asked whether attitudes to¬ 
ward gays and lesbians are chang¬ 
ing in the Chinese community, 
Wong said there’s a lot of room for 
improvement, and hopes to make 
a difference in these attitudes that 
go back thousands of years as a 
member of the board. 

“There’s always people coming 
up who refuse to be enlightened,” 
he said. 

But Wong - with a platform 
focusing on access to universal 
health care, affordable housing, 
and disaster preparedness - wants 
to do more than help to advance 
the interests of gays within Asian 
communities, and the causes of 
Asian-Americans in the LGBT 
communities. 

He wants to help broker solu¬ 
tions to the city’s problems before 
they get on the ballot. 

For example, Wong said he is 
opposed to both Propositions K 
and L, Mayor Willie Brown’s and 
progressives’ proposals for dealing 
with the raging commercial devel¬ 
opment and displacement of resi¬ 
dents in the city, respectively. 

“I think those propositions 
should not have been on the bal¬ 
lot,” he said. Both campaigns “had 
the best interests of the city at 
heart,” he said, but a better solu¬ 
tion could have been developed by 
bringing all the parties to the bar¬ 
gaining table and forging a solu¬ 
tion agreeable to all the stakehold¬ 
ers. 

“But where was the Board of 
Supervisors?” he asked. “It could 
have been better handled.” ▼

District 8 
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Mark Leno 

GWM 

seeks: another 
term. Mark 
Leno, an ap¬ 
pointee of 
Mayor Willie 
Brown in 
April 1998, 
who was 
elected city¬ 
wide that November, has recently 
started to pull away from business 
as usual, authoring affordable 
housing legislation and working 
to preserve the character of the 
Castro without hindering the 
city’s economic upswing. But it is 
his work for the LGBT communi¬ 
ty of which he is most proud: 
from passing a city resolution to 
denounce Dr. Laura Schlessinger, 
to taking a statewide role against 
the anti-gay Proposition 22, to de¬ 
veloping the city’s Transgender 
Civil Rights Implementation Task 
Force. It is his commitment to 
LGBT issues and his neighbor¬ 
hood, he said, that warrants his re- 
election. 

A lifelong Democrat, Leno be¬ 
lieves that “politics can be used to 
reshape and improve our world. As 
an out gay man and as a Jew, I know 
that we must remain ever vigilant 
and that the fight for equality of all 
people must be waged every day 
and by each generation.” 

Leno believes the most pressing 
issues facing his district are access 
to parks, homelessness, traffic and 
pedestrian safety, and of course, 
housing and so-called monster 
homes. He points to his recent leg¬ 
islation that he said will help create 
over a thousand new residential 
units each year, with a 12 percent 
affordability requirement. 

To further the economy’s 
boom, Leno would like to see 
profits re-invested in social ser¬ 
vices and transportation and 
money given to help small busi¬ 
nesses. He also recently convened 
a meeting to study and address the 
challenges of the displacement 
that has gone hand-in-hand with 
San Francisco’s growth. 

“We need to ensure that our eco¬ 
nomic growth is balanced and well 
managed so that our quality of life is 
maintained,” said Leno. “Small busi¬ 
nesses and nonprofits are being dis¬ 
placed ... even our medical offices 
are feeling the squeeze.” 

He would like to see more 
open space in District 8, noting 
the current battle that focuses on 
off-leash dog exercise in public 
parks. He is also in favor of the 
queer youth shelter project at 
2500 Market Street, and touts the 
fact that it will “be moving for¬ 
ward ... thanks to the hard work 
of many dedicated neighbors.” 

On HIV/AIDS prevention, 
Leno believes that programs must 
continually “update and revisit 
their message to ensure effective¬ 
ness.” He proposes an end to HIV- 
glam advertising, and is con¬ 
cerned about chat rooms that en¬ 
courage gay men to meet but “do 
nothing to promote HIV preven¬ 
tion,” believing that the city can 
work with site managers to en¬ 
courage safer sex dialogue. 

The one thing Leno would like 
the LGBT community to know 
about him? 

“That I’m single,” he said. 

Shawn 
O’Hearn 

It’s a run¬ 
ning theme of 
Shawn O’- 
Hearn’s cam¬ 
paign and 
candidate sur¬ 
vey: the utter 


disbelief that a city so plentiful 
with money can have such poor 
planning and so few resources. 

O’Hearn, who was elected ear¬ 
lier this year to the Democratic 
Central Committee on a shoe¬ 
string budget and his reputation, 
is running his current race for 
District 8 supervisor in much the 
same way, emphasizing his inde¬ 
pendence and the need to serious¬ 
ly change city government. 

“The question I always ask and 
every tax-paying citizen should 
ask is: How can a city with a $4.5 
billion annual budget - a city that 
is only 49 square miles and less 
than a million people - NOT have 
a public transportation system 
that works? Streets that are clean? 
Homeless people that are clothed, 
fed, etc.? My answer: no leader¬ 
ship. Everyone owes King Willie 
their job or some other favor. Not 
me.” 

O’Hearn, a lifelong Democrat 
who claims proud membership in 
both the Harvey Milk and Alice B. 
Toklas LGBT Democratic clubs, 
counts volunteering at Communi¬ 
ty United Against Violence and 
co-chairing the gay caucus of 
SE1U Local 790 labor union as 
other contributions to the LGBT 
community. 

He believes the greatest issues 
facing his district and the city is the 
outright corruption of depart¬ 
ments, created to regulate but trans¬ 
formed into agencies that must 
dedicate themselves to the mayor’s 
mission. The Planning Commission 
is one such body, and O’Hearn 
pledged to get that department back 
to its roots by involving neighbor¬ 
hoods in major decisions. District 
8’s queer youth shelter is another 
issue, one that O’Hearn supports, 
but not at the expense of residential 
neighborhoods. 

“Shelters are not appropriate 
in residential areas, period,” said 
O’Hearn, who has advocated 
opening the queer youth shelter in 
the district’s yet-to-be-completed 
LGBT community center, for var¬ 
ious reasons. 

For the rest of us during the 
housing crisis, O’Hearn proposes 
new legislation to re-evaluate zon¬ 
ing maps for density controls, en¬ 
sure Planning Department ac¬ 
countability, and mandate afford¬ 
able housing for developers’ pro¬ 
jects. 

He believes the mayor’s 
unchecked power has resulted in 
cheating the general public, and 
he would propose to revise the 
city charter to preclude the mayor 
from appointing supervisors. 

“The voters deserve represen¬ 
tation from someone they elect,” 
said O’Hearn. 

On HIV/AIDS prevention, 
O’Hearn is fed up. 

“The Department of Public 
Health must work with sex clubs 
to provide private, locked spaces 
in sex venues that allow adult gay 
men the privacy and respect we 
deserve to make healthy sexual 
choices.” 

O’Hearn would like the LGBT 
community to know detailed ar¬ 
guments for all of his positions 
can be found on his Web page, 
www.ohearn4supervisor.com. 

Gary Virginia 

He may be 
an underdog 
candidate of 
District 8, but 
Gary Virginia 
has continued 
to wow con¬ 
stituents with 
his debate 
performance 
and detailed knowledge of the 
policies of San Francisco. 

A former San Francisco Mr. 
Leather (1996), Virginia’s contri¬ 
butions to the LGBT community 
include outreach to the leather, 


bear, drag, and trans populations, 
as well as experience as a board 
member of the Positive Resource 
Center, the employment program 
for people with HIV/AIDS. If 
elected, Virginia would be the first 
openly HIV-positive person on 
the Board of Supervisors, and he 
says “I am proud to be an out gay 
man and person with AIDS so 
that I can help reduce homopho¬ 
bia and HIV/AIDS prejudice.” 

The nearly lifelong Democrat 
doesn’t always vote along party 
lines and recently has identified 
more along the lines of a Green 
Party platform. 

“My political philosophy is a 
passionate belief in government 
by the people and for the people,” 
said Virginia, who believes that 
the most pressing issue facing his 
district and the entire city is a lack 
of “ethical, skilled leadership to 
address affordable housing and 
transit.” 

If elected, Virginia would im¬ 
mediately introduce legislation to 
remove barriers to the develop¬ 
ment of affordable units, support 
density housing incentives, and 
change the way parking is com¬ 
bined with housing. He would 
also encourage employer-assisted 
down-payment programs for new 
homeowners, legalize in-law 
units, and push for neighbor- 
hood-based planning. Since traf¬ 
fic congestion is out of control, 
Virginia proposes longer Muni 
hours, bicycle storage near transit 
hubs, electric car charge stations, 
and a 30th and Mission Street 
BART station. And noting the ob¬ 
vious poor planning on the part of 
City Hall (and citing a report in 
Governing magazine that gave the 
city a C+ for management), Vir¬ 
ginia would also like to see the city 
charter revised so that vacancies 
to public departments are no 
longer filled by the mayor. 

“This would better ensure a 
system of checks and balances,” he 
said. 

To include the entire commu¬ 
nity in city planning, Virginia pro¬ 
poses the creation of a District 8 
community council and a com¬ 
prehensive community plan that 
“would alert potential developers 
and businesses of the type and size 
of businesses we want and need. 
This would avoid costly time, 
money, and energy for all parties 
involved in disputes over develop¬ 
ment,” said Virginia. “Issues such 
as chain stores and monster 
homes would be addressed in the 
context of their benefit versus lia¬ 
bility to our quality of life. A dis¬ 
trict supervisor should bring all 
parties to the table.” 

To continue the city’s econom¬ 
ic upswing, Virginia wants to en¬ 
sure that everyone has access to 
new technology, and would also 
like to build upon the Human 
Rights Commission’s “economic 
empowerment” plan and create an 
LGBT-owned and -operated bank 
in the district. 

On HIV/AIDS prevention, Vir¬ 
ginia takes the matter quite per¬ 
sonally, vowing to be a “passionate 
advocate” for prevention services 
that encourages and publicizes the 
quick HIV saliva test and mobile 
confidential testing units. He’s 
also tired of glossy HIV-glam ad¬ 
vertisements, and says, “No more 
fancy graphics or super athletes 
portraying survivors. It’s time to 
do a reality campaign that hits 
hard and heavy.” 

The one thing Virginia would 
like the LGBT community to 
know about him is “1 am passion¬ 
ate about ethics and have every¬ 
one’s best interest at heart.” ▼

quakes as examples. The system 
isn’t broken; let’s not try to fix it. 
Vote NO on Prop. 35. 

Proposition 36 Vote YES 
Drugs, Probation, and 
Treatment Programs 

The war on drugs has failed 
miserably in this country. This law 
would NOT extend to dealers or 
suppliers of drugs. How many 
more people do we need to incar¬ 
cerate and how many more pris¬ 
ons do we need to build to house 
them? Because our prisons are 
overcrowded with people convict¬ 
ed for drug use/possession, we are 
allowing more felons of violent 
crimes out on parole. It costs over 
$25,000 per prisoner per year to 
incarcerate them. Drug treatment 
programs are cheaper, from $6,000 
to $10,000 per person per year. 
This would free up space in our 
prisons for more violent criminals. 
Some of these people convicted of 
non-violent, drug-related crimes 
may be affected under the “three 
strikes” law and be given manda¬ 
tory life sentences. Let’s work on 
the suppliers and dealers, not the 
users. Vote YES on Prop. 36. 

Proposition 37 Vote NO 
Fees, Voter 
Requirements, Taxes 

This is another attempt to hob¬ 
ble city and county governments 
from exercising what we elect 
politicians to do: make laws and 
collect taxes. User fees are a neces¬ 
sary form of taxation in our mod¬ 
ern society. When our elected offi¬ 
cials step out of line, the electorate 
responds quite vocally. By voting 
a 2/3 majority of voters mandate, 
we can effectively bring city and 
county services to a halt. The 
trouble with signature initiatives 


like this one is that you don’t 
know who is actually behind 
them. Don’t stop necessary ser¬ 
vices in your community. Vote 
NO on Prop. 37. 

Proposition 38 Vote NO 
School Vouchers 

If you want to erode the public 
school system even further then 
this proposition is for you. The so¬ 
lution is not school vouchers; the 
solution is better pay for creden- 
tialed teachers, more money to 
fund better schools, smaller classes, 
and a safer environment. There are 
no guarantees for better education 
in this proposal, just $4,000 a year 
to a great unknown new experi¬ 
ment. Better still, get behind school 
bond issues and talk to our teach¬ 
ers. Most educators are stressed out, 
but still do an incredible job under 
some of the harshest working con¬ 
ditions. California schools are ad¬ 
dressing an ever-expanding school 
population without an end in sight. 
California’s schools could rank 
among the best in the country, if 
you are willing to help them. Re¬ 
member, it was Prop. 13, another 
signature-derived initiative, that 
abandoned our schools in the first 
place. Vote NO on Prop. 38. 

Proposition 39 Vote NO 
School Facilities, 

55% Local Vote Bonds 

When Prop. 13 passed with a 
majority-only vote, it gutted our 
schools. We don’t see this initiative 
as a savings boon. We can see in¬ 
creases in property taxes coming 
as a result of it; and no matter how 
the initiative is worded, if schools 
expand too rapidly, it’s going to 
cost many more millions of dol¬ 
lars in taxes to support same. In 
the last few years, we have voted 
for millions of dollars in school 
bond measures with a 2/3 vote. 
Let’s give these bonds a chance to 
work.

“BAREBACKING” 
More Than Just a Fuck 


If you're out there at all, you 
know that guys in San Francisco 
are fucking a lot more without 
condoms. And some of the time, 
it's with guys whose HIV status 
they don't know. Recent studies 
have shown the same thing. 

And the same studies show the 
HIV rate is up, as well. 

You could say this is the "new 
epidemic." HIV is on the rise. 
We've changed the way we fuck. 
But what's so "new" about 
HJV and fucking? 

Fucking without condoms has 
always felt better. And some of us 
have always enjoyed fucking with 
lots of different guys. Those things 
haven't changed. And they're 
probably not going to. But in the 
last few years, "barebacking" has 
really taken off. 

Barebacking can hardly be news. 
For years now, every gay paper 
has had stories about barebacking. 
We all have our own stories, too. 

"I was planning to fuck, but I 
decided to bareback."

in the last few years gay men 
have gotten serious about the 
right to fuck without condoms. 

After all, practically every straight 
guy in the world gets to do it 
without being told they are 
irresponsible, foolish, suicidal, 
or homicidal. A lot of guys think 
we should have the same right. 
Barebacking is a right. 

Other things have changed, too. 
We've gotten fed up with the 
worry, and the fear, and the guilt. 
And some of us who've been 
feeling sick are feeling a lot better

these days. Viral loads are down, 
and we just don't see all the 
sickness and pain we used to 
in the Castro. A lot of us are 
feeling liberated from AIDS. 
Barebacking is liberation. 

Over the years HIV prevention 
has lagged behind the times. 

"Use a condom every time" got 
old after a while. It wasn't terribly 
helpful. Staying healthy is harder 
than that. So now some of us 
bareback to send a message. To 
say, "fuck you" to the condom 
police. Barebacking is defiance. 

Raw fucking is great, too. It feels 
better than latex, and it's easy 
to get used to. It's exciting to break 
the rules. It's intimate to take his 
cum inside. It's connecting to have 
nothing between you and him. At 
least for a while it breaks through 
the anonymity and isolation. 
Barebacking is satisfying. 

But between a poz guy and neg 
guy, barebacking is also the 
easiest way to transmit HIV. 

Barebacking can fee! like nothing 
else on the planet. But when ft 
leads to HIV, it's devastating. 

So how do we bareback and take 
care of ourselves and each other? 

Is it too much to think this is 
possible? Is this what we want? 

Is this what you want? 

If we're going to bareback, 
can we do it without fucking 
over everything else?

t’s not often that a 30-year-old het¬ 
erosexual man commands the rapt at¬ 
tention of the 14- to 23-year-olds in a 
queer youth group. But of course, this 
is no ordinary man.

ago, I was on The Real World/San Francis¬ 
co.” With that, the affable, handsome guy 
launches into his talk, and all the kids — 
about 50 of them gathered at Chicago’s 
Horizons Community Center one late- 
September evening — listen intently. After 
all, he’s one of the earliest celebrities of the 
“reality TV” genre. They call him Judd, like 
he’s an old friend (appearing in someone’s 
home regularly will have that effect) be¬ 
cause he was part of the engaging cast 
from the third season of MTV’s The Real 
Wortd. FbT~six months in 1994, Judd 
shared a bedroom with Pedro Zamora, 
who at 22 lived with AIDS in front of a 
slew of cameras, sharing his every day with 
the nation, opening up all aspects of him¬ 
self: as a Cuban immigrant, as a man who 
married another man, as an AIDS educa¬ 
tor. 

Six years later, Winick is doing the edu¬ 
cating, doing what Pedro cannot do. Pedro 
died in November 1994, the morning after 
the final episode aired. 

After a long healing process, last month 
Winick, a cartoonist, fulfilled a commit¬ 
ment to the man he viewed as a brother, 
with the publication of Pedro and Me 
(Henry Holt, $15). “I promised him per¬ 
sonally, ‘People will never forget you,”’ 
Winick remembers. By living up to the 
book’s powerful subtitle, Friendship, Loss

and What I Learned, he has more than 
made good on his word. 

Now Pedro lives on not just in memo¬ 
ries and syndicated reruns, but in this very 
moving work: part memoir, part AIDS ed¬ 
ucation plan, part pop-culture reality 
check. For example, Winick reveals how 
sick Pedro really was as the show went on, 
and how he and fellow housemate Pam 
Ling (now a doctor and Winick’s fiancee) 
helped Pedro conceal his illness from the 
cameras because he didn’t want to be 
viewed as “the sickly AIDS boy.” 

Unreal world 

True to his artistic roots — he’s been 
cartooning professionally since college, 
and now writes Green Lantern for DC 
Comics — Winick put all of his talent for 
visual arts as well as words into Pedro and 
Me, which he describes as “a long-form 
comic book.” From a book perspective, it’s 
very well-structured: Winick smartly con¬ 
trasts his childhood with Pedro’s in the 
early chapters, then brings them both to¬ 
gether in their MTV house; but he never 
mistakes The Real World as* more than a 
setting for their story, which keeps the 
book accessible to those who never saw the 
show. From a comic perspective, it’s very 
well-designed: The layout marries the 
prose and adds to its rhythm, while the il¬ 
lustrations tell the tale too, intensifying the 
impact. It’s one thing to read about the 
shingles that covered half of Pedro’s face, 
or all the weight he lost as he became sick¬ 
er; it’s quite another to see it. 

“People tell me, ‘I was really surprised 
by how good this is. Factually forgot I was 
looking at pictures,”’Winick says. It might 
be hard to imagine someone who starred 
on a reality TV show to have a modest side, 
but Winick clearly does, giving all props for 
the book to his friend: “I think it’s [that 
good] because of Pedro. His story is very

S n the five years since Ian Bostridge embarked 
on a full-time singing career, he has become 
the world’s most sought-after lyric tenor in 
the art song repertoire. With a voice, intelligence 
and sensitivity that guide his expression straight 
to the heart, he has received numerous awards for 
his performances and recordings. 

Bostridge studied philosophy and history at 
Cambridge and Oxford, and wrote his Ph.D. dis¬ 
sertation on witchcraft. At the same time, he 
found himself increasingly drawn to singing, 
winning Great Britain’s 1991 National Federation 
of Music Societies/Esso Award. Keeping one foot 
in the door of academia, he rewrote his disserta¬ 
tion into a book, and was correcting the proofs 
of Witchcraft and its Transformations 1650-1750 
as his singing career moved into full gear in 1995. 

One listen to Bostridge’s 1996 Gramophone 
Solo Vocal Award-winning recording of Franz 
Schubert’s song cycle, Die schone Mullerin, reveals 
what so rapidly brought the tenor to interna¬ 
tional attention. The voice is irresistibly fresh and 
youthful, combining a fragile innocence (reflect¬ 
ed in Bostridge’s wan countenance) with a power 
of declamation that conveys the young miller’s 



Angeles and Orange County, “I wish to share uni¬ 
versal concerns about why we’re here, and our 
anxieties about life and the passing of time and 
our emotional life... love lost. While there is a de¬ 
gree of celebration in the lieder repertoire, it’s 
mainly a way of coping with the big things in life. 
[The great lieder composers] have an incredibly 
powerful way of treating life and death, love and 
loss. I don’t think they’ve been treated in a more 
powerful way.” 

As attendees of Bostridge’s 1998 UC recital of 
Robert Schumann’s Dichterliebe cycle (available

V of the inside of Miami 
City Ballet princi¬ 
pal Deanna Seay’s 
icebox: squash, car¬ 
rots, salad mix, gra¬ 
nola bars, fat-free milk. Smoking 
gun: Nestle semi-sweet morsels. 

Of course, when we got our 
copy of the debut issue of Pointe, 
Out There thumbed immediately 
to the pages of “Latin Sizzle”: 
“These dashing young men are 
turning ballet fans the world over 
into Latin lovers!” The feature 
came with a surprisingly vast as¬ 
sortment of pics of such ballet 
hotties as Jose Manuel Carreno 
and Marcelo Gomez of ABT, the 
former bare-chested with a feath¬ 
er-plume headdress, the latter 
with splayed thighs mid-air on 
pointe: oui oui! There’s also a 
yummy shot of Angel Corrella 
(ABT), and one which shows 
ABT’s Herman Cornejo’s arms, 
in a “King Tut”muscle-T, to good 
advantage. 

Wait a minute, do you notice a

Down there on a visit 

Playwright Eve Ensler 
on her ' Vagina Monologues'

B oys have always had much 
friendlier euphemisms for 
their genitals: peter, ding-a- 
ling, weenie. Girls were stuck with 
phrases like the slightly forbidding 
“down there” and the proscriptive 
“mustn’t touch it.” And let’s not 
even get into the coarse slang 
names for vagina — words that 
make cock, dick, and pecker 
sound like variations on “have a 
nice day.” 

But with The Vagina Mono¬ 
logues, Eve Ensler has not only 
gone pubiic with a show about 
this private part, but the show’s 
success has brought the dialogue 
— and the word itself — into the 
mainstream press across the 
country. 

“I feel like the vagina queens 
came down and said, ‘You will 
serve.’ And I was a good candi¬ 
date,” said the 47-year-old play¬ 
wright whose political and social 
activism has informed all her 
plays, a passion spurred by her 
own physical and sexual abuse as a 
child. 

Culled from Ensler’s interviews 
with 200 women, The Vagina 
Monologues is made up of 16 first- 
person pieces that discuss a wide 
range of vaginal topics, from the 
celebratory to the horrific. With 
Ensler as its star, it opened off- 
Broadway in 1997. While that run 
continues with a revolving roster 
of celebrity performers, Ensler has 
set out on a national tour that will 
bring her to the Alcazar Theatre 
beginning Oct. 31. 

Ensler had no experience as an 
actress when she first performed 
the diverse characters who deliver 
her monologues. But what she 
lacks in training, she said, she 
makes up for with an embracing 
empathy. “I feel deeply connected 
to those women because they told 
me their stories, and I try to love 
them every night,” she said from 
Chicago, “and by loving them, to 
connect to them and allow them 
to say what they need to say.” 

These women range from a 
Long Island antiques dealer to a 
Bosnian refugee. Two of Ensler’s 
subjects are lesbians, which have 
elicited a different response in 
Chicago than they generated in 
New York. 

“Nothing is surprising in New 
York, which is such a gender-fluid 
place, but in the Midwest, I can 
feel the audiences really being 
scared when I start these particu¬ 
lar monologues. I don’t think a 
huge percentage of the audiences 
has been exposed to thinking 
about gay sexuality, and I think it’s 
a really beautiful thing doing these 
pieces because I can feel their star- 
tledness but not their dislike. It’s 
like, ‘Oh, I get it. I never thought 
about this.’” 

Gender balance 

When she first started per¬ 
forming the show, the majority of 
audiences were predictably 
women. Now the balance is closer 
to 50-50, she says. “The straight 
men who come, if they get 
through the door of something 
called The Vagina Monologues, are 
pretty conscious men. Many men 
who come feel either really dis¬ 
turbed by what’s happening to 
women or they feel excited and 
learn to become better lovers.” 
The gay men who come often 


share in the outsider status that’s 
inherent in a show that frankly 
discusses sexuality from a non¬ 
straight male perspective. “There 
are gay men who completely like 
The Vagina Monologues because it 
triggers something in their own 
sexuality, in their own way of see¬ 
ing the world, in their relationship 
to gender and gender identity. 
And then there are gay men who 
think the whole thing’s repulsive.” 

There are still some women 
who find the subject objection¬ 
able, including the female theater 
critic for one of Chicago’s daily 
newspapers. “That was the only 
mean review I’ve ever gotten,” En¬ 
sler said. “It was shocking. I as¬ 
sume she has issues, and I hope 
she gets over them. We have all 
been brought up in a terribly 
misogynistic culture, and I think 
some of us are more allied with 
the perpetrator because that’s how 
we protect ourselves.” 

Ensler had her own struggles 
overcoming not only society’s ex¬ 
pectations but her first-hand ex¬ 
periences with a father who was 
both sexually and physically abu¬ 
sive. After escaping her seemingly 
ordinary suburban home as a 
teenager, she spent several years in 
a haze of drugs and alcohol before 
straightening herself out. 

It’s amazing that she has man¬ 
aged to sustain long-term rela¬ 
tionships with men at all, includ¬ 
ing a marriage to the father of 
actor Dylan McDermott (whom 
she adopted) and her current on¬ 
going relationship with a psy¬ 
chotherapist from Israel. 

“I’ve gone back and forth 
throughout my life,” she said. “I’ve 
loved women and men. I’ve been 
with one man for a while. I think 
it’s because he’s gone through a lot 
of the experiences I’ve been 
through. He has survived enor¬ 
mous sexual abuse from his own 
father, and I think because of that 
he has a sensitivity and a depth of 
understanding of women that a 
lot of men don’t have. Because of 
that we have this deep bond. 
We’ve healed together.” 

Ending violence 

Ensler’s earlier plays have dealt 
with issues as diverse as nuclear 
disarmament, homelessness, and 
gay sexuality. “When I made a de¬ 


cision three years ago that I was 
going to devote my life to ending 
violence toward women, my life’s 
gotten very clear,” she said. “I fi¬ 
nally reached a point in my life 
where I realized that I can’t do 
everything.” 

Her next project is titled The 
Good Body, which looks at “how 
women around the world trans¬ 
form their bodies in order to fit in 
with their culture.” She’s excited 
that the success of The Vagina 
Monologues will cause a brighter 
light to be cast on her newer 
works. 

“It’s wonderful to have a bigger 
audience,” Ensler said. “It means 
that more people will listen when 
I talk about stopping rape or bat¬ 
tery or mutilation. It’s fabulous 
that after writing for 20 years peo¬ 
ple are interested in what I have to 
say.” 

And to think it all began with 
a casual comment a friend made 
about her vagina, an occasion that 
sent Ensler out on her life-chang¬ 
ing exploration. 

“In doing this piece I got clos¬ 
er and closer to my own vagina, 
meaning that I entered the center 
of my own sexuality,” Ensler said. 
“That’s a very complex place. It’s 
always exploding and revealing 
something new and surprising. I 
think that’s the state we would all 
live in if we were liberated.” ▼

San Francisco Opera's ' L'Elisir d'Amore'

^ip he most wonderful opera 

^ performance I’ve ever heard 

li was on October 21,1967 at 
the San Francisco Opera. It was 
Lotfi Mansouri’s production of 
Donizetti’s L’Elisir d’Amore, star¬ 
ring Reri Grist, Alfredo Kraus, In- 
gvar Wixell and Sesto Bruscantini. 
The conductor was the late 
Giuseppe Patane, and the set de¬ 
signer was young Robert Darling, 
whose brightly-colored cut-outs 
managed to be both hilariously 
cartoonish and touchingly 
human. 

Last Saturday night — October 
21, coincidentally — SFO revived 
that production for the 
umpteenth time; the magic of 
1967 Has never repeated. Man- 
souri acknowledges his produc¬ 
tion, but it is now directed by San¬ 
dra Bernhard. The quaintly 
out-of-date sets have been “re¬ 
vised” by John Coyne, a new SFO 
practice that I hope stops when 
Mansouri leaves in July 2001. Ei¬ 
ther do it over, or leave it alone. 

The sets are probably older 
than conductor Patrick Summers, 
who, despite his bel canto chops, 
could do little with a miscast 
tenor, or make the once sparkling, 
funny stage business look any¬ 
thing other than old and tired. 
The spaghetti-eating scene be¬ 
tween Dulcamara (John Del 
Carlo) and Nemorino (Tito Bel¬ 
tran) may make the uninitiated 
wonder what all the fuss was 
about. Sorry, but I was there and I 
had a stitch in my side after Kraus 
and Bruscantini’s “Obbligato, ob¬ 
bligato.” 

On the other hand, the one real 
voice and deep talent in the cast, 
soprano Rebecca Evans (Adina) 
responded beautifully to Sum¬ 
mers’ gentle, tender conducting of 
the opera’s romantic numbers. 
When Adina realizes that she has 
been a bitch to Nemorino and re¬ 
ally loves him after all, Summers 
and Evans made magic; there was 
some really aristocratic phrasing, 
softly tapered high notes and 
warm legato in her singing. I cred¬ 
it Summers for part of Evans’ suc¬ 
cess, because she was clearly mis¬ 
cast last summer as Anne Tru- 
elove, a role that requires an hero¬ 
ic Donna Anna soprano, not a 
sweetly-tuned soubrette. 

Of course, house size interferes 
once again. Summers wisely resist¬ 
ed banging or pounding as con¬ 
ductors often do in bel canto in the 
War Memorial Opera Barn. He 
had the orchestra at least attempt¬ 
ing ornaments (not always suc¬ 
cessful in the prelude, but gaining 
confidence as the work proceed¬ 
ed), and the ensembles — espe¬ 
cially the moving “Adina, credimi” 


in Act I — had an agreeable flexi¬ 
bility. My companion, whose first 
Elisir this was, was particularly 
taken by the way the composer 
writes for two, three or four voices. 
Credit the conductor for that, too. 

Summers did the best he could 
with the men, but Beltran, Del 
Carlo and Rodney Gilfry (Sgt. Bel- 
core) seemed to be from another 
planet. Beltran is a munchkin, 
who apparently compensates for 
lack of height with a booming 
tenor in the Mario Lanza mode — 
great for “Be My Love,” not so hot 
for “Una furtiva lagrima,” though 
I must say that his breath control 
was better than I had thought it 
would be. His bumptious, cutesy 
acting may go over in some places; 
in SFO, it is not very classy. As 
poorly as he sang last time we did 
L’Elisir, Jerry Hadley was a prefer¬ 
able Nemorino. 

Gilfry is a real puzzle. The guy 
is tall, handsome, smart, and his 
shtick as the super-vain Belcore 
was amusing enough, particularly 
the little marching steps and piv¬ 
ots, which are probably extra-dif¬ 
ficult to manage when you are 
singing Donizetti’s tongue-twist¬ 
ing music. But the singing is the 
problem. I didn’t like his Valentine 
(debut), I didn’t like his vocal 
Stanley Kowalski (though he 
claims he didn’t have anything to 
sing because Stanley is incoherent 
much of the time), and his Belcore 
was vocally bland when it wasn’t 


barked. He reminds me of Gino 
Quilico, a baritone who was ele¬ 
vated to Don Giovanni status be¬ 
cause he was handsome, person¬ 
able and could act, but his voice, 
like Gilfry’s, was colorless, undis¬ 
tinguished and not very big. 

As for Del Carlo, he’s an old 
SFO favorite, but he is all shtick 
and no real voice. The barcarolle 
wasn’t funny (Bruscantini’s “Sen¬ 
ator with three teeth,” here inex¬ 
plicably translated as “Senator 
Toothless,” was side-splitting), and 
the duet where he acknowledges 
that Adina’s “elixir” (her sparkling 
eyes) is more efficacious than his 
Bordeaux only had depth on her 
side. Del Carlo is certainly an 
agreeable performer, but he is def¬ 
initely a Mansouri type — more 
Broadway than Milano. 

I seldom have space to go on 
about the comprimarios, and they 
are often not worth going on 
about, but Donita Volkwijn (an 
Adler Fellow from South Africa) 
displayed a very pretty, high qual¬ 
ity soprano in the supporting part 
of Gianetta. With the internation¬ 
al golf team, anchored by Ernie 
Els, blowing the President’s Cup 
last weekend, Volkwijn at least 
kept South Africa’s flag flying. V

films’ short running times — 
most are in the 20- to 30-minute 
range, with only Carriage Trade 
(1972) approaching feature status 
— reinforce this sense of life as 
fleeting. 

Faraway, so close 

Friendly Witness presents a se¬ 
ries of brief, evocative images of 
celebration, ritual, and the poetry 
of everyday life, filmed locally in 
San Francisco and in various far¬ 
away places, but particularly the 
Middle East. Structured around a 
series of classic rock and r&b 
songs, the film is a summing-up of 
Sonbert motifs and images, some 
new, some drawn from previous 
works. Couples embracing (a fa¬ 
vorite motif), gay men at play, 
kids climbing a tesseract, fire¬ 
works, rodeos, and other timeless 
celebrations — these are some of 
the tableaux that make up this 20- 
minute film. Sonbert is constantly 
seeking connections and dispari¬ 


ties, for example in an Egyptian 
sequence showing Mick Jagger in 
shadowy profile, and then cutting 
to the Sphinx. 

Another scene shows a little 
girl in silhouette, swinging at twi¬ 
light, then cuts to a massive grid 
of freeways that can be read as 
both a dehumanizing construct 
and evidence of a pattern imposed 
by humanity on a chaotic world. 
The joy of being human, alive, and 
the need to fix that joy on film 
(and thus make it real) are con¬ 
stant themes in works that limn a 
fresh, unpredictable world of pure 
experience. Sonbert’s musical in¬ 
terests (he was an opera — and 
Motown — queen) were no doubt 
helpful in orchestrating his visual 
symphonies. 

In spite of Sonbert’s failure to 
suffer fools gladly or otherwise, 
films like Friendly Witness and 
Whiplash have a sense of accep¬ 
tance and sheer generosity that 
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From masochism to Martha Stewart, Books Inc. is the 
ideal place for the Castro District’s literary needs.

underground film. Our repeated 
attempts to watch his films to¬ 
gether failed, and that particular 
chance died with their maker. 
Maybe it was just as well; much of 
his work (he made 18 short films) 
needed restoration, and this is fi¬ 
nally happening, making it easier 
to assess his achievement now that 
the films look the way he made 
them. In a two-month, eight-pro¬ 
gram series, SFMOMA is retro- 
specting both newly restored and 
rediscovered works, along with 
films by his colleagues and influ¬ 
ences (Brakhage, Warhol, Hitch¬ 
cock) and panel discussions. 

Sonbert hated the dogmatism 
of labels, and he rejected the one 
most widely applied to him: di¬ 
arist. This is indeed too limiting to 
contain the work, which is much 
more ambitious than random vi¬ 
sual jottings on celluloid. 

Sonbert was an avid globetrot¬ 
ter, never without a movie cam¬ 
era. Many of the films — Friendly 
Witness (1989) and Whiplash 
(1995) are two — draw on this 
footage, transforming his trips 
into heady collages of experience: 
brief, gorgeous, sometimes whim¬ 
sical imaees of everything from a 
dog on a high wire to handsome 
Bedouin men cleaning a carpet in 
the desert. This impressionistic 
approach, punctuated by classical 
music or Motown (The Supremes’ 
kitsch-poignant “Where Did Our 
Love Go?” was a favorite), evokes a 
world of aching beauty and fleet¬ 
ing pleasure in a way that no lin¬ 
ear narrative approach could. The

JJ had the privilege of sitting 
with Warren Sonbert (1947- 
II 1995) at some of San Francis¬ 
co’s press screenings in the several 
years that preceded his death at 
age 47 from AIDS. There was 
something inexpressibly charming 
in his furtive whispers under the 
film’s dialogue — usually about 
how bad the film was. Sonbert was 
an old-school cinephile with wide 
knowledge of the field. He was 
also a formidable if failing pres¬ 
ence, increasingly curdled by his 
disgust with the slick emptiness of 
what he had to review, but en¬ 


gaged enough, at least until the 
last few times I saw him, to drop 
daggerlike digs sotto voce. Those 
last times were painful to watch — 
crouching, his hands shading his 
eyes as if to ward off the world, he 
was obviously living in his own 
grim melodrama that must have 
made any onscreen high jinks 
seem tame indeed. 

I knew him as a local San Fran¬ 
cisco curmudgeon and critic, 
hurling barbs against such targets 
as the International Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival. I was also aware 
of his reputation as a master of 
avant garde cinema, but the films 
have always been hard to see, even 
by the subterranean standards of

ilm archivist, writer and film 
teacher Jack Stevenson will 
present two sets of films at 
the Yerba Buena Center for the 
Arts this weekend, under the series 
title of Sex, Drugs, and Mormons: 
Two Nights with Jack Stevenson. 

On Friday, October 27 at 8 
p.m., he will present a series of 
drug-scare films. On Saturday, 
October 28 at 8 p.m. he will pre¬ 
sent three short films by Mormon 
filmmaker Wetzel O. Whitaker. 
Stevenson’s presentations coincide 
with the recent publication of two 
of his books: Addicted: The Myth 
and Menace of Drugs in Film (Cre¬ 
ation Books) and Fleshpot: Cine¬ 
ma’s Sexual Myth Makers and 
Taboo Breakers (Critical Visions). 

Sex, Drugs, and Mormons show¬ 
cases educational films intended to 
influence young audiences away 
from drug usage and sexual behav¬ 
ior deemed inappropriate. These 
films were not commercial vehi¬ 
cles; the Whitaker films were not 
made to be viewed outside of a 
Mormon cultural circuit. 

Drugs in the Classroom, the Fri¬ 
day night drug-scare film set, fea¬ 
tures four films. The program in¬ 
cludes David Parker’s LSD-25 
(1967), Sid Davis’ LSD - Trip or 
Trap (1967), Mel Marshall’s Nar¬ 
cotics: Pit of Despair (1967) and 
Marijuana (1968), an educational 
film narrated by none other than 
Sonny Bono. These films have 
been shown with some regularity 
through the years at art-house 
theatres. They have a reputation 
for overstating their message, and

consequently have been widely 
lampooned. 

The anti-drug films replay 
some of the most lurid dystopian 
fantasies of drug usage. In LSD- 
25, LSD users stare at the sun until 
they go blind. In Marijuana, a pot- 
smoker stares at himself in a mir¬ 
ror until his face turns into a rub¬ 
ber monster mask. Sonny Bono’s 
question, “Why do ya think they 
call it dope?” from Marijuana, 
achieved near-legendary status 
among marijuana smokers in the 
1970s. Bono seems like something 
of an ironic choice for narrator, 
especially given the widespread 
characterization of his voiceover 
as lethargic and drugged-out. 

Missionary position 

The Sex and Mormons portion 
of the series follows on Saturday 
night. The three highly melodra¬ 
matic films in this series, How Do I 
Love Thee? (1970), For Time or Eter¬ 
nity (1970) and Cipher in the Snow 
(1973), share a pedagogical func¬ 
tion with the anti-drug films, de¬ 
spite their different subject matter.

on a Gramophone award winning 
EMI CD) know, the tenor is a 
master of the alchemy of turning 
notes on the printed page into 
something that touches deeply. “I 
suppose that because I wasn’t 
trained as a musician,” Bostridge 
said, “I’m more aware of the sort 
of theatrical, non-musical ele¬ 
ments of song: the performance 
elements of how you communi¬ 
cate with an audience that are not 
necessarily just in the music. The 
music is on the page, but in the 
end, there are things written into 
the music that you have to convey. 
That’s something that composers 
have always been very aware of. 
Benjamin Britten wrote about it. 
There’s a whole range of expres¬ 
sion in the human voice that a 
composer can’t write down, and 
you have to trust to the interpreter 
for that to come across. I’m also 
fascinated by how people use clas¬ 
sical harmony to convey emotion. 
But a lot of the things that are 
miraculous in Schubert aren’t re¬ 
ally explicable in musical terms.” 

Britten on the wind 

Mention of British homosexu¬ 
al composer Benjamin Britten led 
to a discussion of the tenor’s many 
Britten recordings. Bostridge has 
just performed Britten’s deeply 
moving War Requiem with con¬ 
ductor Anthony Pappano. After I 
praised Bostridge’s performance 
on his The Red Cockatoo disc of 
early Britten songs, the tenor 
shared that “there’s certainly some 
very fine stuff there, very different 
in Britten’s output because it’s 
written before the mature Britten 
style crystallized. There’s a degree 
of more repression in Britten’s 
later work. One of the most inter¬ 
esting things about Britten’s ma¬ 
ture songs is that they cover such a 
wide range of subject matter; 
they’re not just about lost love or 
whatever. He has an incredibly 
imaginative approach to choosing 
poetic material. 

“When Britten was in Auden’s 
circle [in his younger years], in 
one sense his sexuality was more 
repressed, but on the other hand, 
he was mixing with more of a self¬ 


consciously homosexual group of 
people, whereas later on he was 
much more isolated, and much 
more grand in a way. I don’t know 
for certain, but his position in the 
1950s was perhaps a more difficult 
one. He was living with Peter 
Pears, and in one sense pursuing 
an openly homosexual relation¬ 
ship, but it was illegal, and there is 
a story that there were forces who 
were quite keen to clamp down 
and lock them up. So maybe there 
was more repression in the ’50s 
than in the ’30s. I’m not really sure 
about it. 

“Having said all that about his 
sexuality, I think one of the unfor¬ 
tunate diversions in Britten criti¬ 
cism is an overconcern with his 
sexuality, whereas in fact in the 
operas I think he’s talking far 
more about universal issues of life 
and death,” said Bostridge. 

“I’ve recently been in a pro¬ 
duction of Britten’s opera A Turn 
of the Screw , and a lot of the criti¬ 
cism of that opera focuses on it 
being somehow to do with Brit¬ 
ten’s obsession with children. It 
obviously in one sense is, but 
there’s far more going on than 
that. He was a great artist; he was¬ 
n’t just getting out his own anxi¬ 
eties by composing, I don’t think.” 

Music-lovers have a number of 


new Bostridge recordings to look 
forward to. Due next year are solo 
Bach arias with Europa Galante, 
Fabio Biondi conducting; and 
Handel’s L’allegro, II Pensoroso ed 
II Moderato with openly gay coun¬ 
tertenor David Daniels and oth¬ 
ers, John Nelson conducting. A 
50-minute Hans Werner Henze 
song cycle written especially for 
Bostridge will be released in Eng¬ 
land in January, and Bostridge will 
record Mozart’s Idomeneo in 2001. 

But, as Bostridge revealed of 
the Schubert songs that will form 
part of his Sunday Berkeley 
recital, “I suppose Schubert speaks 
to me the deepest. It’s Schubert’s 
music I listen to most outside the 
repertoire I’m actually singing; his 
piano music and chamber music 
are very close to my heart. Schu¬ 
bert’s Winterreise song cycle is to 
me the ultimate work that I per¬ 
form. It’s the work that ranks with 
the greatest in the operatic and 
symphonic repertoire.” ▼

We thought the Geena Davis 
show was bad until we saw this.

Meanwhile, we can’t gush 
enough about the enthralling Ti¬ 
tans. A villainess to die for, Yas- 
mine Bleeth is the new, younger, 
meaner, better-dressed version of 
Dynasty's Joan Collins, and Victo¬ 
ria Principal is Linda Evans’ Krys- 
tel with auburn hair.

sex. In the film, two female college 
roommates joust over competing 
sexual values. One is sexually ac¬ 
tive and enjoys her pleasures, while 
the other laments the absence of 
interesting men and wants to wait 
until marriage for sex. The moral- 
ism of the film is inescapable, as 
the bad girl is eventually forced to 
flee college in disgrace. 

Whitaker’s For Time or Eternity 
is arguably the most fascinating of 
the series, largely because it ad¬ 
dresses a Mormon cultural issue 
that does not have parallel in gen¬ 
eral culture. In For Time, a college- 
aged woman battles repeatedly with 
her conscience. Her central conflict 
has to do with her boyfriend, who 
wants to get married outside of 


Clinton nonstop we weren’t sur¬ 
prised when the vitriol transferred 
to A1 Gore (guilt by association).

Were this North Korea or Rus¬ 
sia, with a state-controlled media, 
we would expect such one-sided¬ 
ness. But totally apart from our 
concerns about running comedic 
satire as hard news, we do think 
the jokes should have parity. Ei¬ 
ther show both candidates skew¬ 
ered or neither. Since the majority 
of voters take their cues from TV 
news (researching a candidate’s 
platform requiring actual effort), 
this is tantamount to stating that 
one candidate is flawed while the 
other is not. And while we are sure 
there is someone out there who 
will argue that stupid people need 
someone to rally around too, we’d 
prefer that stupid people were ed¬ 
ucated to vote smarter. And Bush 
ain’t smarter. 

In addition, he’s a liar. Oh ex¬ 
cuse us, we meant to say “mis- 
stater.” Bush claims Gore exagger¬ 
ates his achievements. But at least 
Gore has achievements to exag¬ 
gerate, and one is knowing his op¬ 
ponent’s record better than his 
opponent does. According to var¬ 
ious media truth squads, Gore was 
right on each challenge to the 
Bush record, while Bush was 
wrong on his own record. 

And in summation, may we

We 
admit to a little frisson 
when the top three fi¬ 
nalists were all women 
of color. Though we 
believe Miss 
California, 
Carolyn Ng 
(the first Asian 
to represent the state), a bio¬ 
chemist who graduated first in her 
class from Stanford and a fabulous 
pianist, should have won (we think 
she lost points with the judges be¬ 
cause she had the most hideous 
swimsuit we ever saw), we were 
pleased to see Angela Perez-Barro- 
quio, a teacher, superb dancer and 
the first Asian to represent Hawaii

Spirits welcome

While our minds 
crave order and our bodies comfort, our beings — our spirits — 
rarely rest content, stirred as they are by eternal regrets and hopes 
for what was and what might be. We, the living, create vibes, auras, 
energies, and enchantments that may in time fade to near obliv¬ 
ion, but no human spirit ever truly dies. 

The Halloween I appreciate does not bow to evil spirits, but rec¬ 
ognizes them and every kind of spirit coursing through the uni¬ 
verse. To acknowledge something, then let it go, is to enjoy peace of 
mind. Evil exists. Fear exists. Ghosts exist. The dead live among us. 
Let’s face everything. Let’s drag out the demons and burn them in 
effigy. Let’s behave as radical faeries and leather fetishists, monsters 
and munchkins, engaging in orgiastic revelry filled with the fun of 
danger and foreboding, cursed with imagined pains and regrets, 
competing to see who can achieve the most outrageous indulgence. 
After the hangover, we’ll be able to breathe a sigh of relief and go 
on about our business. 

My Halloween sees ghosts as the free-floating, disembodied, 
mystical vibrations of the universe, over which we have little con¬ 
trol. Simply as a consequence of being, we will always be haunted. 
Let’s celebrate the fact. ▼

There’s really nothing better af¬ 
forded by the length Jocks Studios 
has given Convictions, but there’s 
certainly more of the company’s 
hallmarks — great-looking guys, a 
patented sex that’s sleek and shiny 
whether Arcadian or kinky, and a 
typically muddled story. The 
plot concerns a sham sex 
seminar where the gullible 
participants drink an 
untested serum. It’s pre¬ 
sented in such simplistic 
terms it sounds like one of 
W.S. Gilbert’s enchanted 
philtres, but 
it’s supposed 
to reduce 
sexual inhi¬ 
bitions and 
help a person realize their convic¬ 
tions. Well, silly, a beer will do that. 
And so will Ecstasy, but the un¬ 
credited author hasn’t the lan¬ 
guage, and the credited director, 
Chi Chi LaRue, hasn’t the narra¬ 
tive technique to draw more than a 
passing allusion to such a poten¬ 
tially powerful subject. 

The seminar and its Horny Po¬ 
tion are laboriously set up, initial¬ 
ly with several long paragraphs of 
a title card. These haven’t been 
used much since silent movies, 
which unlike porn was a medium 
that expected its audience to read. 
But porn is for feelers, not 
thinkers, and anyway, I’d rather be 
shown the plot than read about it. 

Regardless, the gnarled script 
yields some of life’s lessons as var¬ 
ious sexual relations between men 
are depicted. And these are unfail¬ 
ingly rousing. I’m an especial fan 
of the sparkling cherub Nino 
Bacci, who’s given two delectable 
scenes in which to disport his ef¬ 
fervescent boner. We’ve also got 
boyslut Tommy Lord getting roy¬ 
ally banged by Blake Harper, and 
cunning Marcus Iron, daringly 
featured in back-to-back scenes, 
first as a plugger top and then as a

lusty bottom. Too bad one of his 
partners is the pretty but impas¬ 
sively faced Lane Fuller: I’d show 
some enthusiasm if I were on the 
receiving end of Mr. Iron. Perky 
butch-tyke Dylan Reece gets it 
good from a creamy- 
skinned, robust 
rammer named 
Brett Michaels, and 
Jason Branch ap¬ 
pears in a rough- 
house dungeon 
scene to dildo and fist 
Joe Serra¬ 
no. 

Con¬ 
victions’ 
two 

parts, available separately, haven’t 
allowed for longer scenes, but for 
more scenes. They have been well 
edited, albeit in the usual Falcon 
fashion, which irritatingly insists 
on cross-cutting scenes, and mov¬ 
ing on rather than savoring. One 
less scene would have allowed us 
time to dawdle with the guys; I cer¬ 
tainly wanted to. And although it’s 
thematically viable, the fisting 
scene departs startlingly in texture 
from mainstream to extreme sex; 
are the needs of differing tastes met 
within the abrupt changes of a sin¬ 
gle movie? 

Rough-hewn 

Strangely enough, Jason 
Branch leads another such out-of- 
step scene in Titan Studio’s Heat, 
which is, otherwise, a milestone of 
a movie. In a forward-looking 
move, director Bruce Cam con¬ 
ceived Heat for DVD, and devotes 
its two-hour-and-40-minute 
length to a mere four scenes. Each 
one is fully realized, expertly 
videographed and transferred to 
VHS with superb warmth and 
clarity, and beautifully scored with 
memorable music. The men are a 
handsome, masculine bunch who 



match the rough-hewn desert set¬ 
tings, but the scenery, though 
magnificent, never predominates 
over the sex. 

The leisurely pace of Heat 
loosens our sense of time. With¬ 
out being rushed from incident to 
incident, we can luxuriate in sen¬ 
suous foreplay and prolonged 
lovemaking. Beneath the blazing 
sun, there’s a threeway atop a 
four-runner, followed by a heated 
lovebout at a shaded oasis. There’s 
a romantic yet lurid tryst beside a 
rocky outcropping in a river wash, 
bathed by crackling firelight. And 
all this with only a single line of 
dialogue — take that, Plot! 

Then someone felt it was time 
for a change, and the film’s final 
scene brings us Jason Branch, 
Lance Gear and two friends hav¬ 
ing some rough sex. You can tell 
right away that it’s rough because 
they spit on each other. Slambang 
as it is, the scene violates the sa¬ 
cred realm of the desert that’s 
been so beautifully evoked, espe¬ 
cially when the guys fuck — how¬ 
ever ferociously — on a crinkly 
black plastic dropcloth. They also 
piss all over each other, Jason let¬ 
ting forth tsunamic horse-streams 
of piss. Gees, I’ve gone as far as Las 
Vegas for the fabled Dancing Wa¬ 
ters, and I could have stayed right 
here in town. The piss slams into 
Lance Gear’s mouth and up Nick 
Nicaste’s asshole, and though the 
sequence isn’t long, it’s quite a 
hosedown (and is available only in 
mail order and DVD editions). 

Hole-punching 

The rough stuff finale of Heat 
leads us into the hellion world of 
Hot House, where we find in 
Heads or Tails a double-length ex¬ 
travaganza of extreme sex. Com¬ 
pany head Steven Scarborough 
got just what he asked for from di¬ 
rectors Chris Ward and J.D. Slater: 
Heads or Tails has lots of suave 
fisting, but it’s the most dildo 
movie ever. And it doesn’t fuck 
around. There’s no plot, and only 
the most spartan set. Just some 
preppy guys into big dildos and 
wide fists, followed by some rough 
daddies into the same. 

Guys who like this kind of 
hole-punching and stuffing will 
find it a most brimming and fo¬ 
cused video. I must plug (ahem) 
Jackson Price’s striking self-ser¬ 
vicing, and lovers Scott and Jeff, 
who are the kind of muscular, 
grizzled dudes you see in Marl¬ 
boro ads. They’re kinda like Ma¬ 
rine sergeants playing together. 
And smooth playboy Mike Vista 
bouncing on a dildo fed him by 
that groovy Lance Gear, as the pair 
kiss hungrily: Wow. It’s hot, pas-

Bouldrey, the magician

T here are writers I enjoy, 
writers I admire, writers 
whose talent I envy. Some 
writers are all three and more, and 
one of them is Brian Bouldrey. His 
first novel, The Genius of Desire, is 
the quintessential tale of coming 
of age. Bouldrey’s essays combine 
wit and style and erudition in 
ways that are a pleasure to read. 
That they also have me thinking 
about them days later is an added 
plus. In his latest novel, Love, the 
Magician (Harrington Park,

$14.95), Bouldrey takes his skill as 
a teller of tales to a whole new 
level, at once practical and meta¬ 
physical, involving magic, reli¬ 
gion, love, betrayal, and day-to- 
day cares. I’m talking life and 
death, the really big stuff, and 
what living means, and Bouldrey 
tackles these topics with breath¬ 
taking elan. 

Tristan is returning to Arizona 
for the first time since his lover’s 
funeral four years before. He 
wants to see his lover’s family, to 
whom he had been close, to visit 
his lover’s grave, and to find out 
what, if anything, he can hope for 
in his own life. Life without Joe 
has been almost unbearable, and 
his great fear is that perhaps con¬ 
tinuing suffering is all that his fu¬ 
ture holds. The family has, alas, ef¬ 
fectively canonized Joe, and the 


first thing that Tristan must face is 
that going forward without Joe 
will necessarily mean going on 
without his family. In an attempt 
to look for things deeper and 
more ethereal, Tristan decides to 
attend the days-long Easter cele¬ 
bration of the Yaqui Indians, hop¬ 
ing to find in their traditions and 
rituals some spiritual solace. 

Bouldrey combines the 
ceremonies with family 
meals, family pets, 
everyday lives and 
always, memories 
of his beloved, 
skillfully weaving 
an astonishingly 
rich and readable 
tapestry, where 
each thread not only supports but 
also challenges the whole. His 
characters are absolutely, even 
painfully credible, and their inter¬ 
actions tell us as much about our¬ 
selves as they do about them. Love, 
the Magician is a stunning tale of 
loss and the possibility, if only 
dimly suggested, of redemption. It 
is a gift to anyone who reads for 
the pleasure of words combined 
elegantly on the page. For those of 
us who like to add thinking and 
feeling to the mix, Love, the Magi¬ 
cian is a treasure. 

Elders are doin’ it for 
themselves 

I love old faces, and not only 
because mine is rapidly heading 
into that territory. To see a face 
ripe with the evidence of a life 
fully lived is a great joy. Village El¬ 
ders by Penny Coleman (Universi-

ty of Illinois Press, $24.95) is a col¬ 
lection of portraits of gender out¬ 
laws who made their courageous 
and principled stands when it was 
considerably more dangerous to 
do so than it is now. The village in 
the title is Greenwich, because, as 
Coleman explains, “my subjects 
are New Yorkers, and New York’s 
Greenwich Village has been 
an actual or symbolic 
home to many of 
them.” Long before 
the Castro was a gay 
Mecca, the Village was 
a place where confused 
and questioning 
queers could find 
themselves. 
Village Elders 
is much more than a collection of 
stunning photographs. Each pic¬ 
ture is accompanied by a brief bi¬ 
ography, and these life tales re¬ 
mind us with clarity, pain, and 
humor that being in the life was 
not “a lifestyle choice.” Don’t 
think, though, that these elders 
live in the past. Gerry, at age 92, 
wonders how, if she has to go into 
a nursing home, she can smuggle 
in her vibrator. Storme decked a 
cop at Stonewall; now 78, she acts 
as a bodyguard at lesbian bars. 
Donald, 80, discourses at length 
about monogamy, which he ex¬ 
plains, “has nothing to do with 
us.” Village Elders is a wonderful 
reminder of our history, a delight 
to read and relish. 

In her Foreword to Still Doing 
It: Women & Men Over 60 Write 
About Their Sexuality (edited by 
Joani Blank; Down There Press, 
$12.50), Dr. Eleanor “Ranger” 
Hamilton reports: “When I was a 
student, training to become a mar¬ 



riage counselor, I asked a lovely old 
lady in her late 60s, ‘When does 
sexual desire stop?’ Her immediate 
response was, ‘I’ll let you know.’” 

Editor Joani Blank collects sto¬ 
ries by sexagenarians (and older, 
much older) that celebrate hot 
and horny sex. If the writers col¬ 
lected in this anthology are to be 
believed — and given the vivid¬ 
ness of their prose, I have no rea¬ 
son not to — the correct answer 
to Hamilton’s question is, “After 
death.” Sexuality is a part of us all 
throughout our lives, and after-60 
sex may be the hottest of all. If 
you’re thinking that getting older 
means giving up Eros, read this 
book. 

Book Festival redux

powerful.” 

Winick’s humility becomes ev¬ 
ident as he speaks to the impact 
Pedro made on his life. “I am not 
that spiritual a person,” he says. “At 
least, I don’t think so. Everyone 
around me disagrees. Part of the 
time, I think, ‘What is he saying 
about all this?’ I don’t think about, 
‘I’ll see him one day in heaven. I’ll 
see him some day again.’ I don’t 
really think about it that way. With 
me, it’s usually about people, and 
I’m more focused on the people 
he can still reach. It’s six years 
later, and I know he can still reach 
people.” 

So Winick spends his autumn 
traveling the country, the standard 
author goal of book promotion 
(via the usual appearances at TV 


stations and bookstores) en¬ 
meshed with a youth-outreach 
crusade. At high schools and com¬ 
munity centers — anywhere he 
can reach young people, like his 
audience at Horizons — he talks 
about AIDS prevention. And he’s 
convinced his publisher, Henry 
Holt and Company, to donate 
books which he distributes and 
signs for the kids. 

It’s not always easy—you can’t 
always speak about grief and loss 
from a detached place — but it’s 
healing and it’s right, so Winick 
does it. Like Pedro once did, he 
implores the kids to learn how to 
talk about sex with their friends 
and partners — but most impor¬ 
tantly, he implores them to value 
themselves. He looks them in the 
eyes and he tells them the truth: 
“You can live with HIV, but it’s 
easier not to. You are all too im¬ 
portant to be HIV-positive.” ▼ 
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Bruce Vilanch gets more press 

On his celebrity , his 30 years with Bette Midler , and the still-closeted

A nswering his phone on the 
first ring, Bruce Vilanch 
cheerfully announces, 
“Proctology!” 

Universally regarded as one of 
the funniest minds in Hollywood, 
the openly gay Vilanch has created 
a unique niche for himself in Tin¬ 
seltown, most notably as a writer 
on the Academy Awards and all 
the other big televised award 
shows. At 52, he’s been writing 
funny lines for everybody who is 
anybody over the last 30 years, but 
it wasn’t until recently that he 
emerged from behind the scenes 
and became a major celebrity in 
his own right. 

It all started two years ago, 
when Vilanch was hired as head 
writer on the new Hollywood 
Squares. His old friend Whoopi 
Goldberg, the show’s producer 
and “center square,” suggested to 
the show’s creators that Vilanch 
should be the host. 

“Their jaws sort of dropped, 
and they said,‘Okay...’’’Vilanch re¬ 
members. “They couldn’t piss her 
off this early in the game, so they 
tested me with a bunch of other 
hosts, and it was pretty funny be¬ 
cause it was all these guys with big 
white teeth and jackets going, 
‘This is for the Lexus, Kevin!’ And 
here I was... They said, ‘You’re a 
little edgy.’” 

They were interested in giving 
Vilanch his own square. Carrying 
on the show’s legacy of campy (if 
not always fully out of the closet) 
gay stars like Paul Lynde, Jim J. 
Bullock and Charles Nelson Reilly, 
Vilanch quickly became one of the 
show’s biggest on-air assets, deliv¬ 
ering hilarious quips from the 
square to Goldberg’s immediate 
right. 

Then as the show began its sec¬ 
ond season last year, a documen¬ 
tary about Vilanch called Get 
Bruce! was released by Miramax, 
garnering him tremendous media 
attention. A big hit at the 1999 
Sundance Film Festival, the film 
had a small theatrical run, open¬ 
ing in New York, LA, SF and 
Chicago before going to video. All 
this spawned an Off Broadway 
one-man show this year and a re¬ 


cent book entitled Bruce!: My Ad¬ 
ventures in the Skin Trade and 
Other Essays (Tarcher/Putnam). 

Palace desires 

“It all happened really by acci¬ 
dent,” says Vilanch of his sudden 
exposure. “I say in the documen¬ 
tary that if I had really had this 
burning desire to play the Palace, I 
would’ve played the Palace. People 
who get to the top generally have 
this unquenchable desire to be 
number one — whether it’s head 
of General Motors or the biggest 
movie star in the world — but I 
don’t have that trait. Which 
sounds ironic for someone who is 
now doing all this publicity.” 

The documentary features in¬ 
terviews with many of the stars 
Vilanch has written for, including 
Robin Williams, Billy Crystal, 
Goldberg, Shirley MacLaine and, 
of course, Bette Midler. As an en¬ 
tertainment reporter at the Chica¬ 
go Tribune some 30 years ago, Vi¬ 
lanch wrote a profile of Midler 
when she came to perform in the 
Windy City at the very beginning 
of her career. Complimenting him 
on the article, she asked Vilanch a 
question he was to hear countless 
times in the years to come: “You 
got any good lines?” 

Currently acting as a consul¬ 
tant on Midler’s new CBS sitcom 
Bette, Vilanch continues to write 
much of her stage material. 

“I’ve been on pretty much all 
of her tours, because in addition 
to refining and changing the ma¬ 
terial as we go along, I also do the 
topical stuff for her,” he says, re¬ 
ferring to Midler’s practice of in¬ 
fusing her concerts with local 
humor wherever she performs. 
“We do less of it now than we used 
to, because she’s less inclined to 
learn it every night.” 

Vilanch continues to write for 
the major award shows, including 
the Tony Awards, which last year 
featured some memorable dia¬ 
logue between co-hosts Rosie O’¬ 
Donnell and Nathan Lane. 

“There was a play on Broadway 
last season called True West, with 
two actors who switched roles 
every other performance, and 
both were nominated for Best 
Actor,” Vilanch explains. “Rosie 
and Nathan were introducing that

category, and Nathan said, ‘We 
should try that — you and I could 
just switch roles right now.’ He 
said, ‘OK, I’ll be you: My kids 
threw a kooshball at me and 
they’re such cutie patooties...’ He 
was wearing a beard for the role 
that he was playing on stage, and 
so she looked at him and said, 
‘How’s my beard?’ And he said, 
‘I’m fine, thanks. How are you?”’ 

Vilanch says he came up with 
the idea while in a New York cab 
with Lane. The two weren’t sure 
O’Donnell would go along with it, 
but she proved to be a real troop¬ 
er. 

“She thought it was hilarious,” 
he says. “She winks every year — 
she says, ‘Oh, I’m going to do an¬ 


other outing joke. I’m going to out 
myself again.’ She never goes that 
far, but I keep nudging her.” 

Well-behaved friends 

Asked if he has encouraged 
other friends like David Hyde 
Pierce and Lily Tomlin to come 
out, Vilanch says he doesn’t really 
consider them closeted. 

“David has never denied any¬ 
thing,” he says. “And with Lily, you 
have to understand that you’re 
talking about a 60-year-old 
woman. You can’t ask her to be¬ 
have like Melissa Etheridge.” 

He says most of these celebri¬ 
ties do little to hide their private 
lives. 

“I mean, even Rosie has been 
in all these tabloids with the girl¬ 
friend, pushing the pram,” he says. 
“David and his lover have been 
pictured walking their dog. It’s al¬ 
ways ‘David Hyde Pierce and his 
guy-pal...’” 

Vilanch says he does find it 
funny that O’Donnell refuses to 
talk about her “personal life” in in¬ 
terviews, while at the same time 
regularly discussing such intimate 
matters as diapering her baby on 
her TV show. 

“To me, I just find it hysterical¬ 
ly ironic,” he says. “But on the 
other hand, I think that she’s got 
some kind of role to fulfill, and 
when she’s done fulfilling that role 
as a talk show goddess, she will 
probably shift in her direction, 
and you’ll see more activism from 
her, because I think that is where 
her heart lies.” 


Vilanch says the gay communi¬ 
ty should focus its energy on real 
enemies like Eminem and Dr. 
Laura, rather than eating our own. 

“Not one of these people pre¬ 
tends anymore to be anything 
else,” he says, “with the exception 
of Kevin Spacey, who I think 
should be taken to task for that in 
this day and age, because that’s al¬ 
most like courting the other side. 
It’s ridiculous. He’s somebody 
that’s legitimate to go after, but 
there are so many legitimate ene¬ 
mies that to spend time running 
around saying, ‘Ooh, ooh, it’s so 
bad about Rosie! It’s just so bad!’ 
— it’s like, come on, you’re just 
jealous!” 

As for his future, Vilanch says 
his sudden fame has reached the 
point that he’s in talks to launch 
his own line of T-shirts. Known 
for the outrageous designs that 
have become a big part of his 
unique style, he says he started ex¬ 
clusively wearing T-shirts 25 years 
ago when he moved to California. 

“I discovered that you could 
have a nice career and never have 
to wear real clothing,” he says. 

Among his current favorites is 
the one he wore on a recent 
episode of Politically Incorrect: 
“I’m Brad Pitt.” 

“I have millions of favorites,” 
he says. “I was on TV this morn¬ 
ing, flogging the book on some 
local ABC station, and I wore a 
shirt that said ‘Betty Ford Clinic 
Recruiter.’ Lily Tomlin’s favorite is 
‘Excuse me, but you’re standing 
on my penis.’” T

Baker; Alyson, $22.95 

WMM he late James Robert Baker’s 
U posthumously published 
18 novel Testosterone is a manic 
first-person monologue that rips 
across the page at warp speed. The 
protagonist, Dean Seagrave, 
records a series of audiotapes as 
he drives around Los Angeles, 
looking for the boyfriend who jilt¬ 
ed him. The novel, designed as a 
transcript of these tapes, describes 
Dean’s descent into madness as he 
chases the memory of his ill-fated 
affair with the mysterious Pablo 
Ortega. 

In the beginning of the novel, 
Baker’s protagonist presents the 
classic psychological profile of the 
co-dependent queer man who in¬ 
advertently falls into an obsessive 
relationship (i.e., heavy sex addic¬ 
tion) with a hot Latino research 


physician. But as the story un¬ 
folds, the depth of Dean’s obses¬ 
sion for Pablo emerges through a 
complex series of revelations that 
lead to the book’s tragic and ex¬ 
plosive conclusion. 

Any reader who goes along for 
this roller coaster ride will enter 
the seamy side of LA’s queer sub¬ 
culture. Baker delves into male 
hookers, ritual sex, orgies, tea¬ 
rooms, torture, mutilation, drug 
addiction, and murder. But 
throughout the journey, the au¬ 
thor provides some piercing in¬ 
sight into queer culture, and more 
than a few caustic and funny mo¬ 
ments. Pablo, the object of Dean’s 
obsession, becomes more than he 
seems. The predictable fixation on 
Pablo’s big, brown, uncut dick 
gradually escalates to the level of a 
satanic spell, cast by a skilled prac¬ 
titioner. And as Dean learns more 
about the object of his affection, 
he snorts more speed to prepare 
himself for the search-and-de- 
stroy mission he adopts. 



Testosterone is a kick in the 
head. Wild, weird, hip, and scary, 
it will take you places you’ve never 
been, and leave you hoping you 
don’t have to go back again. Al¬ 
though there are a few continuity 
problems with the story, as it 
jumps back and forth in time, 
James Robert Baker’s last novel is 
a tough, take-no-prisoners tribute 
to the author’s skill as an observer 
of life and a storyteller. ▼

makes them unique in experi¬ 
mental film. His rejection of mid¬ 
dlebrow taste — “the hollow cu¬ 
pidity and superficiality of mid¬ 
dle-class ideals,” as he once said — 
did not prevent him from being 
expansive in rendering a world he 
often stood outside of. 

Not all of the films follow the 
kaleidoscopic pattern of Friendly 
Witness. The rarely screened Tenth 
Legion (1967), perhaps named in 
tribute to his idol Douglas Sirk’s 
The First Legion, focuses on sex, 
using Rembrandt-like lighting to 
render the bliss of bodies inter¬ 
twined. Another of his masters, 
Hitchcock (specifically, Mamie), is 
the subject of a homage in his 
claustrophobic reduction of the 
Hollywood weepie, A Womans 
Touch (1983). 

Sonbert was also something of 
a prodigy, only 19 when he made 
Amphetamine (1966), with Wendy 


Appel. This 10-minute black-and- 
white ode to sex and drugs echoes 
the work of Warhol and Morrissey 
in luring the viewer into a self-con¬ 
sciously decadent, queer closed 
space. A booted boy is seen shoot¬ 
ing up in methodical detail, and he 
and another boy passionately make 
out. The film makes no reference to 
the outside world, and its sheer in¬ 
sularity is rendered through the 
drone of an endlessly repeated 
“Where Did Our Love Go?” from a 
scratchy LR The sense of transgres¬ 
sive pleasure is intense here, but 
also ephemeral; its brief running 
time evokes a sense of life as a tem¬ 
porary state. Like Sonbert’s short 
life, it’s a diversion that will end as 
surely — and quickly — as the se¬ 
cret pleasures it celebrates. ▼

sionate dildo-fucking man love. 

While Slater is responsible for 
the theatrical lighting, the movie 
as a whole is stamped with Ward’s 
identity. He’s sure of himself, and 
that’s the kind of movies he 
makes. Each one is a simpler, more 
concentrated experience. Ward’s 
surprisingly restrained, unusual in 
pornography, in which excess is 
usually the foundation. But Ward 
leaves the excess to his performers’ 
behavior. He simply honors the 
sexual act, leavens it with emo¬ 
tion, and leaves everything else 
out. His is an unadorned cinema 
of extreme sexuality, and I like it. 

In truth,'none of these three 
movies needed their extra length. 


But the results were boner all the 
way, and not unenlightening about 
a director’s, or a company’s artistic 
identity. LaRue shows he’s more of 
a ringmaster than a director, ap¬ 
preciably professional while lack¬ 
ing a personal profile. Cam is state 
of tomorrow’s art. And Ward is an 
artist, with a unique vision of sex¬ 
uality and the technique with 
which to express it. 

Falcon has loosened the tradi¬ 
tional formula, to no obvious pur¬ 
pose and to no particular new 
benefit. Embracing the new medi¬ 
um of DVD, Titan has re-invented 
the formula, evolving a more nat¬ 
ural depiction of the sex act; and 
Hot House has clarified the for¬ 
mula with a meticulously applied 
vision that is singular in its focus.
